T he i?nd football nationals at 
Calicut is nine months gone 
and the 33rd tourney is round the 
corner and vet the Calicut organi¬ 
sing committee has not set its ac¬ 
counts in ordei 

A mcmbei of the tournament 
vigilance committee has made a 
representation to the police and a 
prtif^inatv enquiry has revealed 
rciss t^isappropriaUon Calicut 
a d shattered all fate collection 
records Even before the kickoff 
for the semi final, the revenu< had 
touched Rs 21 83 lakhs, excluding 
ihe two :niei national exhibition 


various sections of the Defence of 
Internal Security of India Rules 
for ctHispiracy, misappropriation of 
funds and falsification of accounts. 
The audit wing is stiH busy setu- 
tinising the records 

According to the first informa¬ 
tion report filed in the court, the 
budget, approved es early as Octo¬ 
ber 1975 foi the conduct of the 
nationals, was revised twice with 
revenue hitting the rari^et each 
time But on both occasions the 
expenses were enhanced 

At first, the revenue was Rs 12

That agonising wait again 


TT vras widely believed thai 

India’s team tor the Afro^sian 
and Latin American Table Tennit 
Championships in Mexico next 
month would be announced at tbe 
end of the Central India at Indore 
In fact, it was expected that T.D 
Range Ramanujan, die president 
of the Table Tennis Federation of 
India, would give away the prizes 
on the final day and also announce 
die team. 

This was welcome news, indeed 
^ the prospect of the team being 
named well in time, I mean — and 
the arrival of T Thiruvengadam, 
the national selector and coach, 
brighrened hopes However, there 
was no Ranga and, inevitably, no 
announcement. In the end, Thiru 
and a couple of sporrswnters were 
asked to perform the final day 
chores 

The players will now have to 
resign themselves to a long and 
agonising wait once again and, as 
has become the tradition, the team 
will probably he made known just 
as It boards tbe plane The TTFl 
will no doubt base sound excuses 
for the delay like lack of funds 
and the absence of "clearance" by 
tbe ghvernment. 

Though successive chaitmen of 
the All India Council of Sports 
have declared that they would like 
to clear all teems early- and have 
eien insisted that the federations 
sliould apply well in time, the 
TTFI has surprisingly secured the 
green signal only at the last 
minute Something clearly is 
wrong somewhere 

However, in the present mood of 
careful long-term planning for the 
1980 Moscow Games and the 1982 
Asiad, It is only fair that table 
tennis enthusiasts should concern 
themselves with the Afro Asian to 
be held next month And though 
the AfrC'Asian is designed primar 
ily as a "friendship" tournament. 
It can well be utilised as a part ot 
our preparations for the more im¬ 
portant World Championships next 
year 

On the face of it, the team selec¬ 
tion shouldn’t pose any problems 
There are barely half a dozen play¬ 
ers worthy of the counuy’s colours 
anyway One bird whispers that 
the team had been finalised before 
the Central India and that it would 
consist of four men and a junioi 

According to another source, 
there is some unc«rtainty about tbe 
Afro-Aslan in view of recent events 
in China, fhe principal sponsors 
However, since the ^F1 seldom 
takes the players or the public and 
the press into confidence in these 


matters, only those gifted with 
divine powers will be able to read 
through its stoic silence 
One can safely assume that at 
least four men will be chosen since 
the federation invariably accords 
top priority to a men’s team what¬ 
ever the women’s libbers might 
say Two men. Nlraj BajaJ and 
Manjit Due, walk into the team 
After a below-par showing in the 
Western India, Bajaj was back at 
his best at Indore where he beat 
everybody out of sight.

Dua, who didn’t take part be¬ 
cause he was ostensibly pr^aiing 
for his exams, was also handed our 
the same treatment when the two 
clashed in the Khar Gymkhana 
final Nevertheless, Dua, by his 
triumphs in the Western India and 
the Delhi “Times" 9?*"' clear¬ 
ly justified his position as No 2 

The third berth ought to go to 
lamil Nadu’s V Chandrasekhar In 
the light of past experiences with 
other youngsters there are some 
who betieve he should not be 


rushed However. Chandrasekhar 
has beaten practically every top 
playar in the country in the last 
month — Vilas Menon, Bajaj and 
Jagannath in the Western India, 
Dua in the Inter-Institutional, and 
Sudhir Phadke, Kabad Jayant and 
Menon again in die Central India 
Throuidiout he has displayed po¬ 
tential and consistency 

No doubt Chandrasekhar’s play 
has some limitations He relies 
ovormuch on his forehand and is 
yet to acquire subtle variations of 
speed and spin However, he is 
without doubt the best prospect we 
have had m the last few years and 
the AfrO'Asian will be just die 
place to blood him This will also 
be the ideal wav to prepare him 
for the World Championship. 

Menon, Phadke, Partkh and Ja- 
yant are tbe other claimants for a 
place If thr Central India is taken 
as the yaidst'tk, the first three can 
be written off Menon finished 
sixth Phadke seventh, while Patikh 
was eliminaied m the first ,>tage 

Jayar.r, on the other hand, has 
finished diird m both the zonal 
championdiips so far Th'e big ques¬ 
tion abcut him is whether the fede- 
lation will he prenared to forgive 
him his past “sins” 

Menon with his somewhat unor¬ 
thodox play has performed reason 
ably well at tbe international 
The trouble with him is his casual 
approach and a lark of matuiity. 
Phadke is the only Indian to have 
reached the quarter final at the last 
Asian As a defensive player, he 
will certainly bring tome variety 
into tbe team However, his cur¬ 
rent form has been abysmal though 
:t must be said that he has been 
handicapped by his inabihtv {"*) 
to procure an anii-topspin surface 

Here’s a real problem for the 
selectors They con solve 't the 
easy way by choosing a five-mem¬ 
ber team and thus including Menon 
and Phadke or Pankh who hasn’t 
been faring as badly as the results 
might suggest Oi else they ran 
pick a four-m ember team with 
Menon as the fourth player and 
give the girls, too, a chance 

A vetv real problem in sending 
a women's team is that national 
champion Indu Puri’s health a 
constant source of concern Still, 
with the World Championships not 
far away, our girls too must get a 
look in If Miss Pun is no' fit, I 
would prefer Kalavathi Seetharam, 
Nandim Kulkarni, Kashmira Patel 
and Anita Sardesai. in that order, 
to accompany Shailaja Saiokhe.

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A RACE RE-RUN 


T ]E1E strategy for middle dia- 
tance racing, the SOO metres, 
in particular, is far more complex 
than in any other race on the

The 800 metres ad Montreal raised hopes ni an Indian 
medal victory — bat alas, that wae not to be. Srhran 
Suijgh finished seventh. Two experts tell us why . . . 
V. A. THAMPI save it was poor judgement, t^ile 
JAL PARDIVALA thinks it was lack of 
international experience that cost 
Srlram the race 


It is a fascinating race “short 
enough to require speed and long 
enough to require endurance" It 
IS only by a proper rationabsation 
of er'^gy in a well-paced race in 
its dmeannt segments can a run¬ 
ner win. 

Sriram Singh did not accurately 
judge bis pace at Montreal. In the 
opinion of the West German coach 
Paul Schmidt, a middle-distance 


runner should be capable of an 
exact end intelligent evaluation of 
himself, so as to torm a base, to 
stick to his chosen speed in the 
first lap 

Sriram had no such tactical pre 
plan, nor had be been tutored in 
that respect In die opinion of 
international experts an athlete of 
his standard of 47-48 secs for the 
400 metres should have chosen to 


run about three or four seconds 
slower in the first lap — at about 
52 secs so as to conserve his 
energy for the next 400. 

The winner, the Cuban Alberto 
Juantorena covered the first lap in 
SO 85 secs — approximately seven 
seconds slower than his best 400 
rime, as it ought to be, while tfae 
Indian committed the fault of run¬ 
ning fast throughout, if nor faster 


by d fraction of a second than 
Juantorena in the first lap with¬ 
out any forethought that the re¬ 
maining distance would require 
more endurance and sustaining 
speed to the finish 

Starting off too ambitiously in 
the first lap and underestimating 
the real strength and energy of 
the Cuban and leading just for a 
moment in the second lap, Sriram 


had given up his all and became 
bankrupt in stamina, strength and 
sp^ which forced him to slacken 
off and by the early stage of the 
second lap itself tfae Cuban, Amet 
rican and the Belgian flew pas^ 
him in that order placing Sriram 
fourth, only to be* pulled down hw 
his pursuers easily one by one til] 
he placed last but one 

Juantorena dominated the first 
and smni-final heats with timings 
of 1:47 2 and 1 45 9 secs respec¬ 
tively running no faster than ne¬ 
cessary to win, while Sriram run¬ 
ning faster than evci before, placed 
second in the first heat (1.459) 
and fourth in the semi-finals after 
a more strenuous passage, in 1.46 4 
secs If he had missed it, he would 
not have qualified for the final 


In the final, Juantorena finished 
the fir.st lap in 50 8 secs (averag¬ 
ing 25 4 secs per 200m) and the 
second lap in 52 7 sees (263 -1 
26 4 sees) together making 1.43 5

T wo main factors should^ be 
considered Basically. Sruam 
Singh is a front runner, and I 
would say for an athlete of such 
a type it is rather difficult to 
change his mode of running oi 
tactics at the last moment. Se¬ 
condly, and most important, he 
had no type of international com- 
petjltion prior to ms partinpalion 
at Montreal. This was a great 
drawback. 

At Montreal, he ran in a heat 
vdiere the first six broke 1:47 se¬ 
conds This was due to a fast open¬ 
ing lap of 51.4 seconds. For the 
semi-finals, the first two and four 
be« losers (fastest) were to be 
selected He had no choice but to 
go all out. 

He came second and improved 


his national record from 1:47 to 
1 459 seconds In fact he was 
lucky, as L Civil of Cuba brushed 
against him in a desperate lunge 
bringing in the same time In faci. 
the four fastest losers were fiom 
the heat cf Snram Singh The 
seventh man of his heat returned 
a time ot 1’45 81 seconds which 
was better than the time of the 
first man of the remainmg five 
heats 

On the next day was the semi¬ 
final Here too, Srlram was caught 
in the finest batch of the two Tap 
runners which you would see from 
the foBowing Sriiam came fourth 
in his semi-final with a time of 
1.46.42 seconds He beat the fifth 
man (James Robinson of USA) by 
a hair’s breadth whose time was 
1:^43 seconds You will be sui- 


prised to know that Robinson’s 
time was better than the time of 
the first man of the heat which 
was t:46 72 seconds by Richard 
Wohlhunter of USA 

These two strong races of two 
successivti days took the toll from 
Snram Sing^, who had no experi¬ 
ence of running such laces on con¬ 
secutive days and in such prolific 
times.

At the finish of the first lap Sri- 
ram was in front just for a brief 
spell I du not think that he cover¬ 
ed the first lap in 50 4 seconds It 
may have been 5090 or 5095 One 
point IS that he ought not to have 
gone out too fast in the back- 
stretch of the second round to lead 
fot a while.

Conversely Sir Leonard Hutton 
was a marvellous example of lop- 
hand control It suited him 

The coarb must have sufficient 
inteJiigeuce not to be dogmatic but 
to discern what method is best foi 
his pupil 

For any plaver the top hand is 
of supreme importance when play¬ 
ing a forwaid defensive shot But 
when It comes to a lull blooded 
poll, the story is veiy diffeient 
Theic cannot be sufficient power 
without the bottom hand, nor ade 
quate control without the other 
Co-ordination is the thing 

I think ii much more imporian' 
that coaches should devote their 
time to things where theie should 
be basic soundness irrespective oi 
giip, stroke production, etc—for 
instance, footwork, which 1 think 
IS one of the keys to great bats- 
maoihip Good footwork is a cha¬ 
racteristic common to all great 
batsmen, irrespective of physique 
or other peculiarities 

Get into the correct position for 
voui shots and it is marvellous how 
much casiet they become 


Footwork should, generally 
speaking, be constantly taking Ute 
batsman towards the off. 

Young batsmen have a natural 
tendency to draw away from a ball 
directed at the body This impulse 
must be overcome Don’t let that 
rear foot retreat to the lea side 
Almost invariably one should move 
towards the off, whether it is for¬ 
ward with your left foot or back 
wPii your right 

By going back with your right 
foot 1 mean back and towards the 
stumps — not back towards the 
umpire 

I am a great believer in back 
play providing the player will look 
upon it as an offensive as well as 
a defensive medium. 

History shows that the outstand¬ 
ing batsmen were mostly strong ofi 
the back fuol They could drive, 
ot course, but their initial protec¬ 
tive movement was back rather 
than forward 

Ran |i expressed himself very 
much in favour of back play, and 
went on to say, “No foiward stroke 
IS absolutely safe unless the ball 
IS smothered ’’ By that I assume 
he meant it had to be played as a 
genuine half volley 

No hatsman can fail to get into 
difficulties if he persists in dtiving 
wcB away from his body, in driv 
ing against a turning leg-b r e a k 
and so on 

To some extent footwork is based 
on judgment, and straight away we 
revert to the need for practice to 
acquit u ludgment You see how in¬ 
extricably all these things are in¬ 
terwoven 

Evetiiually a batsman should 
reach the stage whete his judg¬ 
ment ol whether to play forward 
or back becomes insiinciive rather 
than deliberate 

The sight of the ball seems to 
trigger off a conesponding reaction 
$o that movement becomes almost 
a habit 

Despite the essential feet and 
body movements, I don’t like to 
see a player allowing his head to 
bob about Keen the head and eyes 
as still as you can, even though 
the arms and the body arc moving 

I am a firm believer in attacking 
barsmanshtp It is a batsman’s duty 
to take the inilianvc and play 
shots 

His training in the cultivation 
of a sound defence should not 
mean that he becomes delenci 
minded

Connors—win first, talk later 



Jimny Cohoats . . . back to the wlnoiiic road 


G UPE^STAR Jimmy Connai s 
ha« got his show on the road 
again after winning the United 
States' Open tennis title. 


Victory in a slam-bang thriller 
against Bjorn Borg under the blaz¬ 
ing Boodlights of Forest Hills has 
been a sort of reincarnation for 
the man who dominated world ten¬ 
nis two years ago 

Jimmy’s fat year of 1974, when 
ho won the Australian, Wimbledon 
and the Unitad States champion- 

f donahips, was followed by s 1975 
n which everything seemed to dis¬ 
integrate He was runner-up for all 
three titles, lost the love of Chris 
Evert — to whom he had been 
engaged — and lost a lot of public 
support by boorish bchaiiour on 
court 


But at Forest Hills, at he held 
a eoUd gold tennis ball in his hand 
and eat unwinding, mentally and 
phyaieally, from one of the most 


exhausting matches of his life, Con¬ 
nors declared: “I wanted to win 
Forest Hills again because I want¬ 
ed to make everybody forget 1975." 

The relief showed. For, ail 
through the 12 days of Forest Hills, 
24-year-old Connors had bean haun¬ 
ted by the memory of the way ha 
had failed 12 months earlier. 

He said: "It brasses mv ego to 
be constantly reminded by ques¬ 
tions which start, 'After Josing last 
yasr, etc., etc, etc.’ 

"Any player in the world would 
have loved to have got to the finab 
of three of the biggest champion¬ 
ships in the world 

"1 also won nine out of 18 other 
tournaments, but for me It was a 
stick to be beaten with. Nobody 
ever mentioned 1974 any more, and 
that hurt. 

“If the sun rose and set only 
over Forest Hills and Wimbledon 


there are a lot of niys playing dlls 
game who would not be v«ry 
tanned." 

Connors, who bounced brashly 
on to the big tennis scene five 
years ago and whirled to fame and 
a fortune in what seemed like an 
instant, is now more wary of the 
world as a result of the last two 
years. 

He enjoys the trappings of the 
millionabe. 

Former Miss World, Marjorie 
Wallace, has been his constant 
companion since a much publicis¬ 
ed interlude with actress Susan 
George — which ended his long- 
running romance with Chris Evm’t 
— and he employs two bodyguards, 
chests bulging menacingly under 
T-shirts bearing the legend "The 
James Gang” 

But he has learned to win first 
and talk afterwards. It is getting 
him back to being an acceptable 
champion, even if he still nes a 
long way to go to be also popular 

Yet it was noticeable, wbile he 
was thumping his way to victory 
against Borg that tha tough New 
York crowd swung his way 

Borg’s sharp rise in the past two 
years had forced even Connors to 
admit that the Swede bad taken 
over as world No. 1 

Now th» arc on course for e 
showdown in the Commecial Union 
Masters at Houston in December 
and Connors says: "If %ve both 
reach tha final that will decide 
Just who is No. 1 ’’ 

You could see In his eye thsw 
Jimmy Connors much prefers betng 
J. C. Superstar to being No. 2 to 
anybody.

TF Chris Evert didn’t exist, die 
* Americans would, by now, have 
invented her. 

She it essentially twentieth cen¬ 
tury . . e perfectly balanced blend 
of girl next door and untouchable 
superstar 

She is the most snccessful tennis 
player of the present generation 

Count it in titles won or money 
earned from the game, she is way 
ahead And she is still only 21. 

The last time Chris lost on clay 
waa back in July, 1973—to Evonne 
Cawley--«ad she then went on to 
reach 100 wins when ahe beat 
Mima Jausovec on the way to a 
second US Open Championship vic¬ 
tory. 

It will be a century littered with 
major championship wins. 

She has been exceptional since 
she burst on the big scene at For¬ 
est Hills in 1971, three months and 
ten days short of bm* 17th birth¬ 
day — a skinny kid with an awk¬ 
ward-looking double-fisted back¬ 
hand — and reached the semi¬ 
finals of the US Open. 

She played for more than a year 
as an amateur and declined more 
than 50,000 dollars In prize money 
before turning professional on her 
18th birthday. 

Since then she has won a mil¬ 
lion-plus and collected the Italian, 
French and Wimbledon titles twice 
end the US title once. 

Yet she remains unspoiled. She 
still regards the family home in 
Florida, aa her bate fm- travelling 
the world. 

She handles hard-nosed New 
York radio and television repor^ 
era with the calm authority of a 
Henry Xisaingar and can still, with¬ 
in 30 seconds, stop away from thorn 
to graot an old friend with a genu¬ 
inely affectionate kita on the cheek. 

She la courted by film start and 
celebrltias. But aha ramalna friend¬ 
ly and helpful to girls who walk 
in awo on to the sama court when 
they art unlucky enough to bo 
drawn against her in early rounds. 

The oueon of clay courts says; 
"I have been playing on thorn since 
I was six years old. I love it. 1 lova 
sliding around apd hitting my 
shots. It’a my surfaco.” 

But she has won two champion¬ 
ships on Wimbledon's grass and 
three 'imaa she has carried off die 
Virginia Slims championship — 
which is played on fast carpet 
couru. 

And if they ever get round to 
playing tennis on water. Chris 
Evert will probably walk off with 
tbo title.

An extraordinary Olympiad 


A SHORT distance from the 
^ world famous Niagara Falla in 
Toronto, known to many tourists 
as the “Cily of Trees ” Here, tiie 
people are invited to enjov nature, 
as evident trom the signs in Hie 
parks which sav, “Please walk on 
the grass " 

Lying within the metropolitan 
area is the Borough of Etobicoke, 
a beautiful spot dominated by the 
^65 a Cl c Centennial Park which 
wp» the site for the 1976 Olympics 
foi Physically Disablco Some 
38 nations entered their teams and 
over 1,400 ariilctes participated 

Incredible as it may seem, these 
competitions revealed the resuhs 
Of long, intensive traininc and the 
spectators witnessed national teams 
lighting tooth and nail for laurels 
— ail in the Olympic spiiit and 
tradition Aftci ail, "it is the abi> 
lity, not the disability that counts” 
as Sir Ludwig Guttman the foun> 
der of this Olympics put it 

The general goal in planning 
was to provide the best The faci¬ 
lities made available through the 
general assistance of the Borough 
include an outdoor stadium with 
a seating capacity for 10,000 Olym 
pic fans The well planned track 
and field facilities meet the Inter 
national Amateur Athletic Federa¬ 
tion Standards 

A large gymt sium housing two 
beautiful baskerbail courts can ac 
romniodatc 2,500 spectators A 
merranine gympastic galJeiy mea¬ 
sures about 8 metres bv 35 metres 
A modern sports complea with 
two Olympic-standard swimming

Theie are but a few of the physi¬ 
cal features. 

As in the regular Olympic 
Games, here too there was fanfare 
and trumpets. But, this Olympics 
IS unique because all competitors 
were handicapped persons — about 
1,000 parapi^ics (wheelchair), 200 
amputees and 200 blind. Over 
15,000 visirois occupied the spec- 
tatois’ seats at the various events 
from August 4 to August 11, 1976 
just after the Montreal Olympics 

The paraplegic, blind and ampu 
tee athletes competed (in their 
own divisions) in swimming, track 
and field, lawn bowling and penta 
thlon Additional events fer para¬ 
plegics were basketball, sno'iket 
fencing, slalom (downhill skiing 
race), table tennis, rifle shoot-ng 
archery and weightlifting Other 
events for the amputees were table 
Tennis, slalom and soccei ball kick¬ 
ing for distance 

The events tor the blind were 
limited to the four given earlier 
The athletes had then escorts and 
coaches as in any international 
sports Qualified competition offi¬ 
cials conducted the events, apply 
ing the rules uniformly to give 
a fair chance to every contestant 

llie disabled were not brought 
together out of compassion, but the 
idea here was to provide tne op¬ 
portunity to test their skill and 
strength in a festival of sports At 
the same time, the ideal of inter¬ 
national understanding is never 
sacrificed inie Olympics is not a 


•tray great event, but rather e 
climax of what develops ewlier 

In many countries there are now 
specially constituted sports asso¬ 
ciations promoting a variety of re¬ 
creation programmes Regional and 
national sports competitions are 
held on a regular basis. Govern¬ 
ments and private agencies sponsor 
tiiese activities and offer general 
support and financial assistance 

The politics that simmered in 
the Montreal Olympics spread to 
Toronto as well, and only 38 of 
the original 46 countries stayed on 
The teams that pulled out did so 
to protest the South African polic) 
of apartheid and the presence of 
that country’s team in the Gapies 
Despite this happening, the events 
were conducted in a cordial atmos 
phere, and the results revealed 
deal ly, more than ever before, the 
potential of the disabled athletes. 

Several Olympic records were 
shattered Of the many outstand 
irg performances, two cf them 
deserve emulation and special men 
tion heie The eighteen-year-old 
Arnold BolHr of Saskatoon (Cana 
ria) who lost ore leg below the 
knee in an aendent when he wa» 
three years old, was named the 
best penormcr at the Olympics foi 
the physically disabled 

Competing in the amputee div 
Sion, he cleared 1 86 metres in the 
high jump event 2 he tump com 
pared favourably with leaps bv 
able-bodied athletes The second is 
the excellenre of Maryke Buitei 
of the Netherlands who set two 
world recot ds in swimming fot 
wheelchair athletes Ruiter’s per 
formance was the outcome of a 
love for swimming and dedicated 
training 

In the over-all medal s ondings, 
the US was first with 145 medals 
(62 gold, .38 silver, 45 bronre) and 
Britain finished second with 120 
medals Some of the other strong 
contenders were West Germany. 
Netherlands, Canada, Sweden and 
Israel. 

The credit of introducing the 
Olympics for the disabled goes to 
Sir Ludwig Guttman who estab 
lished the well known spinal in 
juries hospital unit at Stoke Man 
deville in Great Britain during the 
second world war. The idea of a 
second wtnrid war The idea of an 
Olympiad for the handicapped 
sportsmen was conceived when a 
team of archers from Holland were 
invited to England for a compati 
tion in 1950 Since then, the 
world's first permanent sports com 
plex for the disabled in Stoke Man 
deville became the venue of several

chair event) a six-minute mile will 
be achieved by many athletes in 
the future This has now the same 
excitement like the four-minute 
mile in normal athletics some years 
ago- 

One should appreciate the fact 
that physical disability and sick¬ 
ness are not synonimous and sports 
for the disabled is something more 
than rehabilitation therapy. This 
concept was given shape and form 
by Ludwig Guttman for which ser¬ 
vice he was knighted in 1966. and 
his nnius continues to inspire the 
peoM around die world

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I^EnH FLETCHER'S true abi- 
hfy has never been accurately 
reflected in his performances for 
England. For such a good player 
an excellent driver — his du- 
apppintins results in Tests have 
baffled t n e connoisseurs, and a 
number of reasons, not least of 
which was temperament, were put 
fot ward. , 

Truthfully, it is probably a vari¬ 
ety of reasons, not so much tem¬ 
perament as adjustment to the at¬ 
mosphere of a Test match, adjust¬ 
ment to- having one good bowler 
follow another in Test cricket, and 
most of all, perhaps, the breaks 
Luck consistently deserts the man 
who necde it most When luck 
turns, confidence is restated, and 
runs ate so much easier to get 

The army of critics who have 
followed the Test circus have tins 
to say of t<le(cher's repeated fai¬ 
lures 'Fleicher doesn’t base a 
sound enough temperament He's 
too diffident ’ But in real life Flet¬ 
cher IS more mature and confident 
than his public image gives him 
credit tor 

‘I’m not nervous,’ he says, ‘I’m 
no more nervous playing for Eng¬ 
land than T am playing for Ksvex 
I’m not a nervous type I get but 
terflies, all players do But once 1 
get out there in the middle I’m 
all right. 

‘Of course rherc’s more pressure 
playing in Tests You’re in the 
spotli^t and you've got all these 
eople knocking you Criticism is 
ound to have an effect on you 
You’ve got to think about it ’ 

When Fletcher came to India 
with Tony Lewis’ side, he played 
the tno of world class Indian sum 
ners with gregtei confidence dnan 
anyone else His colleagues in 
county cricket this came as no sur¬ 
prise, he has always been a good 
player against spin, and ii is facet 
of cricket that gives him the most 
mijoyment 

He feels that it is a genuine con¬ 
test of skill being pitted against 
skill, with all the virtues of the 
game at stake, whereas batting 
against the less talented seam bow¬ 
ler, whose principal aim is to keep 
the runs down, is a test of patience 
and temperament; both have their 
place in cricket, eapecially in Test 
cricket, but patience and tempera¬ 


ment are not so much the ingredi 
ents tor the spectator 

When Ken Barrington retiied he 
nominated Fletcher as the player 
who was best equipped to fill the 
number 4 position in the England 
line up 

Fletcher’s performances against 
the Rest of the World in 1970 — 
340 runs average 48 — seemed to 
indicate that he was Barrington’s 
rightful successor And he even

'E*IRST and foremost, there 
" should be a full-fledged Sports 
Ministry at the Centre to look after 
the developments of sports The 
officials appointed in this depait- 
ment should be people really dedi¬ 
cated to sports Secondly, our top 
qoacbes should be sent abroad foi 
signalising in their subtects 

Every village of the country 
should have at least a playground 
if not stadium for indoor games 
and coaching camps should be held 
in these villages atleast once a 
year. 

Schools, colleges and offices 
should have their recreation clubs 
and they should provide all the 
facilities to its'members The chil¬ 
dren at an early age should be 
given equipment as toys to play 
mth. The parents and teachers 
ritould take special care to see 
that the child takes interest in 
sports Rich parents should not lag 
behind for providing necessary 
facilities to their children As oui 
country is poor, it cannot afford 
to provide facilities like European 
countries, hence, half the burden 
should be shouldered by big orga¬ 
nisations by giving donations, spon¬ 
soring coaching camps etc 

For big events like Olympics the 
S t a t e/Union Territory should be 
asked to >end their first three 
sportsmen in each event for the 
final selection This final selection 
should be done atleast two years 
in advance. The selection commit¬ 
tee should consist of members of 
one each from north, south, east 
and west The age group of these 
athletes should be between 16-18 
years They should be given ex¬ 
tensive training by the best coaches 
available in the country

The sdiools should also have sub¬ 
jects like football, hockey, cricket, 
athletics, aquatu s, gymnastics, 
wrestlm^ etc as outdoor games 
and table tenuis, chess, carrom, 
biHiards, etc as indoor games 


Every student should take atleast 
one subject eidier indoor or out¬ 
door 1110 indoor should be mostly 
for the physically handicapped 
students No student should be 
allowed to take more than 3 sports 
subjects.

More playgi ounds and stadia 
must be made available free of 
cost fer any kind of sports, pro 
vided the condition of the ground 
is not hampered by ffiat particulai 
game Every school should have a 
playground of iheir own as far as 
possible. 


There should be only one vaca 
tion for an academic year and that 
too should be for a period of at 
least 3 moDtha. During these 
periods all state level associations 
ahoiild arrangq camps for juniois, 
sub-juniiH-s, seniors and sub-seniors, 
either according to ages or class- 
wise The selected players should 
be sent abroad regularly co- invite 
other countries to take part in 
various competitions during these 
periods 

Promising sportsmen should also 
be given suitable jobs and they 
ahould be also heavily insured by 
the council of sports After retire¬ 
ment, players should be entru.sted 
with the training of young sports¬ 
men 


Lastly, the state council of sports 
should see to it that all employee'! 
who are either officials or playOTS 
from private or Government offices 
be given nmcial casual leave with 
full pay. Ihe state council of spotts 
should employ more coaches for 
each and every district The sports 
council should also have a state 
level sports meet for all sports and 
games and select them for inter 
state level meets.

Similarly, die allowances avail¬ 
able to riders should be determined 
on the number of rides as also the 
number of wins Thus,* the incom¬ 
petent or just unfortunate rider 
will be penalised for his lack of 
ability. This is one of several mat¬ 
ters which set the serious race¬ 
goer thinking and it follows that 
the authorities should also apply 
their minds to them 

Does the RWITC construe rules 
to suit the c onvenience of the cave? 
This question has arisen by the 
decision to suspend the licence of 
apprenuce jockey Subash, who was

THE ART OF CRICKET 


A LL bowl»n deteriorate under 
" e wrell-plenned, intelligent at 
tick end much of the enjoyment 
of betting comes from the battle 
of wita end the thwarting of a 
bowler’s pleas 

Any batsmen who has achieved 
International status should be able 
to visualise the position of eveiy 
Aeldaman just os though he were 
looking at them on a radar screen 
He should be able to shut his eyes 
and know precisely the location 
of Ane-leg, mird-man and so on 

In no other way can he concen¬ 
trate on the ball and still give fi ec 
reign to the art of placing the ball 
to the maximum advantage 

It is so simple to pull a short 
ball to square leg But if there is a 
man on rhe fence squate, how 
much more satisfaction can be 
atned by deliberately pulling it 
ner to try and pick up four 

Cricket is like chess—the move 
and counter-move I would uUen 
deliberately play a ball to a cer 
tain position lust to try and keep 
a fieldsman there Why? Because 
I didn’t want linn shifted to a posi¬ 
tion whicli would have saved four 
instead of one 

There are dozens of shots played 
in any long innings which can 
scarcely be described ns diives. 
pulls, cuts, or by any authentic 
name They may range from a 
deAection down the gully with a 
perpendicular bat to a pat towards 
cover for a single or a push to 
words mid-on 

I have, in the following pages, 
only described those strokes which 
are clearly and easily deAnable 

Batting is a fascinating art and 
worth all the study you can give 

It. 

The grip 

Having dealt with certain gene¬ 
ralities, I now turn to the impor¬ 
tant details of the actual playing 
side of cricket. 

The Brst requisite of any bats¬ 
man is to get his grip right, and 
I recently saw an interesting me¬ 
thod of attaining 1, 

A splendid coach was asked by 
a lad vdiat was the correct grip 
The coach told the boy to lay his 
bat face down on the giound with 
the handle pointing towards him 
and then to stoop down and pick 
it up with two hands as though 
proposmg to use it. 

The boy did and was immedi¬ 
ately told that was his proper grip 
Try it out and see what result 
you get. 

For my part I refuse to be dog¬ 


matic about one's mip, because 1 
believe various holds can be satis¬ 
factory So much depends on the 
batsman’s methods. 

My normal grip left Just over 
an inch of the bat handle showing 
below the right hand and perhaps 
an inch above the left hand with 
the gloves touching 

Notice that the inverted V form- 
ed by the thumb and Arst Anger 
of the right band is straight in 
line with the insertion of the 
handle down the back of the blade 
The bottom hand will be an inch 
or two from the shoulder of the 
blade 

The position of my left hand is 
what might be termed, in golAng 
parlance, a slightly shut face I 
think It helps to keep the ball on

However. 1 unhesitatingly admit 
that the left wrist could be more 
towards the front than mine and 
be perfectlv correct W G Grace 
and .^ir Jack Hobbs both favoured 
this latter method 

Denis Compton was rather half¬ 
way between what 1 might term 
the “Hobbs grip’* and mine 

The Hobbs grip is very common 
amongst Englishmen, whereas one 
would seldom And a plaver with 
his left wi ist more behind the 
blade than mine 

The two hands should be very 
close to one another — in fact 
just about touching when the bat¬ 
ting gloves are on 

1 refuse to condemn an unortho¬ 
dox vip just because it is differ¬ 
ent ^e use of wrist and arms 
and the method of stroke produc¬ 
tion cannot be stereotyped. 

One Ane ShelAeld Shield cricke¬ 
ter had his right hand so far down 


the handle that his index Anger 
actually went along the back of 
the blade. As you might expect, 
he had good dciensive control and 
played strokes behind the vricket 
splendidly but his driving was in¬ 
competent. 

Then I remember a Test match 
batsman whose two hands were 
very high up on the handle. This 
position gave riae to a hii^ back 
lift and a Aouriah. He waa e good 
driver but vns always prone to 
snick the bell into slips I distrust 
that position ageinst e lifting wr 
swinging bell. 

Although 1 did not soe Victor 
Trumper bet, the fact is that he 
held the bat very high. 

There ts much to be said in 
favour of keeping the two hands 
in the happy medium position for 
maximum power and control. 

The left-hand positimi must re¬ 
main Arm irrespective of the at¬ 
tempted stroke, but the right band 
may be allowed to move down the 
blade for greater emitrtd in defen¬ 
sive Strokes 

As evidence of the difference of 
the left-hand position of great 
plavers in playing defensively, I 
cannot do better than cite the case 
of Peter May and Compton. 

May played forward defensively 
and got the left wrist behind rhe 
handle Compton kept his left 
wrist well in front of die bat 
banole 

Peter May’s method suited me, 
but Denis Compton’s wonderful 
cord dares us to question the effl- 
riency of hla 

Sometimes I dropped die bend 
down when square cutting or in 
pulling the ball, but the movement 
must be so natural that die plejrcr 
IS scarcely consclbus of it, for one 
has little time to diink where his 
hands are when moving into a 
shot 

Whatever you do be comfortable 
and natural and make control your 
guiding star

Pakistan also won the next lest 
at l.ahore, running up a recutd

A S the dawn lightened the sl.^ 
on April 19, 1937. a small 
group of men were busily fussing 
around a big, powerful motorcycle 
on the grass verge adjoining the 
■deserted Gynn Road, near Buda¬ 
pest The only spectators of this 
strange scene on that chilly, grey 
morning were several armed Hun¬ 
garian policemen. 

An attempt was to be made on 
the world motorcycle speed record 
and the police guard was present 


to see that there was no interf er- 
ence 

At last all was ready and tlie 
small patty from England who ha d 
spent most of the night or las t- 
minute preparations were saiisficd 
that the moment had come 

The big 1,000 cc Brough Superim ‘ 
machine was wheeled out on to thi 
load and the streamlining casing 
around the engine and rear wheels 
was bolted into position 

The man who was to make the 
attempt was Eric Fernihoug^ and 
the world record was held by Ger¬ 
man speed ace Ernst Henne In i 
four years he had taken the flying 
kilometre record from IbO to 169 
mph 

Fernihough bad been a q^ectator 
of that final record attempt in 
October 1936 and now he was de 
termined to beat it on his partly 
streamlined Brough Superior. It 
had cost him £150 to hire a throe- 


mile stretch of the Gyon Road, so 
he could not afford to fail 

He did NOT fail From a flying 
start he covered the kilometre in 
1.3 175 «econds for a new record of 
169 6 miles an hour, and the msle 
in 21 38 seconds, for a new mile 
record of 168 3 miles an hour 
After his mechanica fitted a side- 
cat to the Brough, he returned to 
tfie deserted road and set up new 
sidecai d records of 135 for one 
mile and 137 for the kilometre It 
wa< a four-fold win for Britain 
Seven months later Ernst Henne 
regained die solo records and on 
April 23, 1938, Fernihough return¬ 
ed to Budapest for yet another 
attempt to ride a motorcycle fas¬ 
ter than the German. It was to be 
bis last. 

Travelling at more than 170 
miles an hour his machine left the 
road and Fernihough was catgpul- 
from the saddle. He died a lew 
.Hours leter in hoepitel.

bers and players combined with 
^k of co-ordination has resulted 
in the composition of incompetent 
individuals sometimes constituting 
a team of heterogenous nature 

Since It IS futile to ciy over spilt 
milk and dream of numerous if*s 
which can alleviate the present 
pathetic condition of the future of 
sports, I as an Indian abroad would 
like TO place before the know¬ 
ledgeable public of pur rountry 
some realistic facts of paramount 
importance to rectify and reiuven- 
ate the sports activities on ration¬ 
ally defensible lines 

Talent is partially inherited but 
mostly acquired Hence out ex 
perts should strive to discover and 
train children at an impressionable 
age and set high standards of at¬ 
tainment for the child to master 
stage hv stage and tinally lompcte 
against his cwn standard*. Our 
coaches and experts ought to hunt 
the schools instead of i dying on 
finished college products who have 


Ik^AKING sports compulsoiy in 
schools and colleges is alright 
But more important and urgent is 
to make our children and bovs

W HEN the Indian team Icfi for 
the twin-tour of New Zealand 
and the Vt^est Indies, early this 
year, none espested them to do 
wonders In fact, the critics had 
rated our chances in New Zealand 
as ‘"fiot too difficult,'* and in the 
West Indies as a “loss without a 
fight “ How wrong they were 

It was certainly not a triumphant 
tour bur it was an encouraging one 
in most respects And most en¬ 
couraging to my way of thinking 
was that we arrived at a settled 
batting ordei which is a great boon 
to the psychology of a team 

Each batsman knows in which 
osjtion he is to bat and adjusts 
IS game accordingly Our previous 
teams know just how disastrous it 
is when the batting order is con¬ 
stantly chopped and changed Four 
for 7 CIO at I.eeds in 1952 comes 
vividiv to mitid 

The <"<iperience of batting against 
Cnilitigc, Hadlee and Co in New 
Zealand and against Roberta, Hold 
mg, Uaniel and Co o.. West in 
dian wickets should stand the bats 
men in good stead when they fate 
ihe New Zealand and England bow 
Icrs on our wickets Now that oui 
batsmen f i o m No 1 to b have 
tasted blood in Tests, they should 
be run hungry when the touiist, 
an ivc in this country 

But we have not vet found a 
pate howlei It is obvious that a 
pace b iwler cannot be produced 
overn-ght Lots of hard work, per 
MStence <'weat and toil are requir¬ 
ed to produce one Theiefore if 
we start in right earnest we may 
spot a promising one in say five 
years 

We have, therefore, to be satis¬ 
fied with what we have Luckily, 
we have a pair now who can use 
the new ball Both Madan L 4 I and 
Mohinder Aitianiatli are gluitons 
for work Both are excellent field¬ 


ers and are more than useful as 
batsmen 

Mohinder bids fair to become a 
top class batsman He has the 
technique and now the confidence 
that he can get runs in top com¬ 
pany That IS what matteis really 
and we need not look beyond him 
tor a No 3 Madan Lai may not 
have overcome his fright fot the 
using ball but he has some useful 
scotes to his credit 

The spinners are going from 
strength to strength and should 
serve India well as usual Spinners 
have always lasted longer than 
pacemen, they mature later and 
by this standard out spinners must 
now have matured into a top-class 
combination comparable to the best 
ever No country ran beast of even 
one spinn ’’ who is in their class 


We have a problem of whom to 
drop This is our strongest point 
and we must capitalise on it 

Our fielding has improved tre¬ 
mendously and IS up to interna 
tional standard Our close catching 
IS very good We would certainly 
miss someone like Solkar, but 1 
understand that Dilip Vengsarkar 
has quickly got used to this posi¬ 
tion. 

We, thus, have a fairly well bal¬ 
anced team Having played to¬ 
gether for four months they should 
know each other well and thanks 
to the expet ienced Polly Umrigar, 
who was their manager during the 
twin tour, and a shrewd Bishen 
Bedi at the helm, they have deve¬ 
loped into a team which, under 
trying circumstances^ is not likely 
to give in without a tough fight. 

As against this the New Zealand 
team has had its misfortunes Theif 
four aces have not been able to 
make the tour — Congdon, Wads¬ 
worth (now no more), Howartii 
and Dayle Hadlee New Zealand's 
mam weapon in attack will be pace 
and unless they get acclimatised 
quickly they will find the going 
very difficult at Kanpur and 
Madras, while they have a chance

Jimmy Mehta — rip 


^HOSE whom the Gods love, it 
IS .said, die young 

A former Davsv Cup player who 
represented his country with dis 
tinction, Jimmy Maneck Mehta, 
who passed away in the ilj-fated 
air-crash at Santa Cruz an port, 
Bombay, in the early hours of Tues¬ 
day was by no means young in 
years Me was 61 But those of 
us who had the good fortune of 
knowing this noble soul knew (hat 
at heart he was much, much youn¬ 
ger and fitter — than most people 
half his age 

Ihose whom he befriended and 
often helped without strings ai 
lached will be hardly surprised at 
the early ‘summoning’ of Jimmy 
bv the Almighty, for such were 
his qualities of head and heart 
But the sudden roannet of his 
passing on has come as a shock 
and a trauma When this writer 
rushed to his office at 2-30 a ni in 
(vsponse to a telephone call from 



the Inqutlab, lillle did he realtsi 
at that lime that among the tiagic 
victims ot the rrash would be 
Jimmy Mehta 

A gentleman to the coie. a gra 
cious host, a loyal fnend, always 
obliging, self-effacing to a fault and 
great fun to be with, the widely- 
travelled Jimmy was only recently 
elected vicejsresident of the All- 
India Lawn Tennis Association and 


named chief referee foi the Grand 
Prix Tournament to be held in Ban¬ 
galore His first love was sport. 
Few were the evenings during 
which he did not manage 10 take 
time off from his pressing business 
and social commitments to have a 
knock at the courts, not infrequent¬ 
ly imparting valuable hints to the 
aspiring, mainly because his dream 
was to see the game that he loved 
so much prosper and grow in popu¬ 
larity. 

A sportsman in the finest tradi¬ 
tion, he could — but his modesty 
prevented him count the world's 
greatest players and administrators 
among his close friends 

An executive committee mein 
ber of the CCI, which closed its 
tennis courts on the day of his 
death as a mark of respect to his 
memrry, and the Willingdon Club. 
Bombay, the talented Jimmy repre¬ 
sented India several times in the 
Stevens Cup for veterans and this 
year reached the quarter finals of 
the veterans’ doubles event at Wim¬ 
bledon in partnership with Naren 
dranaih 

A 1 egular contiibutor to 
SPORTSWF.EK.

<idcrcd himself an integral part 
of the ‘family ’ 

It seems like just yesterday that 
Jimmy and his good wife Hnitiai 
spent an "evening of sport" chez- 
nous with friends from the U S 
and it was just last week that one 
met him at a Rotary meeting — 
he was a good, active Rotarian ~ 
where, smiling irom ear to ear, as 
was his worn, he beflovved in his 
fog-horn voice "Lei’s have a chin 
wag *oon” What about’ "I emus 
of rourse' And the Nationals of 
which you and i are big chiefs 
(namely vice chairmen) * 

lo his charming wife Homai. our 
most heartfelt condolences Mere 
words cannot alleviate sorrow and 
.suffering on such occasions, but we 
would like her to know that we 
are tvith her i n h e r irreparable 
loss 

Indian tennis h as suffered a 
grievous loss in the passing away 
of Jimmy Mehta, the epitome of

In this extract from hu 
autobiography. Cricket Rebel, 
being serialised in the Lon¬ 
don Evening Standaid, Eng 
land fast bowler John Snow 
discusses the controversy sut 
rounding his collision with 
India’s Sunil Gavaskar at 
Lord’s in 1971 

Furore at 
Lord’s 


I^ONE of the incidents in which 
1 have been involved caused 
as much furore as Uiat day at 
Lord's in the summer of 1971, 
when India’s little opening bats 
man, Sunil Gavaskar, bit the dust 

I shall never forget that clash 
of bodies. 01 all the fuss it caused 
No doubt, many millions who saw 
It on television will nevei forget 
the slow-motion version 

1 was wrong I realised that as 
sdon as my sh lulder came into con¬ 
tact with Gavaskar Iii that instant, 
I could imagine the horror on the 
faces ol everybody watching the 
game from the committee room at 
I.ord's, and on a few more faces 
besides 

But I don't think the incident 
would have provoked all the argu 
ments and fuss if it had not been 
trr the television carnet as and their 
slow motion replavs 

The bodily contact between us 
was over in a flash On the replays. 
It took a minute or two to go 
through the whole scene and allow 
the full impact to register 

For a long time, footbalieis have 
been complaining of trial by tele 
vision, with leplays showing foul 
tackles in close-up and in great 
detail The footballers have not 
tiled to excuse their offences by 
the fact that they often look worse 
than they are when seen out of 
context 

I, too, do not excuse my action, 
except to say that 1 had no inten¬ 
tion at knocking Gavaskar over 

1 was quite piepared to accept 
what punishment was coming my 
way and fully act e p t that the 
authorities — wlioevei they were 
— had no alternative but to be 
seen to act aftci what had been 
shown on television 

What upset me were the scenes 
of near hysteria in the England 
dressing room at the lunch inter 
val when heated demands were 
made that I should apologise to 
Gavaskar immed'ately 

The actual incident was only 



part of the iioubli What appai- 
ently had inildmincd nianv officials 
was the fact that 1 tossed the bat 
to Gavaskar aftei wards instead of 
handing it to him in a so-called 
gentlemanly wav 

Let me take you through the 
scene as I saw it during that ovei 
lust before lunch on the itnai day, 
v'lth India makiiii; then bid foi 
victory They had taken a first 
innings lead of nine runs when 
scoring JI3, and had bowled us 
out for 191 in our second innings, 
which left them needing 181 for 
victory 

India were 21 foi two, and in 
serious trouble Farokh Kngineet 
was promoted to join Gavaskar 
and immediately started a countei- 
attack The partnership had more 
than doubled the scoie when 1 
began that troublesome over 

Engineer was racing me and he 
turned one delivery on the leg side 
only n yaid or so off the actual 
wicket Me called tor a sharp 
single 

Theie was no iieldet neai enough 
to threaten the single Only me, 
falling away to the other side oi 
the wicket as I continued on my 
follow through 

Engineer was safe fhe* only man 
in possible danger was Gav iskar 
il I could get to the ball and take 
a pot shot at the wicket at the 
batsman's end 

My follow through had taken me 
ahead of Gavaskar, of couise, but, 
with the ball being on the oppo¬ 
site side 01 Che wicket to me, T 
suppose we vvore about equal dis¬ 
tance fioni It when I started to 
change direction and Gavaskar 
began to respond urgently to Fn- 
gineer’s shout 

As 1 went for the ball, the hrsr 
thing diat went through my mind 
was that Gavaskar would do the 
one thing all batsmen are taught 
and expected to do wnen they find 
themselves in that type of situa¬ 
tion Namely, to run ever the ball

It was going to be a close lace

1 cannot recall whethei any

The stance 

/ANCK again 1 refuse to lay down 
any hard and fast unalterable 
rules, because Test players have 
been successful with i|uite differ* 
ent stances. However, there are 
certain principles which can be 
enuaciatnL 

The main put pose of this initial 
positioft when awaiting dellrcry of 
the ball Is to be in snch a com¬ 
fortably relaxed and well-balanced 
position that you are able to go 
forward or back, attack or defend, 
with equal speed 

The knees should be slightly re¬ 
ined It is a mistake to crouch 
right ovei or to stand completely 
erect. 

My feet were about six inches 
apart and that the weight was 
equally distributed 

Quite a large number of players 
stand with iheir tcei together 1 
don't like It liecruse I am certain 
It militates against balance and 
speed of movement and, in fact 
net es'>jtates a preliminary change 
of foot position to obtain proper 
balance bet'ote one can move into 
a til (ike 

The I ear foot should be at least 
a coupte of inches behind the bat¬ 
ting crease ihis is to allow foi a 
sh^t drag when play.ng forward. 
Remember the toot must be be 
hind the crease to avoid a stump¬ 
ing On the line is out 

The friiiil fool should be paial 
lei to the baiting crease and some 
ihiee inclies m from of it Should 
the front toe he rurned slightly 
towaids cover that would not be 
wrong 

Looking down the pitch from tht 
bowler’s end, the batsman’s toes 
should be lust about in line with 
the leg stump 

I allowed my bat to rest on the 
ground between my feet simpl 3 
because it was a comfortable and 
natural position 

It IS regarded as more orthodox 
to team a pupil to rest his bat just 
behind the right toe 

This position eiicouiages .• 
straighter back lift, ts perhaps 
sounder for defensive play, but I 
feel it ha* greater limitations in 
Versatile stroke making 

The batting gloves should rest 
lightly against the left pad. There 
IS a pessibiHry that me batting 
glove may get caught in the top 
of The pad For this reason 1 ai 
ways lifted my wrists and patted 
the pitch at least once in taking 
up my stance to ensure the hands 
were completely free 
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As mentioned eerlier this might 
be likened to whet is termed a 
preliminary "waggle” in golf 

Cricket, too, poesesses its "wag¬ 
gles” or mannerlams

of reducing tension — which is a 
good thing. 

Dear old Phil Mead touched bis 
cap to the square-leg umpire then 
patted the ground four times and 
took four any shuffling steps to 
his position before every ball. It 
was just part oi his method of 
becoming relaxed and comfortable 

The left shoulder should be 
poinung down the pitch or very 
nearly so, with the head turned so 
that both eves are clearly focused 
on the bowler 

One often hears about the two- 
eyed stance This is a misnomer. 
What people leaily mean is a 
stance where the shoulders are 
turned so tiigt the chest is facing 
the bowler A chesty stance is 
wrong because it prevents the bate- 
man getting into the correct driv¬ 
ing position. Bur obviously nobody 
would be silly enou^ to try to 
watch the bowler with one eye 
only 

I think it extremely importani 
to keep the head as still as poe 
sible during the bowler’s run up 
and even during one’s movemeiw 
into a shot 

That may sound absurd, for ob¬ 
viously the head must move if the 
body doe#. But I mean to cenvey 
the impression that there should 
be no lobbying or weaving about 
and that any jerky movement 
which might rause a batsman to 
take his eye off the flight of the 
ball IS dangerous 

Perhaps 1 should exclude the 
case where one has to duck quick¬ 
ly to avoid a bumper, but I’ll deaf 
with that later 

Concentrate the eyes on the ball 
and It is surprising how natural 
the body movement becomes 

Once again comfort and relax* 
non are the key words.

Had the case against Bedi been so strong. 
It may have been better, in the ultimate analy 
sis, NOT to appoint him captain at all rather 
than run the risk of possible bad morale 
and sub-standard pertormances from a cap¬ 
tain on trial and his equally unsure team¬ 
mates.

He lends to be a very excitable 
captain, and m his determinatimi 
to prove who is the master show> 
the impetuous streak he often dis 
plays in his hatting At times, this 


impetuous streak has proved costly 
in giving away runs, yet it has alsu 
brought results when least expect 
ed 

Perhaps the most important fac 
tor in nis captaincy with Sussex 
IS his willingness to listen to others 
and act on their suggestions The 
result has been that the playeis 
■ill feel part of a team and know 
exactly what is expected of them 
and what they are trying to do 

Ray Illingworth’s leadership had 
my full support during the stormy 
1970-71 tour of Australia England 
won the series 2-0 to become ihr 
first side to reclaim the Ashes in

The big question mark 


HE very cdse of Bombay’s 10 
wicket triumph over the Rest 
of India in the Irani Cup match 
here last week — the Kanji Tro¬ 
phy champions won with slightly 
over a da^ to spate — raised many 
disturbing<«lhoughts about the state 
of cricket below Test level in the 
country While Bonibav deserve 
all praise for the highly disciplined 
and determined manner in which 
they went about their task, there 
is a big question mark over the 
so-called talented youngstcis sup¬ 
posedly waiting impatiently in the 
wings to step into the Test team 

The team which Rishen Singh 
Bedi was asked to lead was widely 
rnticised as being too weak to 
pose much of a challenge to Bom¬ 
bay, ot to draw the crowds That 
was true enough, and without any 
hig names the rag-tag bunch 
assembled fiom widely scattered 
areas could hardly be expected to 
function as smoothly as the well- 
knit Bombay team 

But that argument was valid 
only upto a point For, every 
player thnsen for the Rest had 
a vital stake in the match Over 
the yeais, the Irani Cup match has 
been used bv the na.tonal selec 


tots to have a look at promising 
second string playeis This year 
they took the process to its logical 
conclusion, and Bedi was given 
only two other Test players, Madan 
Lai and Anshuman flaekwad, in 
his team However, none of them 
was a novice either Almost all of 
them had a wealth of Ranji and 
Duleep Ti ophy experience, and 
most of them had been talked 
about at one time or another as 
likely India prospects Thus, play¬ 
ers like Michael Dalvi, Han Gid- 
wani, Raninath Parkar, Barun Bur 
man etc had every incentive to 
give a good account of themselves 

But how cruelly these hopes wei e 
belied The defeat itself was dis¬ 
grace, for Bombay were undoubted 
ly the supenur side But with the 
exception of Maharashti a’s Yaju- 
vendra Singh the Rest’s players 
showed neither application nor 
class. The pattern of the match 
was established nn the opening day 
Itself when the Rest were shot out 
for 173 Though Baiun Ruiman 
caused a mighty flutter in the clos 
ing stages of the day hy dismissing 
Gavaskar cheaply and Bombay 
were 28 for three at the close, 
chete was no stopping the Bombav

days 

Even that modest sc me looked 
beyond the Rest's capabilities at 
one stage in ihe mnining, when 
they were a beggarly 39 for four 
Anshuman Gaekwad looked as if 
he had still not recovered from th** 
battering he received at Michael 
Holding’s hands as he potte'-ed 
about painfully against Ghavri and 
Ismail He made 20 in almost 'wo 
hours before being fourth out The 
ones to go betore that fared even 
more pooily Palas Nandy did not 
have a clue to the bowling, llari 
Gidwani seemed to be terrified at 
r h e prospect of revealing his 
stiokcs, and Michael Dalvi seemed 
to lose interest after a couple of 
spanking covei-drives All this may 
sound carping, but one expected 
better from playeis with suen high 
ambitions 

Howes ei, there was a silver lining 
111 the cloud in the shape of Yaju- 
vendia Singh He was one of the 
few barsmen not to show any signs 
of nerves as he proceeded to scat¬ 
ter the close-in cordon with some 
deliberate lofted shots Once the

He was even inoie slow and can 
nous than Maokacl and his 90 took 
him 233 niiniites There were 11 
fours, and one rcmindei of his pasi 
pyroiecnnics was when he crashed 
Bedi ovci the sti aiglit field for a 
beautiful six On the whole, though 
Vengsarkar did not really impress 
with his stroke-plav, he got the 
runs, and that was what mattereii 
most 

The Rest’s ti onbles were not 
01 er even afiei these two had been 
■disposed of Wickctkcepei Ban 
diwdekar -- who is no strangci tu 
Delhi, having played for the Rail 
ways some seasons bock — took 
over in the same dogged style, and 
remained unbeaten with 57 when 
the innings fanished at 327 on the 
third morning 

One had hoped that the Rest 
batsmen would have learnt some 
lessens from their Bombay coun 
terparts But that hope too was 
belted as they caved in for 183 
the second time around Madan 


Lei was the sheet anchor of the 
innings with an unbeaten 61 with 
a SIX, off Baindoor, and eight fours 
This time there was no Yaiuvcn- 
dra Singh to help out. for the lat 
ter made only seven But Madan 
found an unlikely partner in last 
man Ashwini Minna, who made 2''> 
uninhibited runs which not onlv 
enabled Madan Lai to get his half- 
century but also ensured that Bom¬ 
bay would have to bat again fhev 
hit off the 30 runs needed in quick 
lime 

On the whole, this was a wasted 


match, es,'eriallv in the matter of 
finding replacements for best stars. 
The only possible exception is 
Burman, who could be Roomed

On the other hand a batsman 
whose great weakness is that he 
fails to cover the ball outside the 
off stump, especially against a fast 
Of medium pace attack, would be 
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wise to consider taking middle 
stump for his guard It would take 
him those extia couple of inches 
lowaids the line of flight befoie 
the ball is delivered.

His bat, like mine, is sometimes 
taken back towards the slip fields 
men. but of course it comes down 
straight And even W Grace, 
with his famous “left wrist in fiont 
ot die handle’’ grip, lifted his bat 
up towards slips 

Again I emphasise that one must 
not be a slave to technique and 
one should not have to be con¬

^^HEN in the tnid-SO’s, then

cognised as an outstanding 
cricketer, but not always foi ail 
the valid leasons He is remember¬ 
ed as ‘the voungest’ — the young 
est man to play brst-class tucker 
(ar 13 and 41 days), to appear to 
a Test (at 15 years 124 days), and 
to store a Test century (at 17 years 
82 days) When he made his hrsr 
mayor tour of England, in I9(i2, 
he was a lad of 18. but he did 
enough to become one ni Wisden’s 
Cricketers of the Ycat 

HiS chubby cheeks, ‘cherubic’ ex¬ 
pression. white smile and modest 
manner emphasised the impiession 
of youth He could be a buoyantly 
attacking batsman and orteii would 
switch the hat in his hands to play 
a ball from a left-aim spinner, in 
eftect, left-handed So an idea was 
fostered that Mushr.iq was a gay, 
boyish, careiiee ciicketer 

In truth be is as stem a com¬ 
petitor as any of his competitive 
brothers — or as any ti ickctor in 
the world That first lest ceniuiy 
at Delhi in 19()0-61 wa& played to 
save a Test and the rubber against 
India, his second, against England 
at Trent Bridge in 1962, lated ovei 
five hours and drew the match 

He IS, by nature and urge, a 
stinWemaker, especially igainst 
pace bowling, winch he hooks and 
cuts brilliantly and, at oppoi Tunny, 
will drive wristilv Yet, in many 
wavs, he has inherited from, his 
bi other Hanif as the anchoiman 
of the Pakistan batting He too is 
deeply conscious of his family’s 
reputation. 

Mushtaq is supeiblv technically 
equipped with a shaip eye, instinc¬ 
tive identification of length, nimble 
footwerk, an innate sense of tim¬ 
ing and the striking power of a 
compactly built and musculai 13 
stone man 

He IS a fine, and fiequently bril¬ 
liant, batsman against any bowling 
Under all his skills hes the deter¬ 
mination, tne concentration and the 
leluctance to get out which mark 
the good professional 

All this might suggest Mushtaq 
IS « batsman pure and simple On 
the contrary, there is barely a bet¬ 


ter leg-spinnei >n the world He is 
moie accurate than most of that 
kind, genuinely spin,s the ball, and 
hides his googiy well Only two 
tuirent wiist spinners, Chandrase- 
khai and Intikhab, have taken 
more than his 40 wickets in Tests 
Ills ability IS such that often one 
wonders whcthei, if he were not a 
good batsman, he might not be sub 
stantialiy eftective solely as a Icg- 
spinner 

While he has scored over 30,030 
luns at an average of about 42, he 
has taken nearly SIX) wickets ar 2! 
When he lust came in England- 
with the Pakistani Eaglets of 1958 
at tne age of 14 —- he kept wicket 
Since then he has been a nimble 
heidsinan iii the covers and i safe 
catcher close to the bat 

Mushtaq was already a natuir 
ciicketcr at first-class and Test 
level when ho loined Notthaniptnn 
shire in 1961 at the age of 20 
While he was qualifvuig tui Cham 
pionship play he won the 1965 
singlo-wicket inurnament ar l.ord's 

lie has made two centuries ui a 
match — and quite beguiling they 
were — and won a (jilictte Man 
of ihe Mall h award Now. still only 
31, he has played in 36 Tests, more 
than anv other current Pakistani 
except the — sadly — deposed lii- 
tikhab His Test batting average is 
42 27, exceeded only among con¬ 
temporary Pakistani playeis - by 
a mere 19 — by his younger iiro- 
ther, Sadiq 

Once the impression of Mushtaq 
as a liglit-heai led cncketei is dis 
pelted, he becomes one to be 
savoured Bcfoie he faces any ball 
he gives his bat the Mohammad 
family twirl and then, stem put¬ 
ting, he IS prepared to face what- 
evei the bowler may deliver 

Whether h** attacks or defends, 
he is an entertaining batsman to 
watch because he is so fluid in 
movement, so balanced, adroit and 
essentially aggressive His lesist- 
ance is never graceless nor lacking 
in imagination. In the most dogged 
innings he will identify the punish¬ 
able ball and demolish it with a 
splendid punitive stroke.

The question is whether West is 
more likely to have nine cards In 
the red suits or ten Is West's 
failure to butt m not perhaps more 
suggestive of only nine red cards? 
When West is Dr Tibrewala, this 
probability is greater Tibrewala 
needs little excuse to operate, 
which IS one of the factors which 
makes him such a dangerous op¬ 
ponent 

What about the hand-pattern? 
The N/S hands seem balanced, but 
what about E/W? Might not West's 
singleton find an echo with East? 
Am 1 being a result-merchant? You 
be the judge 

The declarer in the other room 
did not give himself a chance Even 
after his play to trick one, hia best 
chance was to cash a club, enter 
the South hand via a spade, and 
take a second-round club finesse 
West's silence and singleton spade 
now make the finesse at least as 
attractive as the |>lay for the drop. 
Further by finessing. North has a 
chance of enjoying the best of both 
worlds.

RECORD BOOK 


O N May 28, 19fi0. a British run¬ 
ner stepped up into the ranks 
of world sprint record holders — 
the first athlete from Great Britain 
to do so since W R Applegarth 
in 1914 

The name of the 20-year-old run 
n e r whose brilliant performance 
caused such excitement throughout 
the athletics world on that memor¬ 
able occasion was Peter Frank Rad¬ 
ford, from Walsall, Staffordshire 

Memorable is somewhat of an 
understatement It was the great¬ 
est moment in the life of this de 
dicated young athlete He was com¬ 
peting at the Staffordshire County 
Championships at Wolverhampton 

In his hear of the 100 yards 
event he returned a time of 94 
seconds, to equal the United King 
dem all-comers record, then woo 


the final in 9 3 seconds, to equal 
the world record 

His finest performance was yet 
to come, however In the 220 yards 
final, run on a curved course, he 
sped round the long curve of th'* 
track and raced to the tape in a 
time of 20 5 seconds — the fastest 
220 yards ever run on a curved 
track and a new world record 

Radford, in fact, set up two new 
woild records, for his time was 
also a best ever for 200 metres 

For the sake of the I’ninitiated 
It should be explained that in 1959 
it was decided to institute two 
separate record classes for the 200 
metres and 220 yards — one for a 
straight track, the other for a 
course in which there was a full 
bend or turn 

So on that May afternoon in 


1980 Peter Radfoid made athletics 
history — and no athlete had ever 
more justly earned the honour But 
fm the miracles ot modern medi;, 
cal science, and his own indomit¬ 
able courage and determination, 
the. record achievements would rot 
have been possible 
When he was five years old he 
was struck down with a serious 
kidney disease At one time doc¬ 
tors despaired of his life For two 
years he was in a wheelchair. 

But young Peter was given a 
second chance, thanks to his doc¬ 
tors and he took it with all the 
resilient resolution of youth 
At the age of 12 he began to 
take an interest in sport, helped 
and encouraged by his schoolmas¬ 
ters Soon he was proving himself 
a more than capable runner and 
the supreme optimism and courage 
that enibled him to conquer his 
boyhood ilhiess spurred him on to 
become Britain's No 1 sprinter

Kindergarten 

V OR Indians to shine in the 
world of sport, I feel that it 
should form just as important a 
role in a child’s life as a school 
education 

In tlie first place, it is sport 
that makes a child aware of com¬ 
petition, makes him accept his plus 
and minus |'4%inrs end impiove on 
them, gives him-a sense of fairness 
and freedom and makes him more 
national-minded Hence I am of 
the opinion that sport should be 
introduced to a child right from 
the kindergarten itself 

Next, T suggest that ‘ichools make 
It compulsory for students to take 
part in both outdoor and indoor 
games and not Just for the sake 
of playing but to impra\e their 
standaid It is not enough tor 
school authorities to encourage 
children of rich families to take 
part in sport (which, sad to say, 
is the practice observed in almost 
all educational institutions at pre 
sent) because they can afford 
sports fees or buy expensive equip¬ 
ment and attire for the different 
games they may be good in 

To overcome this hurdle schools 
should have a sports fund to cater 
to the needs of the poorer students 
who excel in certain sport but who 
are unable to pursue it due to lack 
of funds 

A sports committee should be 
set up in every school comprising 
parents both from the higher and 
lower income gioups so that there 
is no favouritism shown in selec¬ 
tion "Catch ’em young’’ should be 
our motto, which unfortunately has 
not been the practice all this time 

Politics and prejudice have no 
place in the world of sport so let’s 
sweep out the chief elements who 
have succeeded through their in 
justice to use our money to coach 
and encourage .sportsmen and wo¬ 
men who merely joined the crowd 
to travel and enjoy life at some¬ 
one eise’s expense, and for no 
other leason 

Special arrangements should also 
be made to tiain young athletes at 
camps held in different parts of 
the country The coaches should 
be retired sportsmen Special nour¬ 
ishment should be given by the 
government to budding athletes so 
that they may withstand the men¬ 
tal and physical strain of the stern 
tests on the sports field 

Exchange programmes should be 
arranged with other countries so 
that our athletes can learn the dif¬ 
ferent styles and techniques adopt¬ 
ed by their counterparts in other

countries This will also help them 
adapt to different environment.

HE time has come to imple¬

tail. Our sports journalists, barring 
a handful of exceptions, generally 
do not highlight the shortcomings 
which beset Indian sport. As re¬ 
gards team selection, the gradual 
downfall in our standard of foot¬ 
ball, villeyball, swimming and bas¬ 
ketball is a case In point. 

The selection committee must 
select teams with only the interest 
of India at heart. There is no deny-

Ministry at the Central level (and 
similaily down to the distr.ct 
levels).

HE domestic ciicket season is in full

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THE ART OF CRICKET 


E verything m batting leads 
up to stioLe play which may 
be divided into (a) defensive shots 
and (b) attacking shots 

Again each may be classified into 
two sections, (a) strokes played 
with the weight predominantly on 
the front foot, (b) strokes played 
with the weight predominantly on 
the back foot 

I shall deal with these individu 
ally 

Footwork 

How often have we heard the 
saying “Jones is a gicat batsman 
— his footwork is superb” What 
IS meant by this term footwork'^ 

It fs not a question which can 
be answeied simply, even though 
instinctively a cricketer knows 
what IS meant 

1 imagine most people would sav 
good footwork implies correct foot¬ 
work Perhaps it does But what 
IS the use ot a man going back on 
to his stumps in the approved 
fashion it he moves so slowly that 
he IS late in completing his shot 
and IS trapped Ibw This surely 
means one requires speed as well 

But loo much speed may bring 
disaster If one lumps out to diive, 
gets there loo scon and lofts a 
catch, that could be fatal 

Conversely 1 have seen a player 
jump out to diiVC only to find him 
self too short, >et by speedy foot 
woik regain liis crease in time to 
pi event a slumping Therefore 
speed can ai times nveicome faulty 
judgment 

These lellettions cause me to say 
that basically, to be good, foot 
woik should be roriect, it should 
be of the lequircd speed and it 
must be co ordinated with perfect 

i udgment Certainly it should never 
le too slow 

As I mentioned earlier, one of 
the outstanding characteristics of 
great players is the apparent ease 
with which they play theh- shots 
They always seem to be in the 
right position with plenty ot time 
to spare 

I am reminded of a man's com¬ 
mentary on Walter Ltndrum’s bil 
liards He said, “Lindium never 
appears to play a difficult shot ’ 
The reason, of course, was that he 
controlled the balls so tliat they 
came to rest in a relatively easy 
position for the next shot. 

So it is with footwork in batting 
The right position is half the battle 
in playing any stroke 

I cannot remember having seen 
a truly great player whose foot¬ 
work was clumsy or slow. There 
may have been some who were 


nearly great — men who relied 
upon forward play and whose 
scores were mainly compiled by 
driving — but I am thinking in 
terms of batsmen who were able 
to command every shot in the book 
and were at home to all classes 
cf bowling 

1 doubt if one could truthfully 
say there is any single key to hdty- 
manship, but footwork is certainly 
one of the keys to unlock the in¬ 
nermost secrets. It is to batting 
what a foundation is to a house 
Without It, thcic ran be no struc- 
ruic 

•When playing back defensively 1 
believe the back lift should be as 
straight as conveniently pos.sible 
and that in its downward path the 
bat should pass just outside the 
light pad as it comes forward to 
meet the ball 

In this shot 1 always used more 
right hand, both in the back lift 
and the downwaid movement, than 


in the forward defence There is 
an important reason 

Suppose you are playing back to 
an off-break pitched a couple ot 
inches outside the off stump, and 
the ball, after pitching turns 
across on to the middle and leg 
stumps It would no longer be aiiv 
use playing dead straight towards 
the pitch of the ball It would be 
nccessaiv to follow the direction 
of the hall, and to do th<s seme 
pcwei or impetus iiiust tome from 
the right hand which can't there¬ 
fore be entirely iclascd Ihat 
change of direciion to follow the 
ball cannot satisfactorily be con¬ 
trolled by the left hand 

Also It IS possible to move into 

C usition for a back defensive stroke 
ut latei convcit it into an attack¬ 
ing shut if vou see fat to do so 

But when purely on the defen- 
sne there shjuld be little ai no 
follow through Ah least the left 
hand must be powerful enough to 
restrict any tendency to t o 11 o w 
through too soon, whereby ofi a 
rising ball theie miglit be a catih 
to a close in fieldsman 

Coinciding with the initial move 
ment of taking the bat hack, the 
riglit font must be moved back 
and across in front of the stumps 
The left foot is auiomaticaliv 
brought across so that the stumps 
are completely protected 

Advantage should be taken of the 
ares between the baitiug crease 
and the stumps, a distance of four 
feet Obviously one cannot go back 
the full distance, but even two feet 


extra in which to sight the ball 
helps a lot 

Far too m t n y ci icketers plat 
back on the popping crease In 
othci words ihev go back but not 
4 (ross, making the shot hatdei in 
l^ery way 

When in form 1 liked to feel in 
playing back defensively that 1 was 
hitting the ball either towards the 
bowler or mid-on rather than to¬ 
wards cover It gave me a feeling 
ot security that I was. if anything 
(oming from rutside the line of 
flight and therefore guarding 
acainst a prssible slip catch fuiin 
the ball which went away to the 
oft It IS so much easiei to follow 
the ball which B'ws towards Ihi 
leg side 

Some coaches advocate that the 
toes shall remain parallo] with the 
popping create — others that thev 
should point towai ds the bowlei

Back defensive plav is vital Mas

Profit sharing—the Aussie way 


T he Australian Cricket Board’s 
creation of a new sub-commit- 
tre containing five State captains 
could almost cause tombstones to 
shudder in cemeteries where some 
Board of Control members of 60 
veers ago have rested in peace 

For several years before World 
War 1 the former Board’s mam 
activity was at all costs to wrest 
the handling of Test profits from 
the cricketers who attracted crowds 
through the turnstiles 

Board chairman Robert Parish, 
ex-c h a 1 r m a n Tim Caldwell and 
treasuter Ray Steele form the com¬ 
mittee with Test and Queensland 
captain Greg Cnappell, Rodney 
Marsh (Western Australia), Duug 
Wallets (New South Wales), Richie 
Robinson (Victoria) and the sue 
ccssor to Ian Chappell as South 
Australia’s skipper, probably Asli- 
lev Wood* o< k 

I orination of this committee is 
far trom implying that the 1976 
Ltoaid’s chiefs aie conceding play- 
err much say in how Test profits 
wili he disiribuieti But they will 
be able to slate then views around 
the inble to three of the Board's 
fill luosi influential members TSie 
tub tJu.ud «( 14 Will deal wiih 
v> h a t e V c r re< oniniendations the 
loint sub coinnntiee makes 
In the wording tif seireiarv Alan 
8a'nos’ ann'iuncemeiii “The com- 
miiu*' will be required to nu^ei at 
leist oiii e !* -teason to discuss all 
malleis reteired fo it, iiuliiding 
those iic'tinent to the welfare of 
tht game The Board feels that 
such a committee will add innsi- 
dei iblv to the smooth i unning of 
the game and pioinotc an even 
e 1 u s c I felaiionship between the 
piayei s and the Hoard " 

The woiding is open to inteipre 
taiioii as a hint that the Board 
aims to keep Test playeis’ pav, 
bonuses, allowances and letire 
ment ci edits from encroaching on 
sums Its component State's wish 
to devote to running the game at 
Stale and club levels, with a little 
financial help to schoolboys and 
junior groups 

All through the rises which Ian 
Chappell obtained for the Austra¬ 
lian XI during his captaincy Board 
members insisted on the import¬ 
ance of preserving the ladder by 
which players rise from lower 
grades to international rank 
When the Board meeting began 
in Brisbane Australia’s first-c lass 
cricketers as a whole believed that 
a proposal would be discussed for 
them to have former Test player 
Bob Cowper as liaison man on 
financial matters and the high fte- 
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quency of Test commitments In 
effect, Cowper, a Bachelor of Corn- 
met ce. would have been spokes 
man to negotiate a fairer share of 
the large profits which Tests bung 
in 

Leading players had discussed 
formation of a Players’ Association 
with, among others, the Australian 
Council of Trade Unions* president 
Bob Hawke, former West Austra-

Creation of the new sub commit 
tee IS open to the assumption that 
It heads oS the move to form a 
Players’ Association (English and 
West Indian players each have 
one) 

One thing clear is that Board 
chiefs, unlike some ol their de¬ 
ceased predecessors, much prefer 
to aim for consensus rather than 
confiontaiion that would risk harm 
to the game in which plaveis and 
administrators have such deep in 
lerest 

The three Board chiefs on the 
sub-committee had decisive parts m 
exchanges of views since 1971 with 
Ian Chappell as captain and with 
him and other senior Test plavcl^s 
who toured England in 197S Play¬ 
ers expressed dissatisfaction wiih 
1 h e meagre share allotted them 
from $897,000 (Rs 10,31'>.000) 
taken at England’s six-Test senes 
in Australia two years ago 

In two years the Boaid lifted 
the basic rate from $200 a 
Test to $400, voted $200 a Test 
bonus fiom that series and raised 
the bonus to $400 from the West 
Indians’ six Tests The Boaid in 
troduced retirement fund credits 
of $200 a Test for senior players 
(20 Tests) and $100 for newcomers 

Players had felt it would be 
better to have a well-informed ex 
player such as Cowpei as liaison 
man because stresses in negotia 
tion had reacted adversely f*>r Ian 
Chappell among some officials 


Players felt that Ian was singled 
out for criticism over incidents 
which brought little or no com¬ 
ment when somewhat similar hap¬ 
penings involving other players Nv 
doubt such frictions were among 
oif-field pressures mentioned t>> 
Chappell among his leasons for 
quitting Test captaincy after 30 
Tests in four and a half vears, 
Febiuary 1971 to September 1975 

A side effect from the sub com¬ 
mittee could benefit ciickei, too 
Instead of hieiaiic pronouncements 
about the need foi more balls an 
hour, but fewer bouncers — v hicb 
have got nowheie - Board chiefs 
will now be able to use personal 
touch in seeking captains’ accoid 
In tune, moie about 'he way the 
sub fo'nnntiee *v a s ircated will 
probahlv seep out to ciinniis cric 
ket followers 

(n -'inniiuiicin,. ibat Philip Kid 
mgs has fieen ippointeci chairman 
of the I esi selecto's the Board 
setietarv said h was i)ie first time 
a selection chairman had iicen ap 
pointed 

Unaware of leasons for the 
appoinimen*, ciuket fans were

him and continued "It is our 
desite that both the players 
should be g) ven a reasonable 
chance to prove their worth 4ny 
suggestions " 


A member stood up and slated' "I 
propose that Bedi be appointed 
captain against New Zealand and 
Gavaskar against England No¬ 
body can then My diat we have 
not been fair” 

"Not quite.” said another member 
“The fairest thing to do would 
be to make Bedi captain for the 
three Tests against New Zealand 
and one Test against En^and 
and Gavaskar for the remaining 
four Tests against England li 
will be a histone decision.” 

The insignificant little selector at 
the end of the table decided to 
speak, but the chairman silenced 
him. The chairman said. “Gen¬ 
tlemen, cricket is not like buy¬ 
ing vegetables that we can divide 
the captainship half and halt If 
we do not want Vijay Met chant 
lo devote his next three speeches 
at various prize-distribution cere¬ 
monies, over which he presides, 
criticising us, we bad better find 
a more acceptable solution to all 
concerned ” 

A member said' “Perhaps, we can 
alternate captains from Test to 
Test And, for the first Test, we 
could toss a coin and decide who 
should we begin with as captain ” 

"Ne toss,” said another member 
“However, we could have Bedi 
lead the team in the first innings 
of the first Test and Gavaskar 
in the second innings It may 
set a precedent and even Eng 
land and Australia may start ao- 
pointing their captains by the 
innings " 

Another member said “That 


would mean that the same per¬ 
son would be leading the team 
for half the Test This seems to 
me to be a very long period and 
may lull the captain into a false 
sense -of security.” 

Just as the insignificant little mem- 
bei was about to intmrupt, an¬ 
other member got up and ob¬ 
served- “I suggest that it wmtld 
be worth trying out the system 
of having joint captains, as we 
once had for our national hoc¬ 
key team and are likely to have 
again This would be a good idea, 
especially as we are in the pro¬ 
cess of trying out our captaincy ” 

The chaiinian said “Joint cap- 
uimy always means trouble. In¬ 
stead, we could appoint a new 
captain every day and, since the 
selection will be made at the 
last minute, it will keep ell the 
captains on their toes ” 

"Not the full day,” said a member 
“When we have decided to ex- 
pci iment, let us go a b o u t it 
fully Let us change captains 
wiih every session of plav Say 
we have Bedi till lunch, then 
Gavaskar fiom lunch to lea, then 
Bedi again from tea to close of 
play " 

At this stage, the insignificant 
little member finally made him¬ 
self he-td “Please,” he said, 
“could we have Venkatraghavan 
a.s captain fot one session?” 

"Here we go agahi. provincialism, 
provincialism all the time,” said 
the chairman “1 thought the 
national selectors had bnally got

E ight Tests in 14 weeks) A veritable feast, in¬ 
deed Can the Indian cricket fans reasonably 
ask for more? 

On the face of it, theie should be a great deal 
for the rabidly partisan aficionados to shout 4baut 
in the two series ahead 

The New Zcalandeis will be without the ser¬ 
vices of the afi'able, talented wicketkeeper batsman 
Ken Wadsworth — who has had to keep his date 
with the Maker at a young age (as do those whom 
the Gods love') — and the experienced Uevan 
Congdon, Dayle Hadlee and Hediey Howarth who, 
tor one reason or another, are conspicuous by their 
absence in the touting patty 

The Kiwis, who under the astute and inspiring 
leadership of Glenn Turner have done enough in 
recent rimes to warrant promotion from the cellar 
position in international cricket which they have 
long occupied, will have to stretch themselves fully 
if they hope to lun India close—on Indian wickets 
—as they did during their last tour of this country 
undei Graham Oowlmg 

Ttie preparation of Indian wickets is, lot 
bPORTSWEKK, a veved issue, one which merits a 
derailed analysis Space restiictions do not permit 
such an exposition h^re hut wc have been, and 
hope to continue, highlighting this issue which we 
considei vital to the good ‘health* at Indian cricket 
Sufiice to say tor the piesent, it's time we looked 
beyond our noses and pioduced fast wirkets, atleast 
tor the domestic tournuments and non Test fixtures 
against the visitors now 

Despite our heartening — bur often unfanly 
berated—showing on the iwin-tour of New Zealand 
eod the West Indies, many of our problems of 
finding the right players for the right positions 
persist The less said about out attempts at ‘produc¬ 
ing’ fast bowlcis, the better 

The makeshift arrangements experimented on 
those tours may have succeeded to some extent but 
whethei or not these measures l«ve meaningfully 
solved the problems remains to oc seen 

To that extent, a tremendous responsibility rests 
on the shouldeis of the selection committee which, 
as in the case of the Board president and secretary, 
has been wisely retained ()nly the jaundiced will 
dispute the fact that to-date the balance-sheet of 
their performances makes fairly satisfactory reading 

SPORTSWEEK hopes that they will discharge 
their responsibiliues in the season ahead with res¬ 
ponsibility and integrity and that personal, regional 
and noil cricketing considerations will find no place 
in their deliberations 

There’s a great deal to be said in favour of 
conunuity and fair trial in such matters, as in the 
case of selection of captain and ‘uncapped* players. 
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many of whom were tried cut in tins year’s Iiani 
Cup fixture 

The wisdom of including what are consideied 
totally ‘raw* playeis in the Rest of India XI. which 
should be rcprc&entatne oi ihc best available talent 
in tne counttv outside the Raiiii linphy winning 
team, is open to question But the pipeline of young 
talent has run so dry that the sclectois aie left 
with no chn'cc other than to lake hold risks 

The history of Indian ct ickct is replete with 
examples of how not lo adnunixici a game, ot 
(blissfuP) ignotanre of basjt s But, it must he 
conceded, in all fairness, that the Board has acted 
most sensibly and pragniaiic.illv m the mailer ot 
increasing the players’ allowance and ptovidtng 
security 

Knowledge, it is said, comes, but wisdom 
lingers ft would be foolhaidy even to suggest that 
the Age of Wisdom has, at long last, dawned in 
Indian cricket The Board is in robust financial 
health but the problems in the matter of providing 
the infrastructure, of broad basMig the game, ot 
talent-spotting, of coaching, of liiidinh worthy le 
placements for those of our cnckcicrs about to 
retire, etc. are indeed staggering It is to be hoped 
that with, formei distinguished cricketers now at 
the helm of aflairs, the piobJems will be faced with 
greater perspicacity and realism 

Meanwhile, Suawagatam, Khushamdeed, a tiadi- 
tionally warm — but not hot — welcome to our 
honoured guests We ate hopeful that, win or lose, 
our team, as those of our visitnis, will play the 

g ame that we all love in the light spirit and that 
oth series will be memorable ones

to the basic virtues of bowling a 
good line and length with minimal 
movement off the pitch, forcing 
the batsman into error 

Frankly, the New Zealanders did 
not bat well, failing to show the 
patience, application and concen¬ 
tration required to stay put on this 
slow wicket, as John Parker and 
Andrew Roberts later demonstrat¬ 
ed in the second innings when they 
followed on 254 behind on the 
stroke of tea on third day 

In fact, no wicket fell in the 
morning session on the fourth day, 
with Parker and Roberts easily 
able to survive against all the 
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«rUe» the bowlers, tly contrast, 
what happened in the afternoon 
session was a complete turnabout 
Tlie rot started with Mushtaq tak¬ 
ing a marvellous one handed catch 
at forward shorl-lcg off Miandad 
to dismiss Parker for a superbly 
controlled 82 •— the only Kiwi 
fifty of the match.

Living in cuckoo land 

OBODY has done more to ruin the image of 
Indian hockey than the national selectors. They 
continue to live in cuckoo land and seem to sulSer 
from the hallucination that players of international 
class can be spirited out of a conjuror's hat like 
so many rabbits A case in point is the team 
selected to represent the country in the festival 
competition in Pakistan to celebrate the birth cen- 
n nary rf Qaid-E-Azam Jinnah 

The selectors have so much interest in the 
game and such a high sense of responsibility that 
they cannot spare the time to attend important 
meetings Only three selectors were present at 
Cuttack to select the piobablcs for the pre Olympic 
training camp earlier in the year and only two of 
till in — Mai Gen Eustace D’Soii/a and Walter 
D Soura — wcic present at Madras to pick the team 
for Pakistan 

Indian hockey reeled under many grievous 
blows at Monti cal But ihis was iio reason for the 
sclectois to rush to panic stations India are still 
the champions of the world and a more seasoned 
combination should haie been chosen for ihc Pakis- 
tan competition The side has no 'tai value Only 
four players of the ill fated Montreal side have 
' been reta-ned The othcis have been dismissed as 
washed up relics And Aslam Sher Khan can hardly 
I be enthusiastic about the inespei icnccd experimen¬ 
tal side he has been nominated to lead in a country 
. in which the acciaci tan tin bo piofiy critical 

Theie was no immediate form to go on ‘The 
I selectors had to tciy on rliou ha y general in.~ 
piessions of players lo select the eighteen fhe 
jiair acted on its own in tiaticc in opting for a 
completely ncw-look team 'ihe •'electors did not 
receive any mandate Irom thr Indian Hockey Fede¬ 
ration to sack established uitoinasionals who still 
have a good few yeais ot tup class hockey ahead. 

How honest and scn'ib'e l.a«c the sclectois 
been in the choice of this see mil slung? There 
can be no quibble about tiie gcialkcrpcis Both 
Chettri and Olympic J-ernandts, who is definitely 
Olympic material, selected thfnisclsc> But Surjit 
Singh is still, in the opinion of many, a more 
dependable and trustworthy deep defender than 
either Aslam or Baldev Singh who have been re¬ 
tained Prakash Bhatla. slow and cumbersome, may 
never shape into an international 

Vincent Lakra, speedy, mcrcuiial, mobile, was 
the rage of inter club competitions last season But 
the selectors have had no time for him They 
have' preferred Chengappa and Gilbett Lobo at 
centi e forward Lobo is a hopelessly over-rated 
player He sustained an iniury during the Nehru 
Tournament last year and seldom played a full 
match for Tata On what form was he chosen? 

The prop and mainstay of any team ts the 
intermediate line Why were the selectors in such 
a hurry to discard both Vinnder Singh and Mobm- 
det? Young and inexperienced halfbacks can im¬ 
pose a terrible burden on any side and a more 
sensible approach should have been adopted to the 
problem of finding a suitable replacement for say 
Ajitpal Singh 

Panminder and Sukhinder are good inside for¬ 
wards They may not have the finesse of Govinda 
and Ashok Kumar. But they are lads with some 
potential. Both Kaushik and Charanjit Kumar — 
ihe son of the Punjab goalkeeper Raj Kumar — 
ate good lads At the moment, they lack the skill, 
nolisn and rraft of Phillips. Kau^ik has to be 
constantly brought into the game, otherwise, he is 
inclined to sulk and lose interest in the play.

Forward defence 

T HT$ iype of defensive stroke 
should be used when the bell 
t$ pitched farther up than a good 
length and is on, or very close to, 
a direct line between the two sets 
of stumps. Its purpose is to smoth¬ 
er any spin or swing which may 
be on the ball 

Supposing the hall was spinning 
so much ^at it changed course 
from leg to off five degrees on hit¬ 
ting the gioiind If allowed to 
travel a mere si\ inches after 
pitching before hitting the blade, 
this deviation would not matter 
But if allowed to travel a few feet. 
It might touch the edge of the bat 
for a catch in the slips Obviously, 
rherefure, to play forward to a 
short-pitched ball is bad theory 

It is desirable in forward pla\ 
t"' lei'P ihi» bat absolutely perpen¬ 
dicular throughout, therefore a rea¬ 
sonably straight back lift is re 
qiurcii loe handle of the bat 
should be kept forward ol the 
blade in order that the ball will 
be kept down Always play close 
lo iiie fn nt leg so that the ball 
cannot gcr between bat and pad 

' riie leit shoulder and elbow 
sh’iiild lean lorward towaids the 
pitib of the ball and really drag 
in< tiiuir toot and the body for 
ward Bend the left Ince slightly

If the ball IS pitched on the leg 
stump loi insunce, the lett toe 
will poll)) mnio towards the howler 
than It would be for a ball pitched, 
say, jii«l outside the off stump 
Keep the head well forward and 
down 

At the end of the stroke the 
right toe will be the balancing 
agent at the tear (right heel off 
the ground) and it must be kept 
firmly behind the batting crease 
This precaution is necessary in 
case the ball misses the bat and 
the question of a stumping arises 
One of cticket's simplest errors 
IS for a batsman to misjudge the 
length of a ball, play forward and 
be beaten by spin or swing The 
tendency then is to over-balance 
forward—hence the need for keep¬ 
ing that right toe firmly down. 

In forward defence the left hand 
IS in control 

Note how the right-hand grip 
has changed until it has become 
almost a thumb and first two fin¬ 
gers only, at the. bottom of the 
handle The right hand acts real¬ 
ly as a guide No power is re¬ 
quired. 


1 like the feel of the left hand 
at tbe back of the handle in this 
forward shot because it curbs any 
tendency to foilim through 

Modern playerk tend to eschew 
the late cut altogether and their 
expressed reason is “too danger¬ 
ous" Providing proper judgment 
is used the rewards to be gained 
from the shot ore well woridi tbe 
risk 

It should only be attempted 
when dir ball is reasonably short 
of a lengih and not bouncing very 
high but is pitched well outside 
the off stump — it is cur rather 
in the direction of third or even 
second slip — and instead cf hit¬ 
ting at right angles to the flight 
as with a square cut, the bat runs 
in an extreme case almost paiallel 
with the line of flight at contact 

The ball is actually hit down on 
to the ground It is normally on 
the rise when struck and there- 
fote d snick is almost ceruin to 
rei-ult in a catch to the wicket 
keeper That is why extreme care 
and precisicn are required 

It IS usually iinsafr to try the 
stroke against fast bowlers The 
safety margin is too strall and, 
anyway fast bowlers usually have 
slip fieldsmen who would be in 
the way 

Likewise It 18 verv dangerous 
against off-spinners. but against 
medium-pace Or leg break bowlers 
there is a good chance of reward

T he twlvQce of power in the 
South Zone Ranji Trophy 
iMg u« seems to be chanf^ng.

F 1 oin IRS'! to 1906 two Tiesidcncy iiirket 
matches were plaved eveiy ycai between the Euro 
peans and the I'aisfes one ir Bombay and the 
othei in I’oona Fioin 1907 to 19il the Triangular 
Tournament was held, the thud team being the 
Hindus 

The tourih team, Mohaniiuedans, toincd m 1912 
amt thr QuaJungulii Toinnament was held till 
19?K (b^ugn thcie wa. a gap for frui years between 
1910 and 1933 Tlieit'afier it became the Pentan¬ 
gular Tournament with thf addition of the Rest 
The venue dien shilr^d to the Brabourne Stadium 

I have happy memories of ci icKct on the Bom 
bay Gymlhana giotmd It was in 1921, as a school 
boy that I watfhed my lost match on this ground 
1 was on a holiday from Karach’ and grabbed the 
vliancc of watching 'uch great ciicketers as C B 
Fry, Wilfred Rhodes and George Hirst playing for 
the Europeans in the Quadrangulars 

That year they won the inuinament comfortably 
and I will never forget the tbnll of watching Fry 
hit tlic first ban he received strai^t ovet the 
bowler’s head into thu pavilion lot six Re went 
on to thrash the Parsec bowling to the tune of 44 
In only 10 minutes befu. c being stumped by Bahadur 
Kapadia off Orivet 

Fry’s innings set me thinking and I longed to 
bat like him how 1 wished that dream would 
come true And believe it or not it did ITiirteen 
years later I faced up :o Mohammed Nissar and 
Iihed the first ball he bowled to me veiy near 
the spot where I had sat and watched Fry 

Two innings that will always stay fresh in my 
memory ate tlie ones played 1^ F G Earle and 
C K Nayudu in the first match between tiie Hindus 
and the MCC tourists Earle scored 130 hitting 
nine 6s and thirteen 4$ Nayudu bettered him scot- 
ing 153 with eleven fis ana thirteen 4s. And 1 shall 
always remember Nayudu's words to me befoie he 
went out to bat He said “Ycungster, watch me bat¬ 
ting Never allow the bowler to dictate to you On 


the contrary, dictate to the bowler from the start, 
bearing in mind to treat ever, ball on mciits’* Hs 
proved his point in that innings, and changed my 
appionch to batting 

The curtain fell on representative cricket on 
this lovely ground when tit Hindus defeated the 
Europeans by 267 luiis in the four day final match 
or the Bombay Quadrangular Tournament played on 
December 26, 27, 28, 29, 1916 

On paper both sides were well matched It was 
consistent batting in both innings by the Hindus, 
especially Vijay Merchant 130, Amarnath 74, Ban- 
nerji 51 and M Bhngsvandas 76 and the match- 
winning bowling by Aniarsingh 8 tor 54 which 
enabled ttie Hindus to win by the comfortable 
margin of 257 runs 

Hindus won the toss and opened with Merchant 
(32) and Hindlekar (19) who got off to a steady 
start 

After them, Vinoo Mankad (41), Amarnath 
(74), Jai (22)* kept up the piogiess, losing Araar- 
singh’s (2) wicket quickly But Naoomal (26) and 
Banneiji (51) struck up a good partnership The 
tail dropped and the Hindus’ total was 292 runs 
The successful bowlers were Longfield 4 for 42 
and Tarrant 3 for 61 

The European batsmen did not rise to the 
occasion excepting Tarrant (78) batting at No. 8, 
and Hopkins (47), and they barely crossed the 
200 1 un mark Before them. Broml^ (56) and Greer 
(23) did their job well' Bannerji 4 for 74, Amar 
nath 3 for 39 and Godambe ? lot 18 got the wickets. 

In the second innings, the Hindus (376 for 7 
declared) piled up a match-winning score thanks 
to Vijay Mei chant (130), M Bhagwandas (76), 
Amarnath (43), Amarsin^i (36), J Naoomal (20 
not out), and Jai (20) The main wicket takers 
were Longfield 2 for 73 and Bromley 2 for 98 

The Europeans batted steadily in their second 
innings By the time the effect of the roller wore 
off the time grew short to get the Europeans out 
But the wicket crumbled and Amarsingh (S-54) ran 
through thcAi 1 had watched from close in and 
advised him to bowl front lound-the-wicket That 
was ffie tummsE point of the match The Europeans 
were all out for 163 runs.

N ow th»t real money and energy 
are poorini; into rhe problem 
of producing a world'beating Rn- 
riih tennis ployer> the temptation 
is to relax 

The Lawn Tennis Association 
heve assembled squads of intense 
Iv coached young hopefuls But, 

I gather from Mark Cox, that 
temptation should be resisted 

Cox’s homecoming really ouid>t 
to be something of a triumph 

Four years in North America, 
difficult but successful in the basic 
aim of getting hold of some hard 
currency (last year's haul dollar 
equivalent of £40,000), have not 
affected hit rating as B r 11 a i n's 
No. 1 player. 

Bur the open, very Fngh.sh face 
creases into a vague sort of regret 
when he telhs vou. “Let’s ftice it. 
I’m over the hill What odds would 
you get on my winning Wimble¬ 
don^ Perhaps a million to one 

“I suppose ivhen I finally come 
to assess my career I will have to 
say 1 suffeied the English com¬ 
plaint. I didn't take things seri¬ 
ously enough ” 

Cox is ciirrcrtly ]iui suing the 
financial mole-lulls of the Pei nod 
tournaments They havf ufteied, 
in exotic locations like Perth. 
Bournemouth, and this week Aber- 
avon, top prixe money of £7S 

The tournamentf are, in fact, 
about encouraging a competitive 
instinct among the squads assembl¬ 
ed by the Lawn Tennis Associa¬ 
tion. 

Cox, 33, says. “I’m very im¬ 
pressed by rhe effort which is 
going into these squads We are 
tcacnm|i young tennis playct s what 
is required to survive cn the pio- 
fessiQiutl circuit. For the first 
time-’’ 

Coxt svho got a deoee in econo¬ 
mics at Cambridge, has been tak* 
iug a more penetrating look. 

And his conclusion does not slip 
easily into the format of a publi¬ 
city'hand-out. He says- “1 haveiPt 
seen a B|orn Borg And I doubt 
that eur system is readily going 
te produce onei All of tennis is 
BOW concerned with producing 
percentage tennis 

■"The best natural player in the 
world is, arguably Ilie Nastase. 
And he plays percentage tennis 

“If 1 have any regrets it is that 
it took me to the age of 27 befo» 
reolisinf sshat it took to live with 
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die John Newconffies and the Tom 
Okkers, 

“So I got serious, too late The 
problem for tennis is that it bat 
fot loo professional The danger is 
that the whole business can blow 

up " 

It can blow up, argues Cox, ba- 
cause the whole ibrusi of coach¬ 
ing now IS to ptechidr the mistake 
It’s a serve* and volley business, 
good for the strong boy with the 
powerful serve, de«th for the 
subtle nuance of the Jaiuslav 
Drobny 

But Cox does have a lingering 
belief in rhe British 

He concludes "The squad sys¬ 
tem IS going to give the young 
British player more of a chance 
than before. There will be no 
illusions about whai is necessary 
A yo'ing player will not have to 
go through the practical lessons 
that affected Bobby Wilson and 
myself 

“Hopefully, too, there will be a 
young player who can benefit fiom 
the strict coaching And who also 
has something more to give than 
meie nrofessionalism That must 
be the hope ’’ 

No black champs 

I ? IGHl years after he burst into 
^ the limelight by winning the 
first US Open Championsmp at 
Forest Hills Arthur Ashe remains 
the only black player in big time 
tennis 

And Ashe, now 33, believes that 
because of etonomic reasons, lack 
cf early tr lining and a preoccu¬ 
pation with other spoils like bas¬ 
ketball and football, it may be 10 
years before another player of in¬ 
ternational stature emerges from 


the growing ranks of young Mack 
enthusiasts. 

“We have a huge future In the 
game,” he says. “But die kw to 
black p I 0 B r • s R in tennis lies In 
the public schools If we den’t 
beef up the tennis progranmies 
there, only the parents of the mid¬ 
dle class olsck child will be able 
to afford to kick out the extra 
dough needed for him or her ta 
compete.” 

The money goes for equipment 
and fur access to good instructors 
and facilities 

Allbough Ashe says he doesn’t 
feel there are racial barriers to 
prevent young blacks from taking 
up tennis, he believes limited ac- 
ceM to good private clubs damages 
their chances of success. 

“Tbeic IS definitely some amouM 
of preiudice when it comes to fol¬ 
low mg threugh with intermediate 
and advanci d training because the 
bc't toativL-s, the best facilities and 
the Lest competition is still found 
in put ale clubs — and these clubs 
don't u-ually have blacks as meno 
berv, ’ he says. 

‘‘Tennis is no*- part of the cul¬ 
tural mainstream cf the black com- 
mun tv It you are black and want 
to make your mark in tennis you 
litcially now have to leave the 
black community because it’s not 
a part of us yet.” 

Ashe and AIrhea Gibson, an¬ 
other black who rose from the 
paddle ball courts in Hariesit to 
wm at Wimbledon and Forest Hflls 
during her career in the 'SOt, wmre 
in New York participating i« a 
tournament sponsored by dia 
United Negro College Fund. Pro¬ 
ceeds from the touinamant will be 
used tor tennis scholarships at 
black colleges.

Again he attacked, and by the 
16th lap he was once again on 
Hunt’s tail But James was already 
diiving like the rhampion he was 
about tc become Halfway through 
the 21st lap, Brambilla drew along 
side 

Hunt seemed to allow him the 
line, but quickly chopped back on 
to the inside, leaving Brambilla 
sttanded The Italian spun and 
Hunt hurtled away 

But the track was drying rapid 
ly and Hunt wa' trying to pre 
serve his wci-weather tyres which, 
like everyone else’s, were csei 
heating 

On lap 2, Patrick Depailler of 
France, in the six wheeled Elf Tyr 
rell, swept into the lead Then 
Andretti passed Hunt 

Depailler pulled in to change a 
fiat rear tyre and Hunt was back 
to second 

But on lap 68, he sped down 
the pit lane, skidding to a stop, 
his tyres in shreds The McLaren 
pit took 27 seconds to change all 
four wheels and Hunt roared back 
in fifth place 

With two laps to go he managed

singles down the gully to third-

When a fast o* medium pace 
bowler drops ihe ball a little short 
outside the cif stump, it is quite 
simple i’> mai'e a position similar 
to that for the square cut off the 
right fool,* only this lime, instead 
of cutting wi'h powei, get more 
on top of and closer to the oatl, 
hit slightly later, and glide it wide 
of third slip Ihe pace cf the ball 
itself will proJuce ihe desired re¬ 
sult without any real assistance 
from the batsnan 

It is nor danperous providing 
rtie striker is well over liie ball 
and makes st re of hitting it down 
on to the ground This is pai’ticu- 
larlv netessar-' jl a fieldsman is 
stationed at third slip or at back¬ 
ward point

There are two square cuts —

With the modem emphasis on 
back play sc inaiiy batsmen ate 
always retreating They aic iiot 
thinking of, noi arc they ready 
to make, the torwai d rut even 
though the bell may wairant it 
Also It requires a very bad length 
ball fot one to have the time to 
judge the shot and leallv go nto 
It with full powei 

However, assuming the ball is 
sulhc lently si ot t in length, and 
wide of the off stump, this is one 
of the most thrilling shots to play. 

Obviously it must he made with 
a mote ot less horuontal blade 
and therefore the margin of error 
is small 

Before the ball lands, no striker 
can be sure how high it will 
bounce, but his aim should be t-i 
hit the bal* near the apex of its 
fUght after bouncing, and that will 
(to the right ball) be just in front 
of the batting creale. 

The left leg should be advanced 
forward and across the wicket so 
that It finishes with the toe diiect- 
ed between point and cover end 
the left leg cariying the .'uil 
weight.

England’s decline 


OT to go back to the glorious 
pre-War days, ip the post-War 
period, after an understandably 
shaky start, what with the Hut¬ 
tons, the Comptons, the Wash- 
brooks, the Evanses, rhe Cowdrevs, 
the Mays, the Stathams. the True¬ 
mans, the Tysons, the Lakers, the 
Locks (to mention but a few), 
since then rhe Fnalish decline has 
been pathetic, to say the lea^t 

Many theories have been trottad 
out for this alarming fall in ihe 
standards-^mo&t of them' sensible 
But if I may be permitted to 'jy 
a word, edgewise, 1 would like to 
point out that the ominous signs 
were visible long ago

souirrs, in England’s case ir was 
—and still IS-the county thin* 
pionship Who does not know that 
at the best of tunes, many counties' 
debciis were partially met out ol 
Test march profits* Some popular 
counties also had their “suppoi t 
eis' clubs” v> h 11 h laised funds 
That IS ho'v many counties kept 
their head above water 

But times have changed, it was 
apparent in the early 19^s that 
speefators du' not threng county 
matches as of yore, they would 
not just respond to the legendary 
coll “W»i*'ilrto was won on the 
playing fields of CtonI” Further, 
the advent of the TV, various 
other interest*' in snoits weie foi 
them at the turn cf a knob 

Besides, people, in the changed 
and changing ‘welfare state,” did 
nor have that much time to attend 
the long-drawn-out county games 
which generally ended in draws 
In addition, the youth of England 
had not that fanatical zeal for 
watching cricket at any cost They 
had other diverse attractions 

Result? Empty stands, with the 
turnstiles moving once in a while 
Incidentally, there is an amusing 
incident that comes to my mind 
In 1967, then MCC Assistant Sec 
fetary, Donald Carr, gave me a 
‘‘medallion,”' entitling me access to 
any Press Box in England I turn 
ed up at the Kennington Oval 
where Kent were playing Surrey 
The press Box was nearly full At 
the sight of me, nty good friend. 
Crawford White, accosted me 
“Why have you come here--iusi 
to watte your time?" 

‘‘For the ‘Mild and Bitter,’ Craw 


ford,” I replied The reason tor 
his embarrassment, I had eyed, as 
I entered Hie Oval In the Club 
Stands, 1 saw only lO or 25 ladies 
and gentlen'en, W or over, sun 
ning themselves with newspapers 
in hand The stadium was ‘practi¬ 
cally barren In the next day's 
morning papers, however, column 
size reports appealed that gave 
ont the inipresMop that these were 
d(counts of a Test match* 

Indeed, populai support Wi<e, 
English county cricket was at an 
all tune low The Indian school- 
hovs were on a cricket tour at the 
time, and were given a reception 
at the famous “Long Room' at 
Lord’s 1 chanced to meet Sir 41ec 
Douglas Home then MCC Presi 
dent, and aski d him if I could 
have a “chat ’ with him Sir \lec 
piomptly pulled out a tiny note 
book and said “Why not — would 
It suit you to have breakfast with 
me on Monday morning at the 
Knebiick House, you know where 
It IS, on the Palace (Buckingham) 
Road about nine?" I readily ac¬ 
cepted 

We coveted a lot of ground on 
cricket, including the foreign ex¬ 
change problem of international 
tout $ Then suddenly Sir Mec 
moaned “Our county cricket is in 
a had shape If only a fraction of 
the huge crowd that laze at the 
Hyde Park on Sundays had only 
come to Lord’s ” He added. “Per 
haps we have too much cricket” 

The English — and die MCC — 
have been nroverbially conserva¬ 
tive Over a decade ago, among 
others, Colin Cowdrey had sugges¬ 
ted cricket on Sundays, and two- 
day county games, with cricketers’ 
remuneration the same, if t’ot 
more These were, of course, turn 
ed down Followed the county 


games as usual but hardly with 
any spectators. For the latter, 
“action” w«s just not there To the 
MCC’s credit, they made new laws, 
and so on But they woke up too 
late. 

Threatened with dire comity 
cricket financial crisis, rhe limited 
overs rnedav ciicket emerged, 
largely on Siind^s, and heavily 
sponsored. In 1967 again after lay 
experience at Ihe Oval, Sir Leaiie 
Constantine and 1 travelled toi^ 
ther on a Surday to Worcester for 
a Rothman sponsored one-day 
game between the home county 
and “The Ca«alierv ” Sir Learie 
told me* “It won’t be anything but 
a burlesque " 

How like Bishen Bedi's “tama 
sha”' But the ground was lam- 
packed Money lust roiled in. 'fn 
almost a man, the English critics 
hailed these matches as the 
“saviour" of English ciicket It was 
their biead and butter — bur for¬ 
getful of the longterm barm that 
It would do to Fnglisfa cricket, 
which we see today Now perhaps 
ihev arc legrctting it, wiser after 
their initial unwisdom Once in a 
while such Hatches have their 
value — but not when these he 
come a “hab t ” 

Two other main points have 
been made Ihe influx of overseas 
cricketers in county teams How 
many to a county — two or three, 
and how nianv counties are there 
in England? ff anything, most of 
these star playets from abroad 
should be good “models” to the 
English youngsters, thereby bene¬ 
fiting English crit ket. Slow pitches, 
yes, are detrimental, but how did 
these come about, tc take the steam 
out of opposing last battery of 
bowlers? 

With fastei wickets, and lesser 
cricket, both county and Test -se¬ 
lectors* greater faith and reliance 
on youthful talent in Engltnid — 
much fewer limited overs games— 
English cricket’s decline will not 
only be arrested, but it will, be¬ 
fore very long, be at the near-top 
again Finally, with due deference 
to the late R C. Robertson-Clas- 
gow, his “philosophy” of England 
cricketers maturing only after the 
age of 10 must be totally scrap¬ 
ped

That the one-day match went 
into a tecond day with 26 over* 
remaining and West won with only 
2.5 overs to s p «i e is evidence 
enough of the heavy weather ihev 
made of dieir taiget of 201 luns 

No matter that West won by 
eight wickers And one-day crickei 
need'^ot always he carnival stuff 
But 1 wonder whether there was 
a valid argument for their ultra 
cautious battiiiK 

The wicket was unusually slow 
and lacking in bounce It made 
strolceplay not the easiest of jobs 
with the East Zone attack keeping 
the ball on die stumps most of 
the ^me 

Yet West had die batting wealth 
to chance their arm, if not to take 
the bowling by its scruff, to at 
least get home with a little more 
CO spare than they did You would 
have thought that both DiJip Veng 
tarkar and Ashok Mankad were 
playing to save a live day Test 


Both the batsmen had been in 
form, Mankad with two Ranji Tro¬ 
phy centuries and a 94 and Veng- 
sarkar with 90 {ust behind. Yet 
when they had steered West to 
victory It was with some surprise 
that you tealised that Vengsarkar 
had made 85 and Mankad only 
five less 

There was some fluent driving 
by Vengsarkar and moments of 
aggression by Mankad but there 
weie many more spells of Inacti¬ 
vity which raised doubts wbether 
West would get there at all. 

West 2U>ne’8 choice of Narayan 
Sdtham for Padmakar Shivalkar 
was some surprise If restricting 
runs is the aim of the bowling 
side in one-day cricket, you will 
find that rarely has Shivalkar hem 
expensive If it is penetration that 
matters, the rich haul of wickets 
and consistency of Shivalkar should 
have won him a place 

Wa.sn’t Dilip Doshi, East Zone’s 
left-arm spinner, effective^ In Ills 
12 overs he gave away only J6 


runs for his one wicket. And 
hadn't Wdtt enough of seamers in 
Abdul Ismail, Karsan Ghavri and 
Dhiraj Parsana^ 

Between die four of them, the 
West Zone pacemen took only one 
wicket — that of Ramesh Saxena, 
by Ismail Paisana got his one 
when he turned to spin. 

I suppose the slowness of the 
pitch at the Sardar Patel Stadium 
set the dragging tempo of the 
match Not even Ghavri despite 
his whippy action could get rea¬ 
sonable bounce off it 

And clearly Palas Nandy <>nd 
Sambaran Banerjee weie more in

M ajid khan, Pakistan’s open¬ 
ing batsman, created cricket 
history when he hit a renturv be¬ 
fore lunch on the opening day of 
the third and final Test at Karachi 
on October 30, 1976. 

So many great ones have tried 
and failed to achieve this rarest 
of rare records in Test cricket, in¬ 
cluding India’s Farokb Engineer 
who reached 94 not out in the 
1967 Madras Test against West 
Indies Only three — all Austra¬ 
lians and all ngainst England — 
have done it. Victor Tnimpm' at 
Manchester 1902, Charlie Macart¬ 
ney at Leeds in 1926. and Don 
Bradman also at Leeds in 1930, 

Of course, seven others have 
also scored a centiirv before lunch 
in a Test, but on subsequent days, 
not on the opening day. which has 
a special atmosphere and tension 
all Its own. Ranii, Clem Hill, Phil 
Mead, Jack Hobbs, H G Owen- 
Smifh of South Africa, Walter 
Maminond, and Stan McCabe 

It was when Majid Khan hit a 
tremendous six off Lance Cairns 
to take him frem 63 to 69 that it 
was suddenly realised the coveted

record could be achieved- Majid 
needed dien Just 3l in the remaia- 
ing 34 minutes to lunch, and eg- 
citement mounted to fever-pitch. 

At 114 for no loss, Majid bi, 
Sadiq 27, three extras, Majid auin 
lifted Cairns to the mid’Wlcket 
fence with effortless, almost lagy, 
nonchalance for his second sixer 
to add to bis 14 fours at that 
stage The crowd went wild. Ten 
runs to get in a possible two overs, 
the time left 9 minutes. 


In the last over before lunch, 
Majid (98 not out in a total of 
131), smashed Collinge to the 
ropes to bring up his hundred in 
116 minutes and thus become the 
first batsman for 46 years to break 
the hoodoo of a century before 
lunch on the opening day of a 
Test 


He was cau^t at covar soon 
after lunch by Mark Burgess who, 
ironically enough, had dropped 
Majid at second slip off Richard 
Hadlee in the second over of the 
match when he was on 51 Majid 
scored his 112 in 130 minutes with 
IS tours and 2 sixes — the fastest 
hundred by a Pakistani in any Test 
match

4,000. Stupendous for this town! 

'Hiere was one walkout and two 
incidents in which the supporters 
of teams threatened players. But 
all this IS past, although one re¬ 
fereeing incident will undoubtedly 
leave a scar. 

That was when the Youngmen- 
Kerala Sports match ended in a 
draw Youngmen protested that re¬ 
feree Babaii had played the game 
short but the referee himself 
denied that charge on the spot. 
The next day, however, when he 
submitted his report, the referee 
admitted that he had indeed play* 
ed the game six minutes short. 

That was a jolt foi everyone 
But luckily those involved took it 
in easv strides and there is yet 
hope that football may after all 
become the No 1 sport of the 
town alter being neglected for 
over a decade

ITH the winter meetinK!> at 
the four principal racing 
centres in the country getting into 
fuU stride now is the time to take 
<-tock of what the sport means to 
the Country and the individual and 
wbai impact it has on the com 
munity. 

Racing IS a muiu-crcre industry 
and just as it cannot flourish with 
out the horse, around whom it is 
built, it cannot he viable without 
betting The two are inter-i elated, 
'for even tf there is ghost racing 
at every centte there must be at 
least one centre where horses race 
so that betting ic possible 

Thousands of people are gam 
fully employed in racing, and 
ctcics of rupees flow into govern¬ 
ment anil CIVIC exche<«ueis as a 
lesiilt of it In addition, deserving 
chanties are enru-hed bv sueable 
amounts of money which comes 
tro n chantv lace days whicii .re 
held from time to lime at everv 
centre 

These aie all public funds in 
the sense that ii is a direct con 
tributinn by the heitine public 
which is channelised through ilie 
Tote and the hookmakcis ring 
Thus, although the greybeards, in 
their wisdom, maintain that ihe 
horse is the most impoiiant of 
what gies to make rating possible 
It lu indisputable that it is the 
punter who keeps it alive and 
kicking 

It follows as night follows day 
that everything possible must be 
done to ensure that the punter, 
by and large, has every amenity 
made possible to him and that he 
IS satisfied m his own mind 'hat 
he is getting a run foi liis money 
In simple terms this means that 
the supm'vision must be such as 
to impress on the mind of even 
the most susoicious raccgier that 
all is above board and is fair 

Generally speaking it is .so al¬ 
though it must be conceded that 
there is a small percentage of 
manipulation This must be so, for 
wherever there is money to he 
made there will he unscrupulous 
people ready, willing and able to 
make it by underhand means As 
there is no mechanical way, and 
there never will be one, of asses¬ 
sing a performance all conclusions 
which are arrived at are based on 
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personal opittions, which, if course, 
are backed up by the video tape 
of eacdt race which is available tc 
the authorities. 

It is id this sphere of codtrol 
that there is some doubt Utat cli 
is not fair and that personal loyal¬ 
ties and/or prejudices influence 
Stewards, who are the final arbi¬ 
ters of what is acceptable and what 
is nor on a racecourse, in their 
findings 

Given the will and tbe common 
sense the basis for these doubts 
can be eliminated. It is accepted 
piactice that a Steward does not 
sit in on an enquiry concerning 
d horse in which be has an inter¬ 
est However, Stewards do sit in on 
enquiries concerning those ptofes 
sjonals who either train or ride toi 
them and when, however dispsv 
iionate they may be, they rule in 
favour of the said professionals 
there is room for the general pub¬ 


lic to feel that they have been in¬ 
fluenced by dssociation This must 
not be so 

Bangalore has a convention 
which results in a S.eward i.oi 
acting on the race day, jn which 
he has a runnei This is praenr- 
dble at that centre because <ne 
Bangalore Stewards are small own¬ 
ers It 18 not possible to obsetve 
a similar convention at the three 
other premier centres as some of 
the elected Stewards there are big 
ownii* and, s arh v ■!! seldom 
be able to di- 

for which they nave been chosen 
But what prevents a Steward 
standing down when the actnns 
of his trainer and or jockey aie 
being enquired into One cannot 
advance a single reasonable argu¬ 
ment why be should not stand 
down and the time has come tor 
this convention to be observed 

It IS not enough that justice is 
done. It must seem ii be done, 
and as this is a untvei sally accept¬ 
ed edict race officials should fall 
tn line With the elections to some 
of the clubs coming up in the near 
future, now is the time for cli 
tho>e who are m a pcsition to in¬ 
fluence the decisions of race clubs 
to support and have implemented 
this eminently sensible and totally 
just idea There is no time for 
prevarication. 

Madras has arranged a bumper 
43-day winter meeting which will 
be the biggest of the four and vrill 
also provide the most stake money 
as die stakes have been raised bv 
about 10 per cent on what was 


offered last year. One piesuiuos

The developtnent of physical 
education and sport must be placed 
under two categories — school sod 
college In these levels there must 
be scientifically trained leaders ap¬ 
pointed Tn the field of physical 
education in the ratio of 1:100 

The successful execution of the 
schemes, will also depend on the 
fsc'lities available. “Physical edu¬ 
cation” should also be made an 
examination subiert 

As the aim of physical educa¬ 
tion IS the allround development 
of the personality, it should start 
from the Kindergaiten level 

In the secondary school level, 
there should be a vigilant watch 
on the proper development of 
‘physical fitness* with special em¬ 
phasis on strength, stamina and

Six new marks • in 12 days 


'T'KK year^ immedtiiiely precMt- 
ing (he 01>inpiC Garnet ubual- 
ly project at least one ‘‘unknown” 
athiete into tiie spotlight of fame 
It wat so ui 1930 when a gir^ swim 
iner flashed into the world head 
lines — and into the record books 

She was Helene Madison, of 
Seattle, Washington In one year 
she became the “female Johnny 
Weissmuilei” of American swim¬ 
ming 

’’A 

ft began oit M||rch fi, 1930. when 
she set up new world records for 
ITtO yards and 200 metres — 1 
minute 40 4 seconds for 150 yards 
and 2 minutes 34 5 seconds fnr 
200 metres. 

A week iatei the new freestyle 
star collected more records in rne 
sunihme of Miami. On March 13 
she bettered the world time for 
too yards with a new record of I 
minute 08 seconds. Next day she 


■warn 100 menres in 1 minute 8 
seconds -> another world best. 

On March 16 the smashed the for¬ 
mer record for 500 yards (6 mins 
16.4 secs) and two days later 
added yet another freestyle world 
record by swunming 220 yards in 
2 minutes 35 seconds Six world 
records in 12 days 

Helene Madison must have been 
a fantastic swimmer for latei ihat 
year — in June and July 1930 — 
swimming in her home town of 
Seattle, she achieved new world 
records for 300 yards, 300 metres, 
400 yaids, 400 metres, 880 yards 
and 1 mile. By that time she held 
12 world freestyle records, an in 
credible performance In the same 
yeai she gained every US women’s 
freestyle championship from 100 


yards to 1 mile, all in new Ame¬ 
rican record times. 

Helene Madison’s name appears 
on the Olympic honours list, too 
In 1932, at Los Angeles,, she took 
the gold medals in the wamen’ii 
100 and 400 metres freestyle 
events, and helped three of her 
American colleagues to win the 
400 metres relay gold medals 

Little more was heard of Helene 
Madison following those Otjpnpic 
Games, and all her records were 
later smashed, but her name will 
never be forgotten in American 
swimming circles—particularly for 
that amazing feat of capturing six 
world recoids in 12 days in March 
1930.

batsman on the last day — that

After losing players like 
Bevan Congdon, Healey Howaith. 

Brian Hastings 
and Dayle Hadlee, New Zealand

Sunil Gavaskar was a class bats¬

from the Tata end, got past Gavav 
kar, after that it is hard to remem 
ber him being in any real trouble 
Tho Kiwis were surprised to learn 
that he had never previously made 
a Test century in India and that 
his eight Test hundred.s had all 
been scored abioad Gavaskai 
quickly corrected that anomaly 

Anshuman Gackwad was steadv 
if slow — he bars awkWardlv at 
times but scores runs^ and that is 
whai counts Mohindcr scored 4'> 


New Zealand gained a quick 
breakthrough on the second day 
and one was left to wonder what 
would have happened if the inn 
mgs hud lolded from 252'8 to 26(1 
all out Instcod Syed Kirmani, 
playing Hadlee sensibly, earned on 
with support from Bedi end Chen 
dra while 147 runs were added for 
the last two wickets If India had 
been all out for 260, New Zealand 
may have won, alternatively New

No leference to forward driving

From history one may deduit 
mat tins stroke was far more pre¬ 
valent 50 years ago than it is now 
There is always some element of 
risk when loftmg the hall One has 
not the margin ot saletv tor a miv 
htt in the air that one has for a 
shot along the ground

golden opimrtuniiies of driv ing go

Some batsmen are so inteni on 
hack defence that they are never

May 1 issue a warning not to 
drive against the swing An out- 
swinger should only be driven to 
the off — an in-swinger to the on 
And make sure Ihe blade of the

West had the worst of the undci 
ptepared wicket On the morning 
of the second day diid a good part 
of the afternoon the ball jumped 
and turned viciously, probably 
from some patches, while West 
weie in for then first inn.iigs alter 
dismissing North foi 17S Rot the 
foursome, batting with assuiancc, 
wrested the match ftom out of 
North’s reach Then tiist innings 
lead of 15 j w'ts of match-wininng 
proportions on that wicket and ii

MAM answers the critics 


'THE IndiSA Hockey Federation 
*• selected a young contingent 
for the international hockey tour¬ 
nament in Pakistan keeping in 
view the need to build the future 
national team This is by way of 
explanation from IHF president 
M. A M Ramaswaniv, who has in 
a statement expressed die need 
to clarify certain points made by 
critics of the selection 

Ramaswamv was leplying in 
particular to a statement issued to 
the press by R L Anand, director 
of the National Institute of Spurts, 
Patiala, in which Anand made cei- 
tain ohscivations regarding the 
compjj^sition of the team and the 
delay in announcing it 

Rather than vindicating the de 
cisions of the national fcdeiation 
which were taken atter due tonsi 
delation of the circuni'.(.iiii<>s 
Ramaswamy said, he wanted tj 
“catcgorirallv record” the facts 
connected with the decisions 

Ramasvsamv said that a letter 
dated March JO. 1976, from tlie se- 
irctary of the Pakistan Hockey f e- 
deiaiion, Asif llyat, addicsscd to 
the IIIF president was receised in 
April this year 7he letter an inii 
tation to partinpdte in the linnah 
Centenaiy Toutnanient to he held 
at lahore in November 1976. was 
sent to the Lducaiion Ministrv foi 
clearance 

The IHP piesidcnt said that acs 
pite pcisonal meetings ot IHF nfli 
cials with hducation Ministry otli- 
cials, no clearance was c btaincd 
and the IHF sought the Indian 
Olympic Association's help On 
October 5, the lOA wrote to the 
Education M i n i s 1 1 y roquesung 
grant of permission to the IHF lo 
send the team to Pakistan 

According to the IHF picsideiit, 
a telegram was received on Octu 
ber 8 from the Education Ministry 
stating tliat the Govcinmrm had 
no objection to the IHF accepting 
the invitation from Pakistan 

As the exact date and venue nl 
the tournament weie not available, 
letters were sent to the PHF and 
trunk calls booked seeking the re 
levant information “No c'>iifirnia 
Don to any of our conimamcations 
has been received so ^ai, exccpi a 
telephonic communication from 
Amin of the Pakistan embassy in 
Delhi to say that the Indian team 
should reach Lahore by November 
11 or 12, Ramaswamy said 

On November 4, the IHF presi

“In our opinion difficult to form 
good national team lo icpresent 
India m such short time Suggest 
we either call the team IHF Presi¬ 
dent’s XI or include five senior ex¬ 
perienced players like Ashok, Go- 
vinda and Surjeet 

According to Ramaswamy. t h e 
reply he sent was ■ “Three lAC 
players will leach Patiala tomoi- 
row Requesting SSCB to release 
Maj Haripal Kaushik to accom¬ 
pany team as coach cum-manager 
Team will go as Indian XI and no 
other name 

As the oiiginal invitation asked 
the IHF lo seed a team to reprt

Major HOD Segrave, pilot in 
the Royal Plying Corps during the 
First World War, joined the .Sun¬ 
beam Car Coippany hoping to ap- 
ease his appetite for speed Ills 
opes were realised In 1925 he 
made his first attempt to achieve 
a new land speed record, in com¬ 
petition with Malcolm Campbell 
and Perry Thomas 

Southport Sands, in Lancashire, 
was then the most favoured "track” 
for speed attempts and it was here 
that Segrave first put his name on 
the list of world’s land speed re¬ 
cord breakers In 1926 he pushed 
the recoi d up to 152 33 miles an 


hour. HU record tasted only a flaw 
weeks, however, and he had M 
start all over again. 


Segrave realised, hasrever, ,that 
no real prf»ress could be made on 
the tidoafiMted sands at Sgudl* 
port He decided to make furAar 
attempts on Daytona Beach, 
Florida, 11 S.A. Meanwhile, he had 
helped to design, build and toft a 
powerful new car. 


It was a revelation Powered by 
twin engines generating i.OOp horse 
power. It resembled a huge, bulk 
nosed red beetle, for it had little 
of the modern streamlining technh 
ques in its construction But it 
proved successful and Henry 
grave became the first man in the 
world to travel on land, at more 
than 20Q miles an hour. ’

If the senseless selection, and immediate drop¬ 
ping, of Chetan Chauhan was laughable in the ex¬ 
treme — he was not even called upon to field as a 
substitute when Raniiiath Parkar who was not in 
the selected 14 was required to do so — the scurvy 
treatment meted out to the young, deserving, 
talented Dilip Vcng&arkar after the Kanpur Test is 
asinine nnd v>riares -t! esn^ns cf lusuce But 
Nemesis, in our affairs t’ickef iig ai.v tatc, has 
see-through blindfolds and faKe scales It’s time 
the charming ladies of the Consumer’s Guidance 
Society did something about thisi 

SPORTSWEPK makes bold to charge the selec¬ 
tors of being in the process of ruining the promis¬ 
ing career of Vengsatkar as they did that of Ram- 
nath Parkar In tact, the number of careers ruined 
by the thoughtless, unsympathetic, politically mori 
vated decisions of selectors, past and present, is 
legion. For this, the finger of suspicion points 
unhesitatingly m the direction ot our venerable 
"inquisitors ’* 

Karsan Ghavri, too, would have gone the way 
of "all crickering flesh" but for his gritty, out¬ 
standing performances with bat and ball this season 
which has virtually compelled the selectors to recall 
the aJlrounder after he had been cruelly sidelined 
in the series against Sn Lanka last year when total 
non entities, some of them with their best years 
far, far behind them, were tried out supposedly 
with an eye to the future All this, as is known, 
after Ghavri had been hailed as the ’find' of the 
season the previbus year in the series against the 
West Indies 

But of one thing the selectors cannot be 
accused’ of making available to the maximum num¬ 
ber ot players the enhanced match allowance of 
Rs 3,000 to the piayera and Rs. 2,000 to the reserves. 
A laudable objective, indeed, in our socialistic 
pattern of societyl 

O NLY die brazenly partisan will grudge the 
plucky, though depleted. New Zealanders full 
marks for the glorious manner in which they fought 
back CO save the Kanpur Test, thereby keeping 
interest in the series alive. To that extent, SPORTS- 
WEEK'a prediction last week that the Kiwis, 
although a mediocre team, will be no push-overs 
has been proved cwrect, for the time being at any 
rate. We had commisserated with the visitors in 
the Bombay Test in diat some of the umpiring 
decisions, me enervating heat and the unsporting 
behaviour of the spectators had contributed, in 
some measure, to their defeat. 

But, sad to say, our assessment of the visitors 
IS b^ng a ‘sporting’ side, has been proved incorrect. 
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Following protests and displays of anger m Bombay, 
the tantrums of the visitors in Kanpur ovei at least 
two umpiring decisions and their unprecedented 
and unsporting action in refusing to join the Indian 
team at lunch sets this team light years apart Irom 
Graham Dowling’s 1969 team i r ’gentlemen’ which 
Kiwi cricketers have traditionally been It appears 
to this wtilet that the luncheon episode was an 
exercise in gamesmanship which succeeded in it, 
obiectivc it one is to accept the version of the 
Indian players who themselves had cause to cum 
plain against rhe umpiring after lunch on that last 
aay 

Controversial d<M:ision.s, more often the result 
of human erroi lathci than partiality, arc an in 
evitable part of the game and will continue to be 
so even if the proposal to appoint neutral umpires 
IS implemented 

There are ways and means of expressing pro¬ 
test, of ensuring redress of grievances in a gentle¬ 
men’s game called cricket. But then, many of the 
members of Glenn Turner's pariy are professionals, 
schooled to play the game the hard wav Signs of 
the times, really, those ravages caused by the god 
Mammon 

The Board of Control for Cricket in India, 
however, would do well to review the panel of Test 
umpires some of who, although among the world's 
best at one time, are now past then prime And 
at least one umpire is well over tne retirement age 
but IS said to be retained on the panel at the 
insistence of his State association. 

*Tt HE developments in Pakistan vis-a-vis the Cri- 

Control Board and the six cricketers said to 
be accused of 'trade unionism’ are rather akin to 
the situation that obtains here We learn from 
reliable sources that similar circumstances govern 
the Board’s seeminglv grudging appointment of Bed! 
as skipper which is hardly conducive to confidence, 
morale and team-spirit Now appointed captain only 
for the third Test against New Zealand. Bedi has 
done enough with bat and ball — he now heads 
both averages — and as captain, as he had done

W ATCHING a cricket match is 
so much like reading a goad 
book — the plot and ending are 
subservient to good prose As such 
a cricket match without an cxhi~ 
bition of skilful batting is unsatis¬ 
fying Regardless of all else, I 
snail emplane for Madras well 
sattsfiMK^ for in the drawn second 
Test 1 have savoured one of the 
finest performances of a great con 
temporary batsman — Gundappa 
Viawanath 

His fifth Test century did not 
matter to India’s, cause because 
India were seeking time and not 
run; tn win the second Test against 
New Zealand But a declaration 
would have served no purpose 
such was the gloom cast by an 
amalgam of low cloud and smoke 
from the chimneys of the adiacent 
mills that a declaration would have 
led only to an early closure of 
the day's play with New Zealand 
justifiably appealing against the 
light. 

Truly Green Park on Sunday 
evening was more a bleak setting 
for a spine-chilling horror movie 
than a great Test innings which 
is what Viswanath play^ The 
sheer brilliance of 'he little man's 
batting was a challenge for Richard 
Hadlee to bowl as he had not done 
before in the series but Viswanath 
rose to counter him and Anshuman 
Gaekwad, who had given two early 


chances, played a supporting role 
that also merited an Oscar 

But now that we have spoken 
of the pleasures provided by ihis 
match let us seek an explanation 
wh}’ India did not clinch the issue 
against a side vdiich by self ad¬ 
mission is not great and which 
blatantly exhibiti^ its limitations 

New Zealand's batting did not let 
them down after India made 524 
in the first innings —the feat of 
scoring more than 500 having been 
accomplished by India no mote 
than four times in 44 years of Test 
cricket 

After all the Kiwis do possess 
two world class batsmen wii'ch is 
not a luxury enjoyed by all the 
countries that play at international 
level But New Zealand live in fear 
that one or both will not come off 
and the attitude of India’s batsmen 
IS based on this fear too 

New Zealand’s seam attack is 
picked on the merits of the bowl¬ 
ers being able to make runs at 
number six and seven and any side 
that relies on the bits-and-pieces 
cricketers Is not a good side. 

Within their limitations India’s 
batsmen did enough to win this 
Test match and India svould most 
likely have won had bad light not 
cut short Saturday’s play by 48 
minutes and compelled India to 


bar longer than they needed to on 
Sunday. 

But a good side, a winning side, 
rises above handicaps Wl^ did 
India not push home their advan¬ 
tage'* In retrospect it seems that 
India should not have allowed New 
Zeeland to pro'long their first inn¬ 
ings resistance as long as tfato' did. 

At the first signs of O’SvUivan. 
the number nine, digging himself 
111 , the second new ball should have 
been taken if only to allow the 
tireo spinners to bowl with a more 
resilient ball The delay in taking 
It allowed New Zealand to bat un¬ 
til after lunch on the fourth day. 
No sooner was it taken than the 
stubbrtn last man Peier Petherick 
was out — caught behind off a 
ball that bounced more than he 
expected 

The tough lesson went unheeded 
in the second innings when War¬ 
ren Lees and O’Sullivan batted for 
the best part of two hours to force 
en honourable, indeed a heroic 
draw 

On a slow pitch Lees and O’Sul¬ 
livan batted with a great deal of 
comfort True that Bedi, Chandra¬ 
sekhar 0 n d Venkatra^avan im 
posed their authority but Bedi had 
enough time at his disposal to ex¬ 
periment Why did he not bowl 
Anshuman Gaekwad for a few 
overs? He brings down the ball 
from a height and gives it a bit 
of a twist My memory is not the 
most reliable storehouse of records 
but I do believe that someivhere 
in the West Indies not so long ago 
Gaekwad broke up a pretty frus¬ 
trating partnership 

In this conicnct even an over or 
two of leg-breaks from Sunil Ga- 
vaskai may not have been out of

When 1 was very young and just 
beginning to learn the rudiment > 
ot the game, I was compelled by 
iTCumstances to play most of mv 
cricket on concietc pitches cover 
ed with coir matting 

As anyone with experience on 
them knows, these pitches give 
rise to a more uniform but much 
higher bounce than turf 

I was very short and consequent 
ly found great diniciiltv in playing 
with a straight ba, the ball pitched 
.short of d length on the stumps 
It came too high fsr comfort Re 
member, 1 was a schoolboy and 
often fgeed the bowling of grown 
men 

To oveicomc this predicament. 
1 developed the pull shot to a 
marked degree 

It simply consisted of going back 
and across with the right foct and 
pulling the ball with a hon/ontal 


bat somewhere between mid on 
and squat e-leg 

Because of my grip I was able 
to roll the wrists over as the stroke 
was played and keep the ball on 
the ground Keen eyesight was 
needed, and one had to be careful 
the ball did not keep low. but this 
seldom happened on the coir mats 

After arriving in Sydney and 
ccmmcncing my caiecr on turf, 1 
began exploiting the same shot 

Now lurt IS much mote uncer 
tain than concrete and I began to 
lose my w 'ckct occasionally be¬ 
cause the gi cater speed and lower 
bounce of the ball off turf some¬ 
times caused me to hit over the 
b.sll and be bowled oi Ibw When 
that happened the shot looked a 
real liavmakei and I am sine this, 
above anything else, gave rise to 
the story that I plaved with a cross 
bat 

Ai tuailv there is lo otiu-i vyay 
to play the null shot than with a 


(toss bat, but un turf greater )udg 
ment is reouired and the stioke 
must be used mote sparingly 

I was counselled bv many uldci 
players to give it up Thev s<iid 
It wav too riskv But 1 was loath 
to d<> so liecause I felt sure it 
would bring me lots ot i uns, pro 
viding It was used with discretion 

A medium pace bow lei quite 
often opciaies vvitboiir <i fieldsman 
hvtweeii mid on and squ.iie leg, and 
this huge iinpielected area is most 
inviting 1 ven if a man is stati mod 
there one lies pleniv of lonrn on 
either side 

.Slow b'lwleis usiiiiliv have a 
man or tw>o on the lenre bur a 
pull shot ran be played wi'h very 
gieat power and it tan be plated 
with piecistoii so ih.ii ifieic may 
still he a lejsonablc hope of get 
ting four runs 

No batsman should attempt to 
pull a ball which is t vei pitched 
Of of good length This is courtini- 
disaster 

However assuming the ball re 
he the iieht sort, the method is 
veiy similar to the hook shot 

Go back and across with the 
right fool VO that the right toe is 
pointing almost vtiaight down the 
pilch lowaids the bowler Then as 
the ball c o m r .s along (noimallv 
knee to s'cmatli highl pull it hard 
tP mtd wicket - at iho same »imc 
pivoting the body and rolling the 
wrists O'er to keep the ball on the 
ground In many respects the 
movement is similar lo a squaie 
cut, but instead of tutting against 
the line of flight, you pull with it 

In order to contiol the shot and 


to have the best chance of com¬ 
bating any uneven bounce, it is 
essential to pivot the body and to 
get the legs fairly well apait 

If my batting was known for 
any one particiilai shot, this was 
It, mainly because of (a) the fre¬ 
quency with which I employed it, 
and lb) because I was able to keep 
the ball on the giound 

The great majority of players 
who attempt the stroke hit tnc ball 
in the air because thev hit up and 
undei It and in ih'‘it grip they keep 
the left wrist more in from of the 
handle than 1 do 

When pulling with the left wrist 
in this position, the blade ot the 
hat IS slightly open The b,iil can 
be struck satisfactorily but tr will 
automatirivllv go in the air and 
the slightest mishit will cause it 
to flv off the top edge of the hat 

That is one reason why so few 
lirstclasj playeis icsptiiailv Fr>g 
lishnieii) try the shot at all For 


them It isn i worth the risk But 
they aic missing a grand scoring 
mcdiiirn 

The stroke is paiticulaily effec¬ 
tive against a slow Jcgbicak bow 
Icr should lie siiay in his length 
if then bc'comes a n.ituial. even 
rhoiigU It means hitting against the 
break and thereby Haunting one 
ol cricket’s so called saned pun 
cipics 

Also It IS rreinendonsly valuable 
against the off-spinner with a close 
lig held Ihcie is nothing like a 
full blooded poll shot right into the 
leeili of the slio'ileg ficldsrien to 
distill b their confidence and shill 
them li,Kk i vaid it two That in 
Itself IS a b<g coniribiuim in mini 
mising then danger 

It there is no oiithcld at nil the 
ball tan dclibciatcly be lofted ovci 
the men i lose in but the shtl is 
such a powerful one and it is so 
seldom u >> t d, eviij'l with full 
jiwti that ! found it satisfactory 
to hit the ball maiiilv «o to the 
ground md be i'inieiit with try 
me to plat* B between the fields 
men 

At iht finish pf the shot the bats 
man will find him'-cli fac.ng square 
leg, providing he has pivoted coi- 
rcctly and ha., 'wung iichl through 
the ball 

In addition to itlhivg In'- wiisis 
the striker should if possible, al 
wavs keep the bl.idt of the bat 
ni I oiutc herizon'al and pointing 
slightly dowiiwaids Ihis is ol 
turthei assisianre m keepmg the 
ball on the ground

You\e got to work 
hard, then harder... 

Manager BARRINGTON tells PAT GIBSON 


Last week, Uie MCC strived! in 
Bombay facinf one of the most 
demandinf assicnmeats in cricket 
—a five Test series against fnd’a 
Pat Gibson examines the problems 
with a man who knows better than 
most, tour manager Ken Barring- 
Ion. 

F Ken Barrington had been tO 
years younger, his name would 
have been the hrst the England 
selectors wrote down for this win¬ 
ter’s five-Tesi tour ot India 

Out there, where the suiTocating 
heat and the vast crowds, not to 
mention the master spinners, make 
the pressures as fierce at anywhei c 
in the cricket world, success n. as 
much about character and appli 
cation as reputation and Hair 

Such qualities made Barrington 
as successful and as popular a bats 
man as Enijdand ever sent east with 
fi74 runs in 10 Test innings on 
Indian soil 

No one could be bettei equipped 
tor the role than the private sol 
dier's son from Reading who has 
become a succe.ssfiil garage pro 
prietor in the Rover belt of Sur 
icy and in between seived Suirev 
foi 21 years and England m 82 
Tests 

He may not have the pedigrei 
ol some of his predecessors as 
MCC managers like the Duke of 
Noitolk anil Sii Pelham Warner 

Bui the late Wally Giout, that 
great Australian wicketkeeper, 
once said of him “When he walks 
in you can almost sec the Union 
ack waving behind him To us, 
e’s the perfect England profes 
sional, efficient, rugged and full 
of guts You’ve always got to dig 
him out He oerer gives it away 
And what’s more, he's a nice guy ” 

The players under Barrington’s 
command will quickly find that out 
for themselves when they get to 
India Nothing will be too much 
trouble for the manager 

But they had bettei respect the 
hard streak of discipline in the 
soldier’s son, appreciate the prac¬ 
ticality of the successful business 
man 

Barrington, who as a setec’Or 
has shared England’s heartaches 
in recent series, hat already writ¬ 


ten to all 16 players outlining 
what he expects of them 

He has told them of the oppor¬ 
tunity they have been given, « the 
part they can play in leading Eng¬ 
land back to die top, of the stan- 
daids he wants them to maintain 
throughout the tour 

They will wear light blue Uaxers 
(with George and Dragon emblem) 
and dark blue trousers when 
they’re on duty In the nets, strict¬ 
ly cricket gear No tracksuits, 
shorts or T-riiirts as displayed by 
some touring teams recently 

On the field he will demand no 
more than he always gave himself 
— 100 per cent effort and concen 
iration — to cope with the unious 
pressures of Test cricket in India 

In nine innings on the 196162 
tour be scored 594 runs, including 
centuries at Bombay, Kanpur and 
Delhi, fer an average of 99 In one 
Test on the 1963-64 tour he made 
80 at Madras betore going home 
with a bioken finger 

So It IS with a nch bitckground 
of per.sonal achievement that he 
can advise his tourists on what to 
expect and what they can do 
to succeed 

“Foi a batsman," he save, “theie 
are two majoi problems to c o>i 
tend with — the wickets which are 
slower than anywhere else in the 
world and the atmosphere of the 
Indian Test grounds 

"The first thing to hit you is 
the heat and the brightness At 
times It’s like looking into an ar'* 
lamp Then there is the tr emend 
ous enthusiasm and the noise from 
c I o w d 5 of up to 50.000 with 
whistles end hooters — even mtr- 
rois sometimes, when I was there, 
which were flashed in your eyes 

“It IS essential to play straight 
when you first go in On those 
slow wickets you’re up against spin 
bowlers of the highest class Past 
masters, these chaps, who know 
exactly what they’re doing 

“In places like Bombay and 
Madras the humiditv is so high 
that everylhinB—your cap, gloves.

shirt, trousers — is saturated in 
sweat within half an hour 

“But you’ve got to keep work¬ 
ing hard, keep concentrating and 
then, when vnu’ec- “in,” you’ve got 
to concenti ate even harder on 
building a big scoie 

“Out there totals of 250 to 300 
are 1 di ely adequate - - like a 76 
on a golf course We've got to be 
shooting 68s ind 69s that’s 400 plus 
— to give our bowlers ilie oppor- 
tiinilv to attack 

“So batting has got to be a wear 
ing down process Yet mils can be 
scored and you can enioy .1 be¬ 
cause Indian crowds love ihcir 
cricket and if you tan win ihem 
over and they take to vou they’re 
youi ians for life 

“Oui bowleis wi>! have to wuik 
very hard as well Mine India have 
got some loveiy stroke plavcts 

“T hen it’s a question of old- 
fashioned principles like length 
and direction and bowling to vour 
field And this is where brilliant 
helders like Ucrek Randall and 
Graham Barlow can play a ircmcn 
dous part in helping the howlers 

“Above ail lough, as in all big 
cricket, the mam thing is to keep 
fitting, to keep batiing aB the 
time And from the resptmse I 
have had from the plaveis already 
I behest thev a*e capable of doing 
just that ”

V^HEN Mu&htaq and Sadiq both 
scoted ceniunes m the fim 
'nnings of the Hydciabad Test on 
October 24, they created an un 
precedented record in Pakistan’b 
Test history It piovided the first 
instance of two Pakistani brothers 
hitting hundreds in the same inn 
mgs of a Test In fart, this feat 
has not been performed liefore 
even in senarale innings of the 
same Test for Pakistan 

This is all the more remarkable, 
since at least one of the foui 
famous Mohammad brothers Hanit, 
Wa/ir, Mushtaq and Sadiq has 
played m each and eveiy one of 
Pakistan’s 79 Tests from the inau 
gural one at Delhi in 19'>2-5^ to 
date, and in only 21 of these 
matches has only one brother of 
the Mohammad family alone le 
presented Pakistan Hanif appeal 
ed by himself in 17 Tests, whilst 
Wazii and Mushtaq made a solo 
appearance in only one Test apiece, 
and Sadiq appealed alone in two 
Tests 

Hamf and Wain have played 
togethei in 18 Icsis, whilst Warn 
and Mushtaq weie as'ociated in 
just one Test logethet Then, Hanif 
and Mushtaq combined in 20 Tests 
and now Mushtaq and 5iadiq have, 
been playing together in 20 Tests 
to date

thers Hanif, Mushtaq and Sadiq

passing of one era and the begin 
ning of another 

Hanif originally played in Pak 
istan’s initial 24 Tesis, and after 
being absent in a couple of lests 
against West Indies in ISiS-IO 
when Warir cnsuied the Moham¬ 
mad family's representation in 
Pakistan's Test team, Hanif played 
in the next il Tests without a 
break His Tests constitute a 
record for the most Test appear¬ 
ances foi Pakistan In tact, he is 
the only Pakistani player who has

Incidentally, when Mushtaq 
made his Test debut at Lahore in

Not as regards organisat’on. mind you, oi the 
performances of out own playeis which thanks to 
the quality of the eni'los. v'"- tho Ki.i,i,,, f 
the fact, mat the (sarganteai, expendiiute I by oui 
standards, at any late') ot hftc>on laKh,. mciuduig 
the ptize money, in foreiRn cxchoncc, of 50,000 
dollars, was for prartical pui poses, money down 
the dram, not to mention the capenditure of Rs 18 
lakhs on a new stadnin' 

Whether or not ihis starlmiTi, huili in double 
quick time, will be pu* to leguLu anu proper use 
lemains to be seen 

Viewed in coiieti perspoi tive - and ihi. is 
not by way of holding a bi lel for anyone -- the 
Indian Open was whai it was due laigclv to the 
fact that It was ihc last tuurnainent on the circiiil, 
by wh'cli rime most of ttie big ‘guns' had become 
tired and home sick 

And whai with inc qualifying pioceedings tor 
the Masters hav.ng been settled, they did nu, hnd 
any incentive to participate in a one star, 50 000 
dollai tournament which, besides docs not hi in 
easily -- geographically and schedule wise — witlt 
otiier tournaments on ttie Asian-Pacific ciicuit, as do 
those on the Eurp[>ean one 

In sum, therefore, the Grand Pri\ ot the girdeii 
City was an nugust assemblage of what in the intci 
national tennis idiom are refetted tr as tennis 
‘bums* Piide of place in the seeduigs went to Duk 
Crealy who ranks no highci than 40th in the Asso 
ciation ot Tennis Professionals lATP) tompiitei ised 
rankings and as luck would have it, Ctealv was 
beaten by compatiiot Bob Carmichael in the second 
roundI 

Second seeded Geoff Masters inexphcahly failed 
10 turn up and the third seed. Ray Ruffles conce¬ 
ded his first round match to George llaidie mid 
way in protest against the ‘rude’ behaviour of the 
crowd 

And to top it ell. Che spoil-spoit lain 'gods’ did 
their best to dampen whatever enthusiasm and 
interest was left in the tournament thereafter, nav 
from the very start, when Vnay Amntiaj whose 
spectator-appeal can, by itself, make in niai anj 
tournament, cried off as a result of miurv 

Tu our way of thinking, the only heaiiening 
feature of the Bangalore Grand Prix was the gallant 
performance of Sashi Menon who, despite the me¬ 
diocrity of the opposition, did extremely well to 
finish runner'Oip to Kim Warwick, defeating Hatoon 
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Rahim, who is said to have endeared himself to ibe 
crowds by his gcntleinanly deportment, and Aiis 
trahan Alvin Gardiner 

Anothei silver lining was ihe petfomiance of 
the Inihan players, of whom as many as eight quah 
hed fut the tournament propei, even when one 
makes allowance for the ‘quality’ of the entries, 
and from among whom Ashok Anintraj, despite his 
pi 01 record elsewhere this season, advanred to the 
quattci-linals 

it would lie grossly unfair to put the entira 
blame ior the fiasco that was the Indian Open on 
the local association which, and one is going oy 
repot is again, did evciything within its power to 
make the tournament an organisational success 

Whu, then, is to blamc'^ The ATLIA, despite all

If things turn out that wav, and 
Greig avenges the 2-1 defeat sus- 
ttiinea by Tony Lewis's side four 
years ago, England should go into 
the Centenary Test against Austra¬ 
lia at Melbourne next March in 
better heart than at any time since 
Jeff Thomson teamed up with 
Dennis Lillee two years ago 

It would be wrong to give the 
impression, tnough, that England

Even if India's achievement of 
losing only four home Tests to 
England out of the 23 played is 
misleading (until recent tours MCC

* its most enterprising Manag¬ 
ing Editor Khalid Ansari with able 
aides like Sharad Kotnis and 
others, recently Bombayite* had a 
chance of looking at many Indian 
heroes of the past who had had 
dominated the Quadrangulat, the 
Pentangular and the Indian Test 
scenes of the now dim past, on the 
Bombay Gvmkhana ground of 
hoary tradition Actually, the 
Sportaweek XT v Bombay Gym¬ 
khana XI game was part ol Bom 
bay Gymkhana centenary pio- 
gramme, and such a game was well 
thought of Incidentally, in 1946, 
at the Sairey Oval. I saw a simi 
lat match, in which oldstagers such 
as Douglas laidine Percy Fender, 
perhaps Andy Sandham and Frank 
WcolU'y and otiici: donned flan 
nels And what tun it was' 

It was no less so at the Gym 
khana giound the other Sundav 
Taking in view the age of me old- 
stagers, 60 or thereabouts n was 
a limited JO over ^ame And yci 
during the lunch interval, Lala 
Amarnath and Shute Banoriee 
came to the radio commentary 
booth (house only) and complained 
to me that it should have been at 
leasr a 35 over match Hof fit some 
of these oldstagers aie even at an 
advanced age. specially C. S. Na- 
yudu 

Incidentally, 1 was on the mike, 
practically from my sick bed, after 
a lapse of three years, as youthful 
Khalid Ansari's request to me is 
Hkr a "command " It was just as 
well that I made it, for I thorough¬ 
ly enjoyed that Sunday’s proceed¬ 
ings I have seen most of these old 
heroes in their hey-day both at 
home and abroad, and knew prac 
tically all about them 1 had an 
able ally in Fredun de Vitre, as 
also national lest selector, Raj 
Singh 

And yet, I dropped a brick when 
1 confused, as a bowler. Shote 
Banerjee with B. B NimbaUcar. 
both balding yea, but the "action" 
was not the same, which I observ¬ 
ed.

some time Suffice it to sav, that 
when the game was definitely 
olng to slip out of Soortsweek Xl’s 
ands, Amarnath still v/ent to the 
aggressne, Shute Ranericc clean 
bowled B B Nimbalkar “with his 
head." B 0 being attacking, and 
the-top corer of ihc game Dmi- 
rigai, mt so o'd, checked the flow 
of Mins .ind the Lala gave Sports 
week XI a narrow victory Long 
live “Good old davsl” 

T was the iird tune in my life 
dial with a JeH match on in 
town, foi reasons bevond iiiy ton 
trol. I was unable to attend it Ihis 
was tragi, indeed So, no com 
nienis on the rival teams’ play, 
although I saw u.ts and pieces on 
television 

Umpiring decisions, well, weill 
These have been disputed evei 
since the game was first played— 
and the more so since the emer¬ 
gence of a latge and very compe¬ 
titive press who, to quote former 
Austrauan Prime Minister, Sir Ro¬ 
bert Menzies, are a "numerous

asked whether he took the catch 
inside the boundary line or not. 
Glenn Turner said be had never 
seen an incident like that —> nor 
have I in my long experience 

I have though seen great um- 
piies like even Frank Chester, in 
like circumstances, rushing to the 
spot to verify the feet for himself 
before giving his award The slight¬ 
est doubt, and the batsman was in 
— “Elemertarv, my dear Watson," 
lit the well laid code of umpiring. 

1 bad met Frank Chester many 
a time during my various visits to 
F.ngland He was a first-class cric¬ 
keter. but with one arm chopjied 
off. he I everted to umpiring; cric¬ 
ket’s loss was umpiring’s gain 
Once during a train journey from 
Manchester to London (anything 
above three hours is "long" in the 
UK), I asked Chester that Ins die 
turn of not giving a batsman out 
Ibw if he played forward was being 
vsidely abused, adding that there 
were many batsmen who went 
right back and the forward Ches¬ 
ter’s reply was that what he bad 
meant was s batsman playing full 
forward, with hii back toot just 
inside the popping crease 

Chester was great, very great in¬ 
deed But he was also a "show¬ 
man” which some of the top Aus¬ 
tralian and West Indian cricketers 
did not like In Di W G Grace’s 
time such “showmanship" would 
have perhaps drawn the good doc¬ 
tor’s caustic “Frank, they have 
come to see me bat, not your um¬ 
piring”

And, rill this mind you, after the rathei savage 
mauling which England received at the hands of 
the West Indies only a few months ago A great 
deal ol credit for the ‘cspnl’ must obviously go to 
skipper Gietg and manager Bartington, hard task¬ 
masters and strict disciplinarians, both of who 
endeated themselves to the Indian public when 
they wcie last here 

That this MCC team will make a host of friends 
IS sanguine, it one may be permitted the use ot a local 
horse racing expression In this respect, the impish, 
irrepressible Deiek Randall piomises to ovci throw 
the gregarious Greig as the idol of the heto-wor- 
shipping ‘junta' 

Consisting as it docs of hard boiled profession 
als, out to redeem the nation's ci icketing image, 
one may well expect the MCC to play it hard, the 
more so under the captaincy of Grcig who makes 
no bones about his belief that gamesmanship and 
‘conning* within the broad laws of the game are 
perfect^ ‘legit’ 

But It IS hoped that the senes which promises 
so much good cricket will be free from the ugly 
controversies and acrimony which mari.ed the re 
cently concluded one against Glenn Turner’s New

the sprinting, picking-up and tfarowing-in o? Ran¬ 
dall and Barlow, in particular, being a juv to behold 
Judging by what this writer has seen so fai, Indian

On the other hand, the morale of tlie home 
side can only be high after the convincing win 
over New Zealand, howsoever mediocre and de¬ 
pleted a side It may have been 

'lime and again has Bedi proved his ability to 
inspire and to get the best out ot h» team—be it 
Delhi, North Zone or India His long-delayed 
appointment as captain for all five Tests should 
serve as a tremendous fillip to his own, and hie 
team's, confidence It should also help team-spinr 
no end 

India have an unquestionable edge over the 
tourists in the spin department And, the big crowds 
which one may reasonably expect at the Test centres 
will be predictably rooting vocifeiously for the home 
side 

Forecasts and promises about the preparation 
of wickets are getting to be amusing Despite the 
Board’s stated objective of preparing pitches to suit 
our spinners for the current twin-senes, it dues 
appear as thoutch our ‘i^roundsmen’ are as incap¬ 
able of preparing ‘'spinners’ wickets” as they are of 
producing lively ones to encourage pace bowlers, 
about which so much nonsense has been spouted, 
precious little achieved In the senes against New 
Zealand, foi instance, barring the Madias track, 
the other two pitcnes did not appreciably assist

•X' HE most renidi kdhlc pan of 
India's i 2 Uuvis Cup triumph 
over Japan was that we won 
though we did not have the servi¬ 
ces of Vijay Amntraj in the sing¬ 
les Even more leraarkable was 
that Vijay's brother, An.ind, saw 
us through in our darkest hour 

Like tlie famous Mankad Test at 
Lord's, It was veniv Anand’s Davis 
Cup lie at Delhi He put us level 
after S a s h i Mcnon had lost the 
opening tie against Jun Kaiiuwa- 
aumi, gamed us the lead b> ilaini 
ing the doubles in the tompany ot 
his illustrious brothei and Anally 
clinched the issue by downing la- 
pan's star playet in the fifth and 
final march Anand. indeed, beat 
Japan 

And to recall char practically 
everyone had concluded that 
Anand ought to be reserved ex¬ 
clusively for the doubles' Lending 
further rredemc to this ncat- 
unaninious view of the players, 
pi ess and ihc public '.as the “evi 
deiicc” pi ovided by ihc i e r e n t 
Grand Prix where Sashi Meiiuii 
went as far as the final and Anand 
bowed out in the quarter final Not 
only that, 'Menon tiounced Alviii 
Gardiner who had ehminatcc' 
Anand and followed it up with a 
significant success ovei the Pakis¬ 
tani ace, Ilaroon Kahiin

tie the following week while Mcnoii 
flopped totally^ One reasrm could 
be that Anand produced his best 
because he was being pushed by 
Menon and was in danger of losing 
his place A far more impoi lani 
reason is that while Anand has 
g.iined considerable experience of 
playing in tlie Davis Cup, Menon 
was figuring in his first tie of con 
sequence 

The pressures of a Davis Cup 
match arc such that even a har¬ 
dened pto can wilt und£r them 
The dinerence between a Davis 
Cup tie and an open tournament, 
be It even Wimbledon, is the dif 
ferunce, say, between a Test match 
and a Kanji Trophy tie You are 
not simply playing for youiself — 
and the money — as in an open 
tournament Yon are playing for 
the countiy and you arc constan 
tly aware that one false step can 
let down your nation 

Iwo instances should suffice to 
show the elfecis a Davis Cup lie 
can have on a player’s nerves 
Some years ago, in the match 
against Australia at Bangalore, 
Dick Crealy had become such a 
wreck that he could haidly *et\c 
And seivice was supposed lo be 
Crealy’s forte Why, Anand himself 
was in such a state in the matcli 


with Russia at Pune two years ago 
that he lould hatdly hit the Ealt 
across though hts opponent, Kaku« 
ha, had suffered an a 11 a c k of 
rumps and was hobbling on on« 
leg' 

So, while I ightly singing tha 
praise of Anand for his major rolo 
in our success os or Japan, let ui 
not be too harsh on Menon If pooe 
Mem n was unable to icspond to 
all the coun.sclling and cajoling of 
skipper Ranianathan Kiishnan it 
was simply because he was oveT" 
ceme by the dire need to win. 

However, Anand more than made 
up for M e n u n’s failures How 
magnificently he lose to the occa> 
sinnt How supetb was his control 
over the teturn of serve! 'niough 
he served and volleyed well, I 
think It was his return of serve 
that gasu him the ed^e over his 
opponents, especially in the vital 
match against Kamiwazumi Time

Forcing shot off 
the back foot 

T UST because a ball is short of 
what we may term a good 
length and the striker has to play 
back, it does not follow that he 
must be on the defensive 

If the baU is pitched outside the 
stumps he may have several alter¬ 
native shots to attempt But it it 
is pitched on the middle stump, 
not short enough to pull, he is res¬ 
tricted on the grounds of satety 
to a forcing shot oft tlic back toot 
past the bowler 

It IS a safe shot hut demands 
great power from wrists and fore- 
aims, and very good timing 

The initial movement should he 
similar to that tor a back defen¬ 
sive siioke except that the right 
foot sl.ould be taken back rather 
tirnighrer This is in ordci to give 
the sirikei more freedom to sviing 
tile bat and pur power into his 
shot, tor now we ate thinking in 
terms ol a vciy solid hit and fol 
low thi'iugh 

The left li.ind becomes leally a 
guide Pouci IS goncr.tred tiom the 
light h.ind in c i-oidination with 
Vlists, foicjims, etc Nothing can

A forcing shot off the back toot, 
similai in us geneial execution to 
th.u described, may be p 1 a v e d 
wheieby the batsman, by hitting 
slightly acioss the ball or by turn 
ing his blade on contact, will be 
able to diive firmly wide of inid-on 

Then, too,_ it may be used to 
fotcc the bail through the covers 
when the direction of the ball is 
well clear of the off stump 

This latter stroke, however, de¬ 
mands groat precision because the 
cti ikei has committed himself to 
the shot by the time the ball lands 
and, theiefoic, it is well nigh im¬ 
possible to change it should the 
ball do something unexpected off 


the pitch. One which cuts away, 
for inst^ce, could easily cause a 
slip catch 

It is important to stand well up 
over the ball and lean into the 
shot Any tendency to pull away 
will accentuate the chance of a 
slip catch 

That unpredictable genius, Denis 
Compton, would sometimes offend 
every text book by backing 
away to the leg side and playing 
the ball into the covers, especially 
against a slow leg-break bowlei 

If you can do it and get away 
with It, well and good, but 1 don’t 
recommend you to try unless your 
place in the team is already secure 

The leg glances 

There are two leg glances One, • 
termed the back leg glance, is 
played with the weight on the back 
foot and from behind the crease. 
The other, termed the forward leg 
glanie, is played forward of the 
crease with the weight on die front 
loot 

in each case the purpose of the 


sttoke IS to glance the ball sonic- 
wheie between the wicket-keeper 
and squat e-lcg 

The diieciion which the ball fol¬ 
lows after being struck will vary 
according to the fullness of the 
blade on impact Being a glance, 
ihe iull face of the bat is not eiii- 
plovci) 


When glancing very hnc, only 
half (or even a quarter) of the 
blade may be visible to the bowler 
as ball strikes bat When the ball 
is glanced mote firmly, and there¬ 
fore squsrer, perhaps three quar¬ 
ters of the blade may be visible 
The blade is turning as the ball 
IS struck and there is little margin 
for error 

I am a gieat behevei in playing 
shots with the full face of the bat 
whenevei possible, and a firm shot 
to inid-wickci may often be a bet¬ 
ter proposition than a klance It 
depends largely on the field plac¬ 
ing 

If there is an an ay of leg slips 
and a man on the fence at fine-leg. 
obviously a leg glance would pre¬ 
sent no attraction But assuming 
qo leg slips and a man stationed 
at mid-wicket, then the glance 
would be the obvious choice when 
the tight ball came along 

Whethei played forward or bark 
the glance is a delightful shot to 
watch and it is another reason why 
I deplore so much the modern 
theory tf leg slips On so many 
occasions they force the batsmen 


in then own interests to abol: 
all attempts at glancing 

However, oppoituniiies do ar 
and the stiokos should be in 1 
rcpenoirc of any complete bs 
man

None prcbably was amused by 
their tantrums Not even the In¬ 
dian players, for all the camarade¬ 
rie that appeared to be there be¬ 
tween the two teams *>unil Gavas¬ 
kar, the Indian star, for one, must 
have found it all nauseating 

'Sunny' tust could not understand 
how the Kiwis could go about 
complaining about umptiing deci 
smns in the Test scries lie said 
if the New Zealanders bad suffered 
by any wrong decision, they had 
also benefited by other such deci¬ 
sions 

In sport, such favourable and un 


favourable decisions tend to even 
out during rhi course of play or 
in the Mng run The Kiwis, for ex¬ 
ample, he said, suffered by a see¬ 
mingly wrong decision which went 
against Andy Roberts in tiie Bom¬ 
bay Test but then they benefited 
by two wrong decisions that favou¬ 
red Parker and Burgess Parker, 
he added, thrived on this and made 
a century 

Gavaskar said there were a few 
wrong decisions But questioning

"If the bond that exists be¬ 
tween India end New Zealand”, be 
said, "is strained, then it will be 
the responsibility of the press”. 

Whether what Turner said was 
true ni n< r, it was all in bad taste 
and Board officials must have been 
greatly irked and embarrassed 
Sportswriters were greatly annoy¬ 
ed .md considered w.ilkina out. but 
Bf'-> (1 errnf-,, Y Chillj-si Ahmed re 
minded them that it was the 
Board s dinner and not Turner’s 

A lew days .ifter the dinner, New 
Zealand manager Chappie when 
asked to comnient on Turner's 
speech, said that ihc New Zealand 
skipper had not refetred to all the 
pressmen but oiilv to Tho«e few 
persons who went ahmii misnuot 
ing and misrepresenimg the farts 
He said it was a fitt that because 
of SUCH writers — "one of them is 
fiom Madias'* the relations be 
tween the two sides had somewhat 
suffered 

But the point is that Turner 
should not have used a dinner 
party to vent his ire, and that too 
when the dinner was not being ho» 
ted by hiln Turner should have 
used some other forum — for de¬ 
corum’s sake

YNDIA’s air today if full of cnc* 
kei But let this be the pr«^ 
kerve of those on the spot A few 
commeiitt though not only in cric 
ket but other sports, not only in 
India but elsewhere, too 

India IS such a vast country and 
the whims of John Pluvius so un¬ 
predictable that while there is, say, 
a draught in North India, the 
South gets flooded At other levels, 
including wars on our hands, sport 
can go on, indeed has gone on 
Thus, at the time of the Chine-te 
invasion in 1962 of North-r.ast In¬ 
dia, not far away, at the Eden Gai 
dens, Calcutta, 1 recall doing run¬ 
ning commentary cn a Natiunal De 
fence Fund (NDh) match So was 
I, on a Ranji Trophy match at 
Patna, during the actual Bangladesh 
Liberation War. in which India 
was deeply involved' 

Neither ou*' cticLei nor our *en 
nis administrators are ‘'soothsa¬ 
yers”. At such, tliey could not be 
expected to foresee the very heavy 
rains, and ‘‘unprecedented’* floods 
that greatly affected the third and 
final Test between New Zealand 
and India at Madras, and the Grand 
Prix at Bangaloie Obviously, ten¬ 
nis will lose a lot, for vannus rea¬ 
sons, what with some famous play¬ 
ers like Geoff Masters from abroad 
crying off, the defending champion,

And that, despite all the rams 
and terrific floods at Madias, play 
was possible on ihe second day of 
the Test at the Chidambaram Sta¬ 
dium (Chepauk), was, reportedly, 
due to the drainage system all 
round rhe ground, as at Lord’s 
But, then, M A Chidambaram — 
“MAC” to his friends — loves to 
do everything “in style", a thought¬ 
ful precaution as well /nd yei, 
without bargaining for the tremen¬ 
dous flood that swept Madras, it 
was unsurprising that there was 
rain in November at Madras It 
often rams which is why they al¬ 
ways prefer “Pongal” — time foi 
• Test as the safe it But what can 
one do, with eight Tests in a short 
period on one’s hands! 

And yet there were some silver 
linings as, say, Sashi Menon*’ ma¬ 
king the Grand Pris final after ta¬ 
king tol! of Pakistani ace, Haroon 


Rahim though Menon went down 
tamely to the indisposed Austra¬ 
lian, Kim Warwick who won a 
Grand Pnx for the first time in his 
career Incidentally, Haroon's de¬ 
feat was rather inexplicable Some 
years ago at Patna, in a Davis Cup 
tic between Pakistan and India, 
after being “top of the world*', I 
saw him lose hopele>sly to Jaidip 
Mukerjea, as non-playing captain, 
the great Indian left hander of 
yore, Ifiikhar Ahmed poured gal¬ 
lons of ice-water over Haroon’s 
head, but to no effect Did liaioin 
take some “pep” pills as ,m Ameri¬ 
can woman charged later’ 

It IS good that, at long last Dedi 
has been named India’s captain fur 
all five Tests against Fo'tland in 
the ensuing senes Not being on 
tenterhooks all the time, this will 
give Bedi greater confidence, as 
also make for gieatci discipline in 
the team which, happily, seems lo 
be already there Fuither, the hints 
from the papevine that Bedi was 
being baulked from his automatic 
choice as captain was owing to his 
taking the lead in fotming a 
“Players’ Association'* m Indian 
cricket was not favourably looked 
upon by the Board, have been 
somewhat scotched 

Indeed, why not a Players' Asso¬ 
ciation’ After all, it is they who 
draw the crowds who, in turn, fill 
the Boatd’s coffers, mostly netting 
the Board and the constituent Asso¬ 
ciations huge profits Besides, Bedi 
is now a thorough professional in 
English cricket, and it is nat.ual 
for him to try and better the pros 
pects of his teammates True, In¬ 
dian ciicket IS still amateur, as 
also the tact that the Board have 
increased the Test players’ ’ tees” 
somewhat But that i-v like a drop 
in an ocean The analogy may not 
be perfect, as Sir Frank Worrell 
was a professional all the vtay At 
a party in the now rain-iiit and 
flood ravaged Madras, someone 
asked Worrell what did he do “I 
play ciicket”, “Bai Mr Worrell, 
what do you ”, and pat came the 
reply “I play more cricket”' On 
the eve of West Indies' tour of Eng 
land when his captaincy was he.ng 
questioned in rhe Eastern Carib 
Iwan, WorrclJ told me in Kingston, 
that if he was invited “I would 
like to be paid, and paid well ” 

This last may not quite apply to 


Indian cricketers, but would ftrth* 
five Pak top professional cricket' 
ers including the original choice 
as captain, Mush'‘8q Mdliammad^ 
like a glove As is well known, 
they threatened the Pakistan Boero 
that, unless they were offered bet¬ 
ter terms than the Board did, tSit» 
would puli out of the five-monm 
long tour of Australia and the 
West Indies Perhaps they wm-e 
too sure of themselves, certainly 
hasty, for such an ultimatum could 
not possibly stomached by any au> 
thcrity; specially when the terms 
were not all that meagre, and 
Pakistan Board president, Abdul 
Hafecz Kardar made it clear, that 
their financial "constraints” would 
nor just permit any further in'* 
crease The dissenting players went 
ovei Kaidar’s head and made an 
appeal to the Federal Minister for 
Sports 

And what was rhe Board’s reac¬ 
tion? Reportedly, Kardar disaeL 
ved the Punjab Cricket Associfr 
tion without assigning any reason 
with then* i>resiaent “known as 
“anti Kardar", stripped Mushtaq of 
the captaincy bringing in Intihhab 
All instead, banned all the six 
players including the non-“pr*»” 
Wasim Ban, and announced ^at 
the <our would go on as an “inter¬ 
national commitment”. Now, tlui 
oung professionals might have 
een hasty and indulged in indis¬ 
cretions But IS that any leason 
why the veteran Kardar should 
have lost his head totally? Shame 
of shames, the Port-of Soain (Trini¬ 
dad) businessmen ct icket-fans of¬ 
fered to pay the shortfall for the 
SIX players involved in the dis¬ 
pute! 

But, then, Kardar has always 
shown streaks of “dirtatorahin\ 
with little patience, which hts 
many acts of cniiimission and omis¬ 
sions over long years would prove 
rortnnaiely. the Federal sports 
minister Pir/ada intervened, and 
one hopes that peace will return to 
Pakistan cricket which i» one of 
the best in the world today But, 
again, when the dust was settling 
down Mushtaq s challenging state¬ 
ment from rngHnd about a formal 
“apology” does not help Every- 
bodv, including Kai dai. has his 
“pride” and all cricket lovers 
will hope for the best

And this is not the &rsr time 
that such shabby treatment has 
been meted out to Abbas—hailed 
as the greatest ever to appear on 
the horizon of Indian basketball 
In 1971, when he was the current 
Arjuna award winner, he was 
dropped ftom the stiuad foi the 
sixth Asian Championship held in 
Tokyo. 

Then a^ain last year, his name 
did not appear among the pro* 
babies for the eighth Asian Cham¬ 
pionship at Bankok Then the 
steering committee of the BFI 
realised the blunder committed by 
the selectors and a late call was 
mven to Abbas to join tlie coach¬ 
ing camp at Patiala To top it all, 
he was appointed captain of the 
Indian team I India gave its best 
ever performance at Bangkok and 
stood fouith in Asia The Indian 
basketball team was adjudged the 
best tebm from India for 1975 by 
the Sports Journalists* Association 
of Bombay 

Ihe selection trials foi the 
Ouaid-a<Azam tournament were 


held in New Delhi on November 
12, 13 and 14 This information 
reached the Western Railway 
headquarters in Bombay cn Novem¬ 
ber 12. The next morning Abbas 
along with his Western Railway 
teammates Riaz Ahmed and Gulam 
Rasool started for New Delhi. 

They had earlier sent a telegram 
to BFI honorary general secretary 
R K Kaushik intimating him that 
they were coming When they 
reached the venue of the trials on 
the 14th morning with baa and 
baggage, the last of the trials had 
just got over 

The selectors refused to consi¬ 
der them fer the selection, saying 
that they were late While the se> 
lectors were right in their conten¬ 
tion, the fou remains that Abbas 
ran walk4Hf%the Indian team It 
IS only a ffrmality for him to take 
part in any selection trial That he 
was late for the trials was not de 
liberate on his part nor was it any 
of his doing 

Why then should he be punish¬ 
ed’ Besides, the selectors were 
as-'arc of his arrival through the 
ti legram sent bv him One cannot 
he1r> but feel that the selectors, 
V' 1 ) are iinantinous m declaring 
Ahhis an all time gicat, have other 
eon''derations at heart instead of 
ti'c best interests of the game 

Whiie the steer ng committee of 
the nri had Oiiilier icctificd the 
blunder c>in"tted bv the selec¬ 
tors, this 1 ' an .i| rfjl to the offi¬ 
cials of nil to come to the rescue 
of Indian basketball once more 

It is not yet too late It will be 
in the fitness of things if Abb.is 
leads the Indian team to the Quaid- 
o-Aram centenary celebration 
tournament and without him the 
Indian ream should not be allowed 
to go to Pakistan

The graph of India's performan¬ 
ces in the World’s since our debut 
in Yugoslavia in 1*)72, when we 
ended up in 21st place out of 24, 
has shown a constant upward trend. 
The 1973 Holland World’s, saw the 
Indians emerging 17th and the ex¬ 
pet icnce gathered in the earlier 
two championships clearly revealed 
itself as India surprised quite a few 
better-fancied nations whilst plac¬ 
ing Itth in the 197S Championships 
in Italy This time out. the Indian 
lads have the advantage of being 
in familiar waters and will no 
doubt be more than mere push¬ 
overs in the keen tussle for the top 
honours.

Women dominate 


C OMPETENTLY organised as 
usual this year’s Inter Rail* 
way Athletic Championships was 
more cr less donnnated by women 
competitors who were lesponsible 
for setting up eigh' of the ten new 
recotds rewritten during the three- 
day meet 

The hountry’s top athlete, all- 
rounder 'Ofiusuya Bat was under¬ 
standably the pek of the lot break¬ 
ing three records in the fit&r two 
days and generally finishing ahead 
In other events to help Southern 
Railway retain the women's team 
title 

On the opening day Anusuya Bai 
bettered the discus maik with a 
dUtanre of 44 42 M However this 
was 3 btlow pel p< aormaiivi ~ 
has done better at the national 
level On the scernd day she and 
$rirupa Chatterjee. a former Inter- 
Railway and Open meet sprint 
champion, ran a splendid race in 
the 100 metics, Aniisuya breaking 
the record and Sriiupa equalling 
it. They clocked 12 2 and 12 ^ sec 
onds respectively Later Anusuya 
ran almost alone a; it wcic to im¬ 
prove upon a 18 year old mark in 
the 400 metres The name to be re¬ 


moved from the record books was 
that of the great Stephie O’Souza 
who had set a record of 59.6 sec in 
lO'S Anusuya clocked 59 0 sec 

Another international, Geeta 
Zutshi was also in the limelight 
when she clocked 2.14 2 with a 
start to finish lead in the 800 
metres J Naresh and S Haidar 
who {ame reennd and third respec¬ 
tively also came within the old 
mai k of 2*23 2 se* by Southern 
Railway’s Visalakshi in 1974 

Miss Zutshi, however, could not 
repeat her performance in the lon¬ 
ger 1,500 moires event Though she 
broke the r.ld record she was only 
second The faster girl here was na- 
tioj.a! cbamnion Jalaja Naresh 

Central Railway’s Gui'ans Kauf 
had to exert a lot to claim the ja¬ 
velin throw title with a throw of 
4030 while V Mary, making a 
come back after a long absence 
picked rhe second spot Giirbans 
Kaur's etfort was of course a re¬ 
cord Endowed with a bunch of 
steady runners. Eastern Railway’s

the Marshal Tito Gold Medal for 
the best athlete of the meet In the 
200 metres he outpaced the holder. 
K Natarajan, also of Southern 
Railway

winning the 800 mcties in a record 
time if J 51 4 as against the 11- 
year old mark of 1 51.8 set by the

N June 16, IS*?), a slon, i'flier 

paliio fooking I ondonci tn’er- 
e<l for his fust m..rjrhon lacc- — 
26 miles 383 yards It was the 
famous Colyrechnic Maiathon, irom 
Windsor Castle to Chiswick in West 
London, a gruelling course, as 
many of the world’s greatest long 
distance runneis would agice 

But It held no tenors for 12 
yeai-old Jim Peters He won the 
I ace in 2 hours, 29 minutes, 24 
seconds, a record foi the course, 
but nearly four minutes over the 
world record time for the distance 

Twelve months later, on June 
14, 1932, he set out to run over 
the same course On a bright Eng 
lish summer afternoon, the small 
“army” of runners set off from 
the grounds of Windsor Castle with 
26 miles 385 yards of leg aching, 
brain-searing, lung-tugging torture 
ahead. 

Right from the start it was the 
steely-m u s c 1 e d, pale faced Jim 
Peters who took the lead At 15 
miles, which he coveied in 1 hour 
17 minutes, he had a lead of one 
and three quarter minutes At 20 
miles he was three minutes ahead 

It was fantastic running — but 
It seemed impossible for a man to 
keep up such a crucifying pare 


“He'll be dead before the finish," 
said the experts 

Bii* )im Peters was a “running 
robot" and at last to a thundeious 
luar of cheering, he entered the 
Chiswick biadiuin for the nnal Inp 

D.s lime for the race was 2 
hours 20 minutes 422 seconds 
Even )im Peters himself could 
hardly believe ii 

He I’.1(1 n >t only beaten his own 
Wiiidsoi Chiswick com sc record by 
nine minutes, b u t bad knocked 
more than four and a half minutes 
off the world record set hv the 
Koiean runner Choi Yoon Chil in 
October the previous year 

It was the most magniiicent per¬ 
formance ever achieved in the his¬ 
tory of the world's most gruelling 
endurance test, and as one official 
was heard to declare- “The rest of 
the world won't believe Jim’s 
figures, they are so sensational. 

Even some of Uie race officials 
could not believe the time, feeling 
that the course must have been 
short of the regulation distance 
But the course was checked and 
re-checked and eventually it was 
announced that the runners had 
covered 26 miles 645 yards 260 
yards too much'

Tests are here' 

A FTER the cake-walk win India had over New 

Zealand in the rhrecTest senes which ended 
only a fortnight ago — a senes which failed to 
create much interest among the cricket rra/y mil¬ 
lions in this country—everyone is looking forward 
to the five Tests asainst England the hist of which 
starts at Ferozshah Kotla in New Delhi 'iver the 
week-end. 

In the four matches preceding the first Test, 
Tony Gieig and his iren, especially his batsmen, 
have shown that England, though in the process 
of rebuilding their side after the hammering thev 
received in recent years, first at the hands of 
Australia and then the West Indies, will he a tough 
nut to crack All t.Heir top batsmen, barring peihaps 
.\miss and Woolmer, have scored heavily in these 
matches, though they have yet to come against the 
wiles of our are spinners Of course, Prasaiina was 
in the attack against them at Ahniedahad and Bedi 
in Jullundur but these are haidly the games in 
which they would choose to expose their 'tricks ’ 

England’s fast bowlers have impressed on our 
«low wickets They must indeed have been surprised 
at the amount of movement they got in the air at 
Ahmedabad The Bombay batsmen who have played 
them at Poona and Ahmedabad, feel tnat Mike 
Selvey, who moves the ball both ways appreciably 
will be the must dangeious English bowler in con 
ditioiis that suit him. The \isitors have also im 
pressed in the all-important fielding dcpariinent 
whetc Derek Randall and Graham Barlow have 
excelled 

Though the visitors have raptured the hearts 
of the Indian followers of the game with their 
pelformences and good manneis on am' o(f the 
field, they are faced with quite a few pioblems 
as far as fitness is concerned At the time of going 
lo press un the last day of their match against 
North Zone, three players are indisposed Be->idcs 
Geoff Cope hasn’t returned as yet It is hoped that 
all will be well by the time the Delhi Test begins 

Though India must go into the sci les with 
confidence, what with a 2-0 victors over the Kiwis 
still Iresh in memory, it’s not going to be smooth¬

I T was May 26, 1934, The sun 
scorched down on the beautiful 
Prmtwick golf course on the west 
coast of Scotland, where the 36- 
holcs final of the British Amateur 
Championship was being decided 

The contestants were 30-year-old 

t ames Wallace, Scottish shipwright 
rom the nearby Troon Club, and 
Lawson Littles 24-year-old Umver- 
sity atudent from California. 

The hopes of all Scotland were 
in the capable bands of Wallace, 
after bia wondarful golf during the 
earlier rounds of the champion- 
ship. 

The two men set off on the first 
of tbekr two rounds at an early 
hour, to that the Ameriesm could 
catdi a boat home later that day 
. . . and from the first dew-wet 
green he played runaway golf 

He won the first bole, halved 
the seconA and won the next five. 
He was paying like a machine. 


Wallace was powerless to make 
any counter-attack, and the longer 
the round lasted the more demo- 
raised die Scot seemed to become. 

As the sun rose higher and the 
temperature grew warmer, the 
hopes of the onthusiaaric Scottish 
gallery dropped lower and lower 
Yet the Scot# could not help but 
admire and applaud the American's 
immaculate driving and putting. 

Lawstm Little was six up after 
nine holes. Wallace tried every¬ 
thing be knew to put a better com¬ 
plexion on the scoreboard, but 
there was no stiqiping die man-in- 
B-hurry.

J USTICE has prevailed, after all 
The World Powerlifting Fede¬ 
ration has finally — and once for 
all — selected the Indian Power- 
lifting Federation as the sole In¬ 
dian associate in the international 
body. The Indian Weightlifting 
Federation’s bid to nose in at a 
crucial stage to foist a membership 
oft the world body lias been firmly 
dealt with 

The Indian Powerlifting Federa¬ 
tion had been formed much earliei 
than the “wing” created by 'he 
IiyF The TPF had organised two 
nationals before the World Powci- 
lifting Championship, held in York, 
Pennsylvania fUSA) from Novem 
ber 5 to 7 It was, m the normal 
course, granted membership of the 
international body 

The rWF, knowing the circum¬ 
stances under which the world biidy 
had given the IPP recognition, also 
applied for it, saving that it was 
recognised by the Indian C.overn- 
ment, was a constituent member ol 
the Indian Olympic Association and 
had been in existence for a long 
time Going bv its State member¬ 


ship, the IWF claimed that it had 
far more States under its wing 
than the IPF, although this mem 
bership was obviously foi weight 
lifting from each other 

The IWF was gianted piovisio- 
nal membership of the world body 
on the strength of its claim, but 
only until the World Powerlifting 
Congress was held during the 
championship Finally, in York, the 
fWr application foi membership 
was rejected and that of the IPF 
made permanent 

The IPF has thus crossed its ma¬ 
jor hurdle, after a struggle lasting 
a year Already beset with pro¬ 
blems jf finance, the IWF's need 
less foi ay into a tiuly foietgn field 
further complicated matters for 
the irr 

After the in.‘ugiiral Calcutta Na 
tioiials, the IPF set a date lor the 
second Nationals at Nagpui in 
order to select a squad for the 
November Worlds In the mean 
time the IWF stopped in with a 
parallel National It managed to 
muster seveiai constituent units 
because most of them did not know 
the actual position of the IPF On 
the strength of this performance. 


also conducted in Calcutta to slight 
the IPF, the IWF claimed to be 
representative 

But the world body obviously 
saw thiough this game and dispos* 
ed of the matter properly — and 
justly With its hands strengthen¬ 
ed, IPF will go ahead with its 
plans to popularise the sport

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HK Nehru Hockey Tourna¬ 
ment, the country’s premier 
hockey meet was a poor show, hoc¬ 
key-wise and umpiring-wise The 
nation’s top teams were theie and 
nearly all the lop piayeis too but 
somehow barring a couple uf 
matches, the fare dished out was 
one of the poorest seen in tnany 
years 

Apart from the general decline 
in the standard of the game one of 
the main icasons toi the poor fare 
was the bad umpiring 
This is not to say that the um¬ 
piring was partial but theie were 
too many glaring examples of poor 
judgement One thing out umpires 
must remember Conn oiling the 
game is quite different from inter¬ 
fering with It Too much whistling 
can spoil the rhythm of the pio- 
reedings It also has an adverse 
effect on the plajers 
And to cap it all, Maj Gen H 
K Bakshi, one of the umpires in 
the nnal between Armv Service 
Corps and Punjab Police was a bit 
too arbitrary and set a rare pre¬ 
cedent in the annals of the game 
in the world 

As was expected the teams were 
keyed up for the occasion and 
tempers too were a bit frayed And 
Genet al Bakshi certainly did not 
help in the matter bv ordering a 


penalty sti okt* when the ASC pla 
yers proved a little too excited to 
allow the penally corner lo be ta¬ 
ken They ran out ton fast once too 
often and General Bakshi prompt¬ 
ly made the penalty-corner into a 
penalty-stroke Mohindei Singh 
convened it and this was the only 
goal in the match Punjab Police 
weie thus the unpopular winners 

What really galis everyone is 
that General Bakshi was not really 
consistent in applying this rule 
Defenders do rush out during 
penalty-corners but there must be 
some yardstick for enfoicing this 
rule But it was the only occasion 
in the tournament and of all the 
times, h was applied in the final 
And more than that, it fetched the 
only goal of the noitch 

If 'he umpires are to take sub¬ 
terfuge in this rule than I am quite 
sure that penalty-corners will never 
be taken anywheie 

That incident apart Punjab Po¬ 
lice were one of the best teams 
from the quartet-final league on¬ 
wards But they had to struggle to 
reach the semi-finals 

They drew their first two mat¬ 
ches, against Northern Railway 
and CRPF and managed to eke out 
a 1-0 win over a disorganised In¬ 
dian Airlines team. This gave them 
four points but Northern who mana¬ 


ged tu got two goals in against In 
dian Airlines, in what appealed to 
a ‘‘fix", topped ihe pool, leaving 
Puiiiab Prlice and CRPF to play- 
ort to decide the second team in 
the pool Punjab Police won 10.

"Now I understand,” said Dimitri 
"It is under the Indo-Soviet 
sports exchange programme and 
great Indian players play great 
Russian players in friendly 
spirit” 

“No, Diimtri,” 1 said. "It is ex¬ 
change between Indian pli^yers 
and New Zealand pldyeis and 
you keep raps of New Zealand

More, not equal prizes 

tlfx HE girls will again be at Wimbledon next sum 
■•■ mer, although they have lost the battle for an 
equal share of the piize money 

The boycott they threatened last Jolv, which 
would have ieduced the All-England Club’s cente 
nary lournament to a half-value event has been 
railed oft 

Now the women will play for an aveiage of 
80 per cent of the men’s cash — the same as last 
year' 

Some women players could even be compera 
tively worse off In annoiincinf the figures for 
Wimbledon 1977, the club has admitted the neW 
prize structuie “rewards merit where it is due, at 
the top ” 

For the girl who emerges as singles champion. 
It means a boost in prize money from £10,000 to 
£13,500. 

But for th* 48 girls who lose in the first round 
there is no increase on last year’s £150 

Sir Brian Burnett, the All-England Club chair¬ 
man, said “We have always wanted a sensible 
solution to this problem and the Women's Associa^ 
' tion seem happy with the increases we have 
arranged ” 

Total prize money for what promises to be die 
best-ever championship, from June 20 to July 2, is 
up by £59,494 to a massive £21SvlS5, 

There will be £116,850 in the men’s singles, 
w,ih the champion taking £15,000 an increase 
of £2,500 over 1970, when the total for the event 
was £68,300 

The women’s singles pool will total £60,180 
compared with £45,200 last year.

This year's campaigners are more 
active than usual as a sustained 
effort IS being made to pi'event the 
re-elertion of a particular senior 
member.

is the subject of an enquiry 

The anti-factions claim that 'his

careci with bat and ball than John Level 

Of our bowlers, only Bedi extracted some pur¬ 
chase out of the wicket He kept the batsmen on a 
tight rein with his clever variations of hne, length 
and flight 

As reported elsewhere in this issue, the Indian 
fielding seems to have lapsed back to its wayward 
ways Dropped catches cost us dear 

Much has been said about the ‘rogue* ball which 
replaced the original one which went out of shape 
(Indian made ‘Pioneer Deluxe' balls are being 
used in the seriea) after 12 oveis. Whereas the 
original ball made Lever look fairly ordinary, the 
one which was substituted suddenly started seaming 
and awerving to the great discomfort of the Inchan 
batamen who barring *1000 in a calendar year* boy 
'Sunny* Gavaskar preferred to play across the line 
of the sharply angled deliveries swinging, with some 


assistance from the dense atmosphere, on to the 
leg stump 

Tony Greig appears to be a man of his word 
At the start of the tour he had promised that his 
team would lespect the umpires* decisions and 
they did just that, despite the fact That at least two 
leg before decisions — those of Greig himself and 
Woolmer — were rather debatable but the stan- 
datd of umpiting was, on the whole, of a high 
order with the decisions which went against Eng¬ 
land being more or less balanced by those that ac¬ 
counted for the dismissals of Gaekwad and Viswa- 
narh m the fust inmngs And the negatived appeal 
for leg before against Gavaskar in the first innings* 
must have been a very neat thing 

In sum, India's downfall was largely the result 
of atrocious batting, lack of adequate penetrative 
support to Bedi and sub-standaid fielding In suf 
fering their third consecutive defeat at the Feroze- 
shoh Kotia, the Indian batsmen betrayed an astoni¬ 
shing lack of application on a placid wicket with 
many of them throwing away their wickets to irre¬ 
sponsible shots 

Despite the predictions of the experts', the 
wicket did not take appreciable tuin, although it 
must be said to the ctedit of Undeiwood and Greig 
(who bowled his off spinners in the second innings) 
that rhev bowled intelligentlv and accurately 

Gieig maintained the pressuir thioiighout by 
sotting attacking fields which his first innings total 
pcrinitlf>d him to do To add to India’s woes, the 
rnglatid fielding was absolutely fust rate The two 
(.auhes taken by WiUis and the return catch accep¬ 
ted by Underwood to dismiss Patel were superb 
by any yardstick 

A lefreshing feature of this senes — thus tar 
— IS the ticmendouslv good spirit that has existed 
between the teams 'lantrums, displays of temper 
and intimidation of umpires have been conspicu 
oils by then absence and a healthy precedent has 
been set of players of the batting side visiting 
the dressing room of the fielding team after the 
day’s play to share a glass of beet or what have-you 

Our selectors arc to be complimented for not 
panicking after tl\e setback in Delhi The choice of 
individual players are always open to debate but 
they have done well in retaining all but one of 
the team which played in Delhi for India’s 50th 
Test against England starting at Eder Gardens on 
New Yeai's Day Only by giving players a fair trial 
can confidence be inculcated 

Finally, a suggestion to the Cti-Conliol Board 
Can rapport not be established between the selec¬ 
tion committee which, after all’s said and done 
does indeed perform a most difficult and thankless 
lob and is not in a position to answer the charges 
levelled against it via the Board secretary? This it 
not to suggest that confidential proceedings of 
selection committee meetings be made public 
knowledge But surely certain broad details regar¬ 
ding the inclusion or exclusion of a player or pla- 
yeis can be made available to the press, as in the 
case in England as our friend Ken Barrington 
would have us know 

The Board should, in its own interest as well 
as that nt cricket followers, reconsidei its tight- 
lipped policy In certain matters of public intetest, 
absolute secrecy can only breed suspicion, mis 
understanding and lumour-ntongering

Massie (Lord’s, 197?) and the West 
Indian Alf Valentine (Old 'liaf

Alec Bedser had 7 for 49 in his 
first Test at Lord’s against India 
in 1946, and, despite the galaxy of 
bowling talent England have had 
since the war.

He had nothing but his ability 
and endurance to aid him The 
conditions were normal for India 
But he had one strnke of luck

The worst in 10 years 


rT is len years since India lost a 
home Test as heavily as the 
first Test at Fernzshah Kotla That 
previous loss was to the mighty 
West Indies side ol the mid 1960*s, 
just before it started to go over the 
nill Hie recent one is to a side 
that IS still picking up the pieces 
of the disastrous series of the sum¬ 
mer against the West Indies, but is 
picking them up pretty quickly 

After a morning and half an 
afternoon of triumph on the first 
day, when they had Mike Brearley, 
Graham Barlow, Bob Woolmer and 
Keith Fletcher cut for 64 and then 
Grcig, at 12S, India were steadily 
outplayed, bettered by far m evety 
department 

On that first morning, Bedi and 
Chandrasekhst made Fngland re¬ 
in e then nightmares of foui vears 
ago and in tins period. Amiss too 
had to haule fot survival Ghavri 
tested him with bumpers sesetal 
times He hooked one of them foi

otlifi s he showed enrugh disrom-

Amiss IS not a hooker But with 
little pace and bounce in the pitch, 
lie ventured to play the hook time 
f'lid again He iiearlv came to grief 
dm ing Ghdvri's opening spell 
when he offered a difficult chance 
to t handiasckliar, just behind 
squait. 

rhere was even a nearer miss foi 
Amiss aftei tea, when he was on 
the apt caches to his hundred Dri¬ 
ving at Bedi without being quite 
to the pitch, he played the ball iip- 
pishly into the covers A late start 
by Patel, probably because be lost 
sight of the ball against the back¬ 
ground of dark brown ciotbrngand 
scarlet, advertisement beating eye

The impact was disastrous 
Amiss, although feeling quite ill

Amiss shared effective partner¬ 
ships with Greig, Knott and, most 
important, with Lever who. ironi 
cally. bats lower down for his 
county, Essex, than he did that day 


for England Knott, making ?'>, 
batted in a manner which showed 
that he will continue to pose pto 
blems through the series 
Lever’s innings was so untrnub 
led that ir undei lined toi the ump 
tecnih lime.

Chandi asekhat lost the stung and

Last out in England’s innings, 
Lever was not finished with India 
yet Before the second day was 
through, he tui ned the match in 
England’s favour with a magnifi 
cent exhibition rf swing howling 

lurk was on Pngland’s side Just 
as Gieig biought on Lever, ine 
ball with which the innmgs staitcd 
went om of shape I he replace¬ 
ment, if not a "rogue”, was most 
amenable to swing and with the 
misty atmosphere of the evening 
helping furthei, Lever ran ram¬ 
pant 

In 16 delnertes, Leven removed 
Anshuman Gaekwad who had tim¬

Undei the cir« unisiances, it was 
a hit I ash on the pait of Gavaskar 
to keep hcfl-king, specially when the 
shot brought him no runs He rou'd 
not time them —sufficient warning 
that he was heading for trouble 
Not unpredictably, he lofted a hnok 
to long leg where Willis, sprinting 
the best pait of 25 yai ds. took the 
ui St of two superb catcher he 
brought oft that morning 

It was foiecasf hv toi al experts 
that the pitch would bieak up It 
never reallv did But it was iin 
comfortably slow and allwed the 
odd ball to turn 

It was not a typical Underwood 
wicket But he bowled siipe'-bly on 
It, keeping an immaculate line and 
making the batsman play at almost 
exeiv ball With an enornious fund 
ol runs to bowl at, Fngland weie

A ghost that haunts 


GHOST uf Chustmns past was 
haunlinK Tony Greig at Doihi 
as he savoured the taste of his 
first victory in nine Tests as Fng 
land captain 

John Lever demolished India',; 
three remaining wickets in 13 de¬ 
liveries on the last day to give 
himself the astonishing match 
figures of fen for 70 on his Test 
debut and see England home 

Yet as 1^5 players stripped off 
to luxuriate in the warm December 
sunshine bv the hotel pool Grcig’s 
thoughts were already racing ahead 
to the second and third Tests in 
Calcutta and Madras -- and lust 
as swiftly darting back to what 
happened there four years ago 

Then as now England spent 
Christmas celebrating a triumphant 
start in the Delhi Test Bur within 
three weeks they had been beaten 
by 28 runs in Calcutta, by four 
wickets in Madras and the series 
was lost 

“We don't want a repetition of 
that,” says Greig “So we’ve got to 


start straightaway on getting the 
guys in the right frame of mind 
for Calcutta 

"We will go into it with exact!v 
the .same attitude as we had here— 
trying like stink to win But if we 
do get into tiouble we have got to 
make absolutely certain we hang 
on to our 1>0 lead in the series 

"We just cannot affoid to go to 
Madras level It’s horses for cour¬ 
ses and India have won a lot of 
Test matches there recently ” 

It is an indication of Greig’s 
growinf maturity that he has not 
let the intoxication of such a magni 
ficent start go *o his head And it 
Is a tribute to the hard profeasio- 
naliam that lurks behind the smil¬ 


ing public image that his plavcrs 
will nor let the festive spirit lun 
away with them either 

What really swung it for Greig 
though weie two superb bowling 
perfotmances — bv Levei. whose 
ten wickct haul was the best by 
an English bowler on his debut 
since Alec Bedscr’s against Indi<i 
ai Lord’s in 1946, and by Undet- 
wood who quickly dispelled any 
ideas that all the woild’s great 
slow bowlers come fiom the east 

“Undeiwood is the one thing 
about Madias I’m looking forwaid 
to If the wicket goes as everyone 
expects it TO he i ould ne even 
more dangerous than the Indian 
spinners lie’s that bit quicker and 
in those conditions he needs rr. 
move the ball only marpnally uy 
be really difficulr to play ” 

Greig too did his bit here wi.h 
40 overs of olT spin though he rea¬ 
lises that the balance of the side 
could cause problems on ihe tur¬ 
ning pitches later on 

He admitted “When f'm bowling 


well I can bowl 'em but it comes 
and goes with me It wasn’t until 
the closing stages that I felt the 
loop was theie and 1 started get¬ 
ting a few outside edges Bur it 
soil wasr’t quite right ” 

India's captain Bcdt said apolo 
getically “It wasn’t much of a con¬ 
test I'm afraid Lever bowled very 
well but without taking anything 
away from him 1 must say we 
helped by playing some snipid 
shots You would have thought it 
was Old Trafford from his 
figures ” 

On the first day England shrivel¬ 
led to 6S for four and later 125 
for five before the indomitable 
Dennis Amiss joined forces with

Alan Knott and then John Lever 
to lift them to then formidable 
total 

If Knott’s was the virtuoso per¬ 
formance that broke the Indian 
spinners’ grip and Lever’s a bonus 
that capsuled the spirit in the side. 
Amiss was a hero When he finally 
fell for 179 his temperature too 
was into three figures and he has 
been in bed evei since 

John I.esei’s incredible seven for 
46 confirms the belief that the In¬

Gavaskar was England's b i g 
stumbling Lloci He had hatted for 
three an a riuarter hours in Ihe 
first innings and he far exceeded 
that in the second innings He 
takes a risk every now and aga n 
but he is getting away with them 

India's 122 all out was their low¬ 
est against England on their own 
wickets since they were bow led out 
for 121 at Kanpur 25 years ago and 
they looked sadly demoralised Yet 
Greig still deliberated at some 
length before deciding to enforce 
the follow on, the deciding factor 
probably being that with a test day 
to follow his bowlers should be fit 
and fresh for another burst on 
Tuesday morning And that they 
did.

England be¬ 
came inspired with Willis making 
two superlative catches, first a 
sprint and a roll at long leg for 
tte vital wicket of Sunil Gavaskar, 
and a remarkable reflev action 
swoop at silly point off the last 
ball before lunch Parthasarthy 
Sbarma snicked to Greig, and the 
ball was diverted downwards — 
svhich made it such a remarkable 
catch — off Greig’s thigh 

For India it was understandably

a sad beginning, and, to their cre¬ 
dit, they fought with greater will 
and skill when following on 259 
benind with two and a naif days 
to go The switch of attack from 
fast to slow bowling was of almost 
classic pattern by the end with

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Berry Sarbadhikary—RIP

T he tragic passing away of Berry 
Sarbadhikary has deprived In- 
dian sport and sports journalism 
and broadcasting of a veritable 
doyen, a pioneer, a trail blazer who 
broufdit dignity to his profession 
and honour to his country. 

The widely-travelled ‘Berryda’, 
as ai^usat SPORTSWEEK affec¬ 
tionately^ and respectfully knew 
him, was a true ambassador of the 
country. His gentle, affable nature 
(which had an infinite capacity for 
'empathy'), his polished demea¬ 
nour which reflected fais genteel 
upbringing and his sympathetic 
disposition endeared him to all 
those who had the pleasure of 
knowing him at home and abroad 
The list of 'firsts’ chalked up by 
Berryda over a long and successful 
career spanning 72 years during 
which he covered 104 Tests is most 
impressive indeed His book 'In¬ 
dian Crickm: Uncovered* remains 
a classic and ‘My World of Cric¬ 
ket’ went out of print almost as 
soon as it was relrased 

A household name in India, 
Berryda was' loved, respected, re¬ 
vered in the West Indies The late 
Sir Frank Worrell and his wife 
Velda were dear friends of his. 

Proof of the lOve and admira¬ 
tion which the West Indies had for 
Berryda was provided by Clive 
Lloyd’s 1974-75 touring team which 
presented him a handsome purse 
at the cmiclusion of the Bush Tro¬ 
phy matches in Bombay, as did the 
Rotary Club of Bombay Mid-town 
and a host of friends uter his re¬ 
tirement as cricket commentator 
BJessed with the ability to laugh 
at himself, Berryda believed in the 
adage that money should be ‘cur¬ 
rent’, not hoarded Born in a dis¬ 
tinguished Calcutta family and 
brought up in affluence^ he coun¬ 
ted among his- intimate friends 
innumerable Maharajahs, Nawabs 
as also the hoi-polloi 
His earnings as author, journa¬ 
list and broadcaster were consider¬ 
able. but large-hearted friend and 
good host that ha was. accustomed 
to the good things of life, Berryda 
did not have much to ahow for his 
efforts when he retired from Alt 
India Radio in 1972. 

Even when his earnings dimini¬ 
shed, Berryda was always nattily, 
if not expensively, attired He fas- 
dduously 'dressed for the occasion’ 
find set great store by correct form 
and decorum ‘Tlow do I look 
maan?** he would often ask us in¬ 
jest at parties, to which our stock 
reply would be ‘wxy. maan’, a re¬ 


tort which unfailingly sent him 
into roars of laughter. 

Berra Sarbadhikary was a true 
'pro', f had the pleasure and pri¬ 
vilege of having him as house 
guest during Tony Lewis' team’j 
tour and, therefore, had the oppor- 
tunitv of seeing for myself the tre¬ 
mendous stamina and capacity for 
hard work which he poMessed 

Despite ill-health and an allergy 
which he developed due to eicpo- 
aure to the sun, he covered the 
entire series, often fitting in the 
sun (as one has to at some cen¬ 
tres) with a towel on his head To 



continuously pound away on his 
typewriter toi as long as eight 
hours at a stretch, sans food or 
drink, was for him, even at that 
age, an effortless job, provided 
coffee and cigarette were available 
in suflicient quantity 

Mild-mannered and soft-spoken, 
Berryda could be critical but never 
scathing He could be trenchant 
but never alwasive. He did not dip 
his pen in arsenic Above all, he 
was always constructive and res¬ 
ponsible 

Berryda’s neat exterior mirrored 
an m'derly mind He always dotted 
his 'i's and crossed his ‘t's. He 
never missed a deadline and one 
could almost set one’s watch by 
the arrival of hia column in die 
office on Friday morning, the en- 
velt^ie neatly addressed in his ele¬ 
gant handirriting. Propriety was 
another trait which characterised 
bis personality He waa idways 
punctilious in the matter of cor¬ 
rectly addressing people and per- 
wmalities 


For some reason or anothsTt 
Berryda would address me es *my 
young bossman’ and was often em- 
barrasingly kind in his introdne- 
tions and references. One reasm 
for this could have been the fact 
that the SPORTSWEEK column 
meant a ipreat deal to him. He look- 
ed upon it as a sort of resutrection 
of his writing career. 

Around the time of his deadi, 
the Rotary Club of Bombay Mid< 
town, of which I have the honour 
to be a member, was considmring 
appointing Berryda editor of its. 
Bulletin, a part-time assignment 
which would have fetched him sub* 
stantial income for fairly easy 
work for a man of his professional 
abilities. Berryda was himself in the 
the process of completing the work 
of undatina his Tndia-Wesr Indies* 
souvenir which could have been a 
money-spinner 

His desire, therefore, to rake his 
life and his three-page letter to the 
police in which he attributes his 
decision to 'financial difficulties’ is 
most bewildering Besides, he had 
far too many friends, admirm-s and 
well-wishers who would have glad¬ 
ly helped, if called upon to do so 
And, when considers the fact that 
Berryda reportedly had a bank ba 
lance of Rs 7000 and a regular in 
come, the fatal decision appears to 
be most bewildering, with more to 
It than meets the eve 

When Bishen Bedi most thought¬ 
fully phoned early on the morning 
of the rest day to convey the news, 
my first reaction was that of dis¬ 
belief And one still finds it diffi¬ 
cult to believe that the fun-iovinff 
Berry Sat badhikary, with his join 
de vivre, should decide to opt out 
for the reasons stated. 

Berryda belonged to a fast vani¬ 
shing Species He personified dw 
very best aspects of old-world 
charm and grace Somehow, the 
Maker does not cast His children 
in the same mould any longer. RIP

Tvlany tlms.« various shots can be 
played off a given ball Take one 
short of a length 18 inches outside 
the off stump The batsman has the 
option of playing the shot down 
the gully, a square rut, a forcing 
shot into the covers or even a pull 
shot TO mid-wicket Why not play 
the one which appears to offer the 
greatest ytcld^ 

If there is a man on the fence at 
third-man you know the gully shot 
will only yield a single If cover ii 
deep, the square cut and the pul) 
may be the only oossible tours.

It IS unwise foi a batsman to 
specificalls inaKc uo hn. mind 
betorc a boll is bowled where he 
will hit it Tliat is, of cuutse, unles.s 
there aie exieptional cirrumstan 
ces, suth as playing fit the strike 
or when wiskets arc of no moment 
and onlv runs count, etc Never¬ 
theless, batsmen should always 
have prominently in them minds 
the thought that they will take ad¬ 
vantage of openings in the field if 
oppcrtunity occurs 

When toking strike a baisman 
should be able at any time to shut 
his eyes and v 1 s u a 1 1 s e, just as 
though he was looking at a photo¬ 
graph, the exact position of every 
man on the held Then and only 
then con he ho mentally condition¬ 
ed to the art of placing the ball 

Let me give two simple illustra 
tions 

An inviting half-vclley comes 
along Just outside the le^ stump 
It can be easily forced just in 


ever sh'>t he likes, and iiatuialiy 
he should sticci the most pmlitable 
.ine If it happens also to be the 
safer cnc, so mu<h the better 
But the important thing is that 
he should be on the look out for 
the opportunity and net waste time 
plaving the unprofitable stiokc 
Any big gaps which invite senr 
ing opportunties, especially those 
where the boundary is unprotected, 
•■hould be pm nointed A positive 
aggressive mental approach to bat¬ 
ting IS the only way to score at 
reasonable speed 

The man who thinks in terms of 
defence unless he receives a very 
bad ball 1 $ seldom ready to attack 
a bad one when it does arrive 
I saw a player go in recently 
and a survey of the off-side field 
revealed nobody between niid-off 
and gully, The first ball he recei¬ 
ved was a full pitch which went 
past him a foot off the ground and 
about the same distance outside 
the of. stump He piomptly covet 
ed up w'th Ins pads, put the bat 
over his shoulder and allowed it 
to pa.ss I was dumbfounded It was 
almost impossible for the fellow to 
have got out from the ball no mat¬ 
ter wna' he did, and almost any 
sort of a drive must have yielded 
runs 

It was, you see, purely a mental 
attitude He wasn’t thinking in 
terms of anything but detence. 

And iust because a bail is of 
good length or on the stumps 


you must be ready with the men¬ 
tal picture of the field before the 
ball IS bowled, and be prepared to 
act 

This IS very diffeient fiom deci¬ 
ding on the shot befnie you knotv 
wheie the ball will he pitched 
We have all seen ihaps thrash¬ 
ing hard drives into the covers for 
nought when all the time they 
could have been walking singles 
with softer shots 
The art of placing the ball is 
net only skill in s'roke play — a 
is pitting your wits against the 
other fellow—deliberately at times 
playing shots to try to draw a 
fieldsman away from a position 
that you want opened up 
The really fast scorer over a pe¬ 
riod IS nor the wild slogger. He 
will make an extremelv fast thirty 
•today and then fail seveial times 
The man who will come cut on top 
is the one who is constantly look¬ 
ing for scoring oppurtumlics—who 
does not neglect to nick up the 
singles when nothing better is 
offering—and who is always wait¬ 
ing to punch the ball through 
holes in the field which the oppo¬ 
sing skipper leaves open 
There is endless scone and va 
nety for the batsm.'n in this art 
of nlacng the hill, and nothing 
demoralises a fielding side so much 
as the batsman who takes the ini¬ 
tiative and refuses to be chained 
down by the bowler's tactics.

To go hack to the substance of 
my tolk pariiallv, 1 did not liave 
to laboui cn the impoit oi my 
subject, which was obvious T i > I 
then Anglo Indian girls, and some 
ot the Indian girls in what, biuad 
ly, could lie called Anglo-Indian 
and Missionary schools, had taken

In the talk, howevei, I warned 
girls and ycung women against ta¬ 
king to football, 1 had done some 
home-work and cited several top 
Ceiman medical authorities who 
were cf the firm view that among 
othcM damages football did to the 
fail sex was the danger during their 
child biith ’those weie the uavs of 
newspiinr iffluence, and a good 
• iinimary ol the talk was carried all 
over by the news agencies And 
Raikiimari Amrit Kaur. hot self a 
r.ipab]e tennis player, then Union 
Health Minis'et, sent me a ton page 
iciter backing the stand against 
football along with ceitain other 
suggestions, as our genetal facto¬ 
tum of table tennis, Ranga Rama- 
nuiain, veiv close to Rsjkuinariji, 
may confirm 

Well, today, apait from taking lo 
ePher games in a big way, Indian 
gii Is and vouna women have been 
playing lootball also Resides athle 
tics, hockey and lawn tennis, in ihe 
iiitci national .uena, Indian women 
seem to have iancicd cm kei very, 
very much obviously with the bles¬ 
sings of the Union Uovoi nincnt and 
also backed up In AIR at home 
So much so in fact, that with a 
Women’s Test between Aiisti alia 
and India on at the Rden tlardens. 
Calcutta, the 33rd World TT, tl 
the adjoining .Stadium got AIR 
and rV coverage as il by giace' 

Indeed, Women's cricket T e *■ i 
matches between India and New 
Zealand, Austialia. West Indies, of 
late, have been plentiful, and in 
amaringiy quick sucressii n, which 
may or may not have to do any 
thing with the Women’s Lib year' 
Anyway, it is good to noic that 
quite a few shackles have been 
broken in the once "forbidden” 
area, tne Shanta Rangaswarais and 
the Diana Eduljees etc, have come 
to ihc fore, and they have taken 


their rightful position in the na 
tion's sporting activities. 

Peisonally, however, I am some 
what relieved that I do not have 
to leport Women’.s cricket, as after 
a very long tenure with men, 1 
might have mixed up “Hi.s” with 
•’Her” in my despatches, but for a 
diowsy night subeditor correcting 
me Weil, all the best to the newly 
emerged foi ce in our national 
sporting life And they are bound 
to make healthy mctheis, too And 
yet, lest we forget, even it from 
ffw, the lead had come from Jenny 
.Sanderson, an admirable tennis 
player m the pre-war era, who took 
part in the Wimbledon and was 
considered at Calcutta’s famous 
.South Club good enough tor a try, 
the hiiidler Nilima Ghosh who was 
at the 1952 Helsinki Olympiad, and 
sprintri Lecla Row who figured in 
the Melbourne Games of 1956 
fhese arc who icadily come to 
mind, though there might have 
been lust a few othets who escape 
me today 


Whatever the MCC may be ac¬ 
cused of, their passion of spread¬ 
ing cricket far and wide rannitbe 
disputed At the turn of the cen¬ 
tury, as wcdl as before and after 
that, the MCC sent their teams to 
countiies like even Argentina in 
South A mem a More significantly,

I T’S «iot always assy to ba ^a 
son of a footballar. Whila ethar 
youngsters could wallow in tha sa¬ 
tisfaction of suecessas in junior 
football, my father would prick my 
bubUing ago subtly by cfarawing at¬ 
tention to the mistakes 1 made 
and the deficiencies in my game 
that caused them. Soon, bowevari I 
realised tlie exposures were to my 
good. My father, John, played 
centre-forward for Binny tolls and 
Mysore And he did his best to 
help me make the grade as a cen¬ 
tre-forward at Madras Engineering 
Group School at Bangalore. 

My performances a* school must 
have been impressive enough for 
S1.S Army Base Workshop to sign 
me on in 1969 But any thought 
that I may blossom into a centre- 
forward of note was quickly dis¬ 
pelled by coach Muthu, the former 
HAL and India full back and father 
of the present ITI and Karnataka 
icft-wtngcr Raiasekhar Muthu ad 
vised me that 1 lacked the speed 
in sudden spurts and chases after 
a bail and the acceleiation so cs 
seniial foi success at cenire-for 
vyaid He suggested that 1 would 
make a better deep defender and 
'tied me out at light wing back 

This veoi I lepresented the coun- 
tiy as rich! wing hack in the Jah- 
san Celebrations tournament at 
Kabul and the Meideka tournament 
at Kuala Lumpur and as right 
wing back as well as right stopper 
111 the President Park Cup at Seoul 
That IS evidence of how well Muthu 
had guided me in my careei 

I must acknowledge my debt to 
Muthu He took great pains to help 
me settle in the new position and 
impiove my game Besides makiag 
me doing special exercises and 
sprints after training sessions, 
Muthu also devised practice me¬ 
thods involving Chidambaiam and 
Rajendran, the nght-in back and

During the drinks break, in the 
Delhi Test, I went on the field, 
disguised as a drinks boy 1 
handed Gavaskar a glass of 
iimbu pani and asked him 
"Please, could you tell me how 
you found the time to w r 11 c 
your book'^ The readers are most 
anxious to know " 

"I will try my best to answer your 
question,” said Gavaskar, always 
polite "Most of It I wiote while 
travelling between trairhev As 
a matter of fact I finished an 
entire rhaptei while flying from 
New Zealand to West Indies ” 
"Very sensible.” I said handing 
him a towel “What about hotel 
rooms, did you write a lot in 
them?" 

"Oh, yes,” said Gavaskar, "all the 
time When 1 was not signing 


autographs, I was writing my 
book.” 

"A busy cricketer has to write 
bis book wherever he finds the 
time,” I said. 

By this time, the drinks boys were 
leaving the field, but I stayed 
on, disguised es Chandrasekhar 

Standing in the slips, shoulder to

"If I got our early, I sat in the 
pavilion or the dressingloom 
and wrote, wrote wrote And if 
the tail wagged a little and the 
later batsmen carried on, I had 
a lot of time to write," he said 

"Nice,” 1 said 

"Excuse me,” said Gavaskar, as he 
ran after a ball pushed through 
the slips by Amiss After he had 
returned it to the bowler, he told 
me “You will recall the time 
when I had fractured mv finger 
and could not play At that time I 
finished three chapters Though, 
of couise, I had 'o dictate them 
as I could not type them myself 
w ith a broken finger ” 

“Of course,” I said 


“The final part of the book, I had 
to really ru^ throuj^,” he wtd. 
"Often I would write between 
overs or standing at the bowler’s 
end when my partner was bat> 
ting” 

Captain Bedi was rearranging his 
held and he sent Gavaskar to 
souare leg I went and stood be¬ 
side him, disguised as the leg 
umpire 

Gavaskar said "I started taking 
most of my runs in fours, since 
The time taken fetching the bell 
from the boundary. 1 could uti 
lisc wiitiog” 

"Good.” I said 

"1 also wrote when play was held 
up because spectators kept rush¬ 
ing into the field or policemen 
kept walking across the sight 
screen Every moment I got, 1 
made use of, if you know whet 
I mean," he said 

“1 know,” 1 said 

“And rain and bad light helped a 
lot,” said Gavaskar 

"Yes,” 1 said Bv nc.w the umpires 
had spotted that an extra man 
was on the field and 1 was asked 
to leave. And, as 1 was leaving, 
1 told Gavaskar “I will complete 
the interview during the lundh 
break ” 

"Not the lunch-break,” said Gavas 
kar “1 am afraid I will be occu 
pied writing the -.eque] to tnv

The all-important contest 


HE National Table 1 e n n i s 
Championships are round the 
corner but as much interest will 
centre around the elections of the 
Table Tennis Federation of India 
on Christmas Day at Allahabad as 
on tfae fortunes of Bajaj, Dua i» 
Indtt Puri. 

In fact, one could almost cal! 
the elections as a parallel tourna¬ 
ment So many are in the fray 
and so keen » the competition 
There are as many as three nomi 
nadona for the post of the presi 
dent, five for die two posts o* 
yice-preeidants, six for the post of 
honorary sarretary, and three for 
the treasurer. 

Seldom has the title-holder and 
the uncrowned king of Indian table 
teaoia, T. D Range Ramanujan, 
faced such a challenge as he does 
this year. He is being opposed by 
Dfaaram Bir Siohe end A. J Rana, 
who was himself a president for a 
short while 

Ramanujan's name has been pro- 
poeed by as many as nine associa¬ 
tions: Gujarat, Uttar Pradesh, 
Delhi, M^ye Prededs, Andhra 


Pradesh, Rajasthan, Tamil Nadu, 
Karnataka and Orissa Impressive 
though the list is, Ranga still 
faces a pretty formidable task The 
president for the last six years, he 
is now seeking his last term and, 
under the guidelines, has to secure 
a two-thirtu majority Sinha and 
Rana are under no such handicap 


Sinha’s name has been proposed 
by Assam and Maryana and Rana's 
by Maharashtra. Bengal and 
Kerala The battle lines are thus 
clear 


Sinha and Rana also figure in 
the contest for die vice-presidents’ 
posts So there could be a last- 
minute withdrawal but I am reli¬ 
ably informed diat Rana will de¬ 
finitely be conteadng for the presi¬ 
dent's post 1. SwamI, of Maharash¬ 
tra, Aohay Chhajiani, of Madhya 
Pradesh, and K K Bhatnagar are 
the three other contestanu for the 
vice-president's post. Swami may 
wididraw 


Not many may be aware that 
T K Balu IS the present secre¬ 
tary of the TTFl He stepped in 
to nil the vacancy cau.sed by die 
exit of V K Sibal Mid has, tech¬ 
nically, thus completed a term 
The others in the tunning for the 
secretaryship are Pham Sharma, 
foimer international Dilip Sampat, 
C T Dnrairai. who was formerly 
a treasurer, Paul Bijt and S B 
Mohany 

Pham Sharma, Siibash Mashru- 
wala and Paul Biji are the three 
candidates for the post of trea¬ 
surer 

One can be sure that there wilt 
be wheelings and dealings before 
the 17th item on the agenda of 
«the 40th annual genm-al .meering is 
Mken up. It has ail become part 
of the game. However, aritie ten¬ 
nis circHM sa-e hiding there will 
be a secret ballot in the case of a
